md plunge in all Manner of A^ice and Immorality, as 

lid John Lacy, Efq; who was fo great a Stickler for 

lie French Prophets. There are too many Modern In- 

lances of this lamentable Cafe. Though Methodifm is 

^ow almoft quite extinft^ yet fevtral of its dire Con- 

fequences flill remain, as that Sin is no Sin in the Eleft'i 

that Faith can never be finally loft; and that once a 

"Saint, for ever a Saint, as Oliver faid of himfelf : And 

bonfequently the moft Zealous of the Party now in a 

ireat meafure wallow in Liift and Senfuality, and never 

lick at any thing, be it ever fo heinous. 

This is a melancholy Refieftion, that from fuch feem- 

ig Heavenly-mindednefs they ftiould fofar degenerate, 

id fink into ntter Senfuality-, more particularly the

with the Deity, it is a very arduous Tafk, next to Im- 
poflTibility, *till it cools of itfelf, to reftify fuch a Bent 
of Mind, and difpoffefs fuch a fond and beguiling Spi* 
rit. As long as the hot Fit, or Paroxifm, continues, 
no Arguments whatever prevail. 

I always thought (whether in the Right or no I fub-

ition was to do fome Good to the Incereft of Rehgion. 

was the fole Motive that induced me at firft to 

;pge in a Work of this Nature. But* notwithftand- 

mg, I have been feverely reflefted upon by a Set of 

"entiemen that write the MorUhly Review^ a Paper that 

ives a Character of each Book or Pamphlet that is 

publifhcd in each Month of the Yean One of th^ 

Gentlemen, whofe Province it was to criticife on Books 

and Pamphlets wrote on that and fuch other Subje^ls^ 

is plcafed to charge me with Bilternefs of Spiriiy and no 

hrillian Temper. Now, the particular Expreffion^ 

hereon this heavy Charge and Accufation againft me 

grounded, is die following. Difcourfing of the 

inchriftian and wild Tenets of the fakers ^ my Words 
Ire thcfe : *^ Having thus fixed the Origin of Quaker- 
ifm^ [in 165c] which was at a Time (the Church

* indeed there was fuch an Inundation of the moft vile

This is all that I fay and mean -, the reft is the 
ftrained, unnatural, and forced Interpretation of the 
Reviewer, Now the Expreffion that gave Offence is 
borrowed from a Treatife of the learned and pious 
Mr. Lesley, which he confines to that unhappy Period 
that I am fpeaking of: Nor is he fmgular in his Judg- 
ment ; for it is evident that fuch a Torrent of Impiety 
and impious Opinions had almoll deluged a great Part 
of the Nation, and fuch vile and abominable Doftrine 
been induftrioudy fpread among xht Rabble^ that is fcarce 
to be parallelled in any Age unit fs that of the impure 
Gncjiicks in the Primitive Times. And, in order to

I (hall begin with the latter, as having more Weight, 

and lefs liable to Exceptions. Mr. Edwards a 

ftridl Prefbyterian Minifter, and one who had a perfedr 
Knowledge of thofe Days, has profefledly wrote a Trea- 
tife on that very Subjed, and reprefents thofe Times as 
if Satan had broke loofe more than ordinary -, where^ 
all Manner of Blafphemies were vented with Impunity, 
and the Ridicule of all that was facred ! One will 
meet there with ^buhdance of impious and deteftable 
Tenets, that quite fap the Foundation of Chriftianity, 
and indeed of all Religion, Natural and Revealed, * 

Mr. Case, a rigid Covenanter, tells the Parliament, 
in his Thankfgiving Sermon for the Taking of Chefierj 

* That there was then fuch a numerous Increafe of 

* Errors and Herefies of all Sorts, as (fays he) I blulh 

* to repeat what fome ha:ve affirmed, namely, that there 

* are no lefs than a Hundred and Four-fcore feveral 

* Herefies propagated and fpread in the City ; and 

* many of fuch a Nature, as that I may truly fay, in 

* Calvin*s Language, the Errors and Innovations un- 

* der which we groaned of late Years \i. e. under the 
^ Bifiiops] were but tolerable Trifles, and Children's 

* Play, compared with thofe damnable Doctiincs^ Doc- 

* trines of the Devil f.^ This fure, let me add, comes 

up to the Expreffion that feemed fo rigid to our Cenfor :■ 
Damnable Doilrines, Doctrines of the DrM ! . Then, ac- 
cording to Mr. Casf, the Teachers of thofe damnable 
Doftrines were furely a monflrous Spaivn^ belched ont 
fron the bottomlefs Pit! 

Conformable to their Doilrine was their Life and 
Co:werfation : And it could not well be othervvife-, 
for their Principles were a Sanduary for the Secure, and 
a Superjedeas unto Duty ; a Plea for the Preiumptuous,

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and an Acquittance from Repentance*. Their princi- 
ples lead them to believe, ' That it was impoflible fof

* Decree paft for their Salvation, then neither Sin, nor 

* Hell, nor the Devil, can fruftrate that Decree. Nay, 
< they prefumed to go farther. That the Power of God 

• himfelf is not able to refcind itf.'-^ It muft indeed 

be acknowledged, that in a Petition to Parliament^ 
July 1 9, 1 644, fome of the moft Difcerning among 
them, that faw into the Evils of the then prevailing 
Doftrine, did propound, that fome fevere Courfe m^y 
be taken againft Adultery and Jnceft^ which do greatfy 
abound^ efpecialfy of late Tearsy by reafon of Jmpt^ty. 
And at another Time they complain, that fome arc 
grown to that Height of Wickednefs^ tis to Worfbip the 
Devil himfelf ,\\ 

Thus far have I vindicated the Affertion, th^t the 
Enorriiities of thofe Days of Anarchy (for that Period 
alone is the Subjed: of my Difcourfe) were fo abomi- 
nable as if the Gates of Hell flew open ; a monftroiui 
Spawn, if ever, from thence broke loofe, and became 
the fure Guides of the Faftion. 

Such is the Confeflion even of Adverfaries. I Ihall 
add a few more Teftimonies from the Writings of Men 
of another Stamp. The noble Hiftorian, Lord Cla- 
jiENDON, has a fevere, but juft Remark at the Clofe of 
the Charafter he gives the Earl of Manchejler : * He 

* died in a lucky Time, in the Beginning of the Re- 

• bellion, when neither Religion, Lx)yalty, Law, nor 

* Wifdom, could have provided for any Man's Secu-

* begging*/ From this, and feveral other Inftances of 
the like Nature, a learned Divine makes the following 
pertinent Obfervation, Tbat^ unlefs God in Mtrcy rebuke 
that Spirit of Entbuftafm which is gone out amongfi us in 
thefe Three KingdomSy we may have as many Legends/r^^ 
fome Sort of Proteflants as we have formerly had from the 
Church of Romef. It is no uncommon Thing that the 
Spirit of Popery fpeaks very often out of the Mouths of 
Fanatick Proteftants. 

But after all one may objeft. To what Good is. all 
this ? Had it not been better to bury in Oblivion than 
thus to expofc the Rants of Enthufiafts ? Better to 
heal^ and (kin over, than thus to rip open, old Sores ?

fal Diftraftion in weak Minds, who like CbiMren were 
(offed to and froy and carried about with every Wind of 

J)o5frine. The fame Spirit does yet work in the 

Methodijt^j who, upop certain Charaftetifticks takea 
from the R^evelation^ (but more truly from their own 
infatuated Imaginations) pretend to foretel that the 
Cloricus Millenium begins to dawi\ upon the World, 
when the Wicked fhall all be deftroyed, and tbe;^ (the 
Saints) fhall alone bear Dominion, Finally, the fame 
Spirit does ftill breathe, in the fame Party and otherFa- 
fiaticks, that the groffeft Sins, as Inceft, Adultery, 
Murder, $:c, are no Sin's in them, becaufe they are t^ 
EkP \ but are abominable Sins in others, becaufe they 
^re the J^epro^ates, I do only hint at thefe dire Confe-r 
quences of Enthujtafin at prefent, as it were, m paffanl, 
having difcQurfed. on that Subjeft mofe at large elfe- 
where.

thofe .of the Gofpel, or vouch. the inward AfTurancc^ 
of their Confciences to legitimate Adions quite coa- 
trary to the plain Commands of God, as if a Man 
fhould alledge the inwjard Perfwafion of his Confciencc 
for the Lawfulnefs of Murder or Adultery againft the 
plain Words of the 6th and 7th,Commandments. 

There can be no greater Sign of Diaholical Blufion 
than this, for a Man to hearken to the Suggeftion of 
what he mifcals Confcience and the Spirit of God 
within him to the plain Revelation of God's Will in 
Scripture, the Law of Nature^ and right Reafon, which 
are to be a ftandii^Rule and Guide of Men's Anions.; 
not their own Opmions, howfoever confident they arc 
of the Truth of them. 

And therefore it is highly prefumptuous, nay, blaC- 
phemous it is, of thofe Se(5taries amongft us (fuch as 
riAYLER, V^NN^R, M.UGLETON, &Q.) who pretend 

to 
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to immediate Inrpirations, to be WitncflTes and Prophetr, I 
and have thereupon framed many familiar Letters from I 
Christ and the Holy Spirit', whereas God never fent I 
ProphetB but with the Power of Miracles to confinn I 
them i and our Saviour has particularly told us, thac ^i 
falfe Prophets fhould come into the World, and thit by 1 

(tdr Fruits wejball know tbsm^ and that they are to be 1

Such alfo are mofe who pretend to pray by the Spi- I 
t V that is, as that Phrafe is taken in Scripture, and I 
nderftood by the mil guided of the common People^ I 
to have the Words and Matter of their Prayers imme- i 
diately dMlaied unto them by the Holy Spirit. I do I 
not deny that there is a Gift of Praying ExUmpore \ but I 
^then, I fay, this Gift can no more pretend to the Spirit I

Iccomplifhments of the Mind are. It is, as they are, I

Stock of Scripture Phrafes, a natural Warmth of 
{Temper, and a convenient Boldnefs and Prefence j

Now, to afcribe this Faculty to the Holy Spirit, in 
[^ny other Mmner than as it affifts the other Habits, 
\tbat f J, in an ordinary Manner under the life of Endca- , 
vours, is a grofs Cheat, and the Caule of infinite Mif- 
. chief and Diforders in the Church: For this Pretence 
is commonly the firil Step to all other Ilh^wns\ it 
makes Men fanciful rather than dnwuty and difpofes 
them to fwallow down readily all the Errors of fuch 
gifted Teacher:^, let them be ever fo grofs and irratio- 
nal And therefore fcertatnly they who have this Gift 
ought not TO complain of the Church for endeavouring 
to reft rain the Life cf it, when they find it to be tlie 
Caufe of fo rnxKh. Mifchief, and that it is fo fai' from 
being the immediate Gift of the Spirit, that the bold 
and Lmiliar Addrclfes, the rude and undL^cent Exyoilu- 
lations with God AJmtEEty, the naukou^ T a^ict0i^•^^5l% 
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and Repetitions, and the many Human Infirmiti^^ 
too notorioufly frequent in the Extempore Prefers of 
thofe of the greateft Skill and Eminency in that Way,, 
fufficiently betray from what Spirit it proceeds ; to wU^ 
at bed: from Natural Parts^ conducted and improvol 
by the ordinary Grace of God ; often from an Entbi^ 
Jiajiical Spirit j and fometimes from a Diabolical. ** 

(2.) They who have pfetended to be endued with a 
Zealotick Spirit j afted by immediate Impulfe from God, 
to do great and heroick Aftions for the rooting out. 
of Idolatry and overturning of Government ; and therc- 
iipon have fancied themfelves to be Pbinea^Sy Jeptba^s^ 
and Gideons^ Men raifed up by an immediate CommiC' 
fion from God to condud his Armies, and fight this 
Battles, and to murder and deftroy Heretical and Ido- 
latrous Kings and Princes : Such were Chastel, Cle-. 
MENT, andRAviLiAC, among thePapifts; Venner, 
and his 'Complices, amongft us ; leveral ftubborn 
Zealots in our Neighbouf Nation, and particularly the 
Murderers of the Arcbbijhop of St. Andrew's. 

Now this is a wicked and dangerous Error, grounded 
upon a plain Miftake of the Difference betwixt the 
Jewifii Government and all other Governments what- 
foever : For the Jewijh Government was plainly a The^, 
ocracy^ in which Godhimfelf was their immediate Go* 
vernor -, and their Judges and Captains were Men raifed 
up immediately by him, to put in Execution his own 
Laws, and to govern according to Rules of his naore 
immediate Appointment : And therefore alfo he dicj 
fometimes inlpire private Perfons, and impowered them 
by his own Authority to do fome extraordinary Ac- 
tions > as Princes upon fome neceffary OccaQons give 
extraordinary Commiflions for Juftice to be done up- 
on Ibme notorious Offenders ; and bis Autborityy not 
iheir Zeal^ legitimated the Aftion. 

But now this Way of Government is ceafed, and the 
written Word of God is our only Oracle ; and we are 
not to e'xpeft any extraordinary Impulfes in this Kand^ 

but only the ordinary Operations of God*s Spirit.

fet Volume apart, full of invidious Refleftions on the 
EJiabiiJhfmnt and Terms of Confarimiy, Tlie worthy and 
laborious Dr. Walked, in his Sufferings of the Clo'g)\ 
printed Anno t; 14, has retorted the Charge againll him, 
and has difcovered at large his grofs Prevarications, and 
in feme Meafure expofed to publick View the Rancour 
and Binermfs of his Spirit. Mn Calamv indeed, to 
give him his Due, has an admirable Faculty in calum* 
niating, and fpreading Scandal, and traducing his Su- 
periors. In a word, he is a gifted Man in Scurrility 
and foul Language. The blefted Apoftle does foretel 
of ii)ch. That in the laji Dnys perilous Tiwes fball com ; 
fcr A'kn Pall be IjQvers of iheir own felves^ C^veiGm^ 
B&q/lers^ Proud^ Blafpbcmers^— without natural /iffi^iiiQ^^

As to the other iSendcman, Mr. Danti l N f a t , he 
has very late publi("hed Four Volumes of The Hi/i^y of 
lh£ Puritans V a Subjefl:, one would think, thit had 
tx^ttcr been lelt dormant ; Rut he has revived it, and 

d has. 
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has endeavoured all he could to conjure up that Spirit 
of Fanaticifin that once contributed to overturn the Go- 
Vj^jnment in Church and State. In this Work ** he 
.^^^ warps, and curtails, and manges. Authorities j 
*' picks out of an Author what he hkes, tho* never fo 
*' flenderly fupported •, and omits taking Notice, even 
*' in the fame Author, of what makes againft him*." 
In a word, his Volumes are full of Acrimony and 
malicious Inveftives againft the Principles and principal 
Men of the Eftabliftiment. 

The Firft Volume has been anfwered with a great deal 
of Accuracy and Judgment (as is generally uippofcd, 
and I hear his Lordfhip does not difown it) by the 
Right Reverend the prefent moft worthy and learned 
Bilhop of JVorceJler^ Dr. Madox. It bears the Title 
of The Vindicaticn of the Government^ Do£lri7te^ and 
Wcrfinp^ of the Church of England, efiablijhed in the 
Ragn of ^een Eljzabeth, againft the injurious Reflec- 
tions of Mr. Neal in his Firft Volume of the Hijiory of 
the Puritans. I have not feen this very learned Trea- 
tife \ but 1 have been informed, by feveral Perfons 
that have perufed it, that therein Mr. Neal*s Mifrfepre- 
fentation of Fafts, his Artifice in difguifing Truth, his 
low Shifts, and falfifying of Autliorities, are dcteded 
even to a Demonftration. 

The Second Volume has been anfwered by die inqui- 
fidve Antiquarian and able Critick Dr. Grey ;. where- 
in alfo his numerous Miftakes in Hiftory, and wilful 
Prcvarications, arc cxpolVd to publick View : But, not- 
withftaiiding all this, hardened againft the cleareft Con- 
vii5tion, and rcfolved to maintain his Caufe right or 
wrong, he had the Effrontery, in 1732, to ^blifh 

Two other Volumes on the fame Subjeft. It had 

been abundantly httter for hin Credit among Men of 
Virtue, and tending to ihe PeaLC of his Confcience, 
(if it is not grown callous) to have rctrafted his former 
Errors, and to beg PardiUi of the World, whom he 
had impofed upon, than tlill to carry on the Caufe of 
Schifip by fuch iniquitous Means.

NoW> fincc the Coniroverjy has been revived by a Set 
of Men that ought to be eafy under that Indulgence 
with which the Law of the Land has favoured them, I 
nnot think it at all amifs to pry a Httle into ibeir Secret 
tliftory, (which a great Part of the World is a ftrangei: 
to) and reprefent in a true Light fomc of their dange- 
rous Tenets and mad FUghts in Enihtifiafm. 

Befides thefe Two former, there is a Third Mm of 
ote in great Credit among the Party, Mr, Cotton 
^Matheb, Paftor of the Church of Boftmy in New* 
ngknd^ who has wrote a large Folio Volume, divided 
to Seven Books^ of the remarkable Providences that 
friended the rigid Preibyterians, or Independent s<^ of 
tlmt Province, from its firft Plantings in the Year 1 620, 
unto the yea;- of our Lord 1698* Here one will find 
a continued Series of Miracles difpkyed in Favour of 
that turbulent Sed, and in Confirmation of the diftcrenc 
Branches of Doftrine that are its diftinguifhed Badge 
and Livery, But that alone did not fuflice : It was not , 
enough that the Independent s^^r^ under thefpecia! Pro- 
jection of Heaven, whereof numerous Inftances, as 
they pretend, are given -, but in New-England the 
|Work was not complete unlefs they beitow the vileft: 
iid moil: fcurrilous Language on the Naiional Church 
Itablifhed in Old-England! yea, the moil uncharitable 
nd horrid Expreflions that inveterate Malice and 111- 
^^iil could fuggeft! This foul Language is plentifully 
,^ealt our, and interfperfed thro' all this voluminous 
^ork^ the Hiftory of Mr. Cotton Mather ; the 
pifcopal Church of England being never mentioned^ 
(as it is very oftai on purpofe and dcfignedly) but al- 
ways reprefented as a Tyranmcak Mti-cbrifiian^ ferfe* 
'ting Hierarchy^ laying unconfcionable Impqfitions upon the 
%ord's People J remarkable f^r true Chrijtlanity. This very 
coarfe and unchriftian Language is* every where plen- 
tifully beftowed, with a Heart full of Rancour, (if we 
may judge of any Thing by Overt-a£fs) on the Epif* 
1 Reformed Church, as if Chanty was rather the 
\Bme than the Perfe6tion of Virtue, 

I have made choice of ihefe Tlirce Writers more 
d 2 ^^*_ 
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particularly (not but there is Abundance wrote in the 
fame Spirit of Bitternefs by almoft all the Scribes of the 
Party, but) becaufe they are of univcrfal Efteem among 
tliem ; there being fcarce a Family of any Note, or a 
Preacher that knows any Thing of the World, but 
hcvS them in his Poffeflion. It is certainly a juft Ob- 
fervation, that I have read fomewhere, and marked in 
my Adverfaria^ ' If an over- weening Conceit of their 

* own Righteoufnefs and Sanftity, and a genuine Spirit 
^ of Bitternefs in cenfuring others, be a true Sign of 

* SaintTiip •, then, befides other Se6tarifts, the Inde- 

* pendents and Prejbyteriam have an indubitable Claim 

* to it. Let Mr. Cottox Mather be a fufficient 
^ Proof of the former in his Church-Hiftory of New- 

* Engla7id\ and Mr. Edmund Calamv, a fufficient 

* . \tteftation of the latter in his Life of Mr. Rich a rd 

* B /;tes.' — And as to Mr. Baxter himfelf, to give 
him his Due, he is a Match for any of his Brethren in 
bellowing hard Names on the Governors of the Church. 
He i not fatisfied to call the Bilhops of the Time he 
lived in iurhulent Prelates •, Jilencing^ dejiroying Prelates ; 
proud^ ambitious^ Hereticating Prelates ; [thefe are his 
own Words] but he muft likewife brand the Bifliops (rf* 
the Primitive Church, moft of them Martyrs and Con- 
feffcrs, as fomany Firebrands oj the World \ felf-conceited^ 
mercVefs^ furious Bijhops •, the Confounders of Churches 
[tlief; again are his own Words]. This is the Temper of 
the Catholick^ of the mere Cbriftian, as Mr. B. is pleafed 
to ftilc himfelf. Bitternefs, and If^ratb^ and Clamour^ 
and Evif-Jpeakhig, are tht^fe the Fruits of that Cathblick 
and mere c^'hrifliua Spirit ? To fay no worfc. This Spirit 

comet b not of him that caltetb us. For this Reafon it 

is that in this Scroud FAlition I havefomewhat enlarged 
on this Man's Character, whom lb many admire, and 
others, upon as good Grounds, make but little Ac- 
count ol. Vid. A Vindication of the Primitive Churchy 

p. xi. of tlie IVeface. 

The Proteflant Cluirclies abroad are in a happy State, 
in that tli^y kedp tk Unity of the Spint in the Bond of 
^^eace, being akogcthcr free from the Jarrs, and Dif- 
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eords» and Divifions, that are the Refult of fo many 
^different Seftaries tolerated in this Kingdom* There 
is never a Diflenter, of any Demminatmi^ that dares 
lift up his Head in the EftabUfhed Churches of Sweden 
and Denmarky which have reformed according to the 
Plan and Doftrine of Luther ; and they have very 
nigh as great an Averfion to a Caktmft as to a Papijl, 
But in England Schifms and Divifions of all Sorts 
abound J to the Scandal of Chriftianity, where Unkn 
is above ail recommended, and no where lefs praftifed 
than in this Kingdom, and in fomeof the Provinces of 
Holland^ where Cahmfm is the Eftablilhed ReHgion : 
And it is wcrthy of Obrervation, that no fooner any 
obfcene Ribaldry is vented abroad than it meets with 
a hearty Reception in England. The Life of Sirtcr 
Catherine, a Nun of the Order of our I^dy^ printed 
at PariSy 1628, is a famous Piece, recommended by a 
Cardinal^ and an JrcMifiop^ bcfides ScrbonnifiSy and fe- 
veral Doftors of Divinity -, and yet the whole, in the 
Judgment of Dr. Mi^mc CAtrsABow, (Son of the moft: 
learned Isaac CA^JSAEo^% and a great Sufferer for his 
Loyalty in England*) is but a tedious Narration of fe- 
veral flrange Raptures and Enthufiaftick Fits that pof- 
feffed the Imaginatioin of a Mclanchohck Reclufef . 
But, notwlthftandingj fhe had her Admirers in England^ 
and was looked upon to be a Perfon that was ilKimi- 
nated, as well as fome of her Sex have bsren by the 
deluded Independents of Neiv- England^ particularly Mrs, 
HuTCBiNsoN, of whom I have treated towards the 
Beginning of the Fourth Chapter. 

But that which made of late the greateft Noife in that 
Kingdom is a Book^ impioufly fo named> The Light of 
the Wwldy wrote by a bigoted Enthufiaft, Mademoifelle 
Anthonietta Bourignon II J firfl pubJiflied by Mr, 

tCHRisTfAN DE Cdrt, aPopifhPrieflri andfomeTime 
pfcgo traoQated into EngHfi^ Anns 1696. There are in it 
': great

'reface. 
I See XQOrc of thi^ gifred Lady in Chap xi» 
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great Flights of Religion ; it could not otherwiie de- 
ceive the World ; as he that would cheat with bad 
Coin mires a great many Pieces of good Coin among 
the bad : But the Poifon of her EnthufiaHick Rants 
lies concealed in her pretended Communications with 
God -, that fhe afked Queftions of him, and had parti- 
cular Anfwers in Return ; and that (he could, even 
without Premeditation, explain the Scriptures fo per- 
feftly that none of the Primitive Fathers of the Church 
had ever fo done. Tho* this devout Lady doth very 
often brag of her complete Knowledge of Scripture, 
together with the Interpretation of all Myfteries an4 
Prophecies therein contained, yet fometimes Ihe is 
picafed to exprefs herfclf (as other Papifts) in very dif- 
refpeftful and indifferent Terms about the Dignity of 
Scripture, has a very low Efteem of it, and fets off the 
whole of Religion (as other Entbufiafts do) on waiting 
upon Revelations from Heaven. This gifted Lady 
liad alfo a very mean Opinion of the SadsfaiEtion made 
to Divine Juftice by Jesus Christ ; but that his Death 
and Sufferings, in her profound Judgment, were not 
intended^ but only come to pafs bymere Accident. Not- 
withftanding all this, and feveral odd Chimeras^ the Ra- 
vings of a diftempercd Brain, Monfieur Poirbt fticks 
not to declare, with an Air of Blafphemy, Tom. certm 
fum illam virginan inffnratam eje^ quam Deum exifierc^ i. e. 
that he was as fure that that Virgin was infpired, as 
that God had a B^-ing. 

Now, as ftrange a Medley and Fcsrrago of Blafphc- 
mics. Rants, Isxtnivagances, and Enthufiaftick Flights, 
as her wholr Syftem is compofcd of, yet it was pro- 
pngatetl in England with grrat Zeal and Afliduity. 
And Iwo very ncited (but foher and orthodox) Divines, 
Mr. Lkslev, and Mr. Bayly, late Reftor of St. 
James's^ in Rripl^ wt-re very rudely treated, and abun- 
dance ot ill Lan^ujjgv; bulluwed uj\on them, by one of 
her Parri/ans in Knglaad^ tor no othrr Rcafon but that 
they c'n^lt*4V(uuv.l [d Hop \\\v, (irtuvth of fuch a pefti- 
knt Coiuagion. 'lis h'oiu this l.adY, and Jacob 
BiiHMEN, the German EniluilialU that' Mr; Law has 

bar- 
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boitdwed moft, 4f not all, of his Wild and extravafgaht 
Fancies, as is treated of at large in Chap. X. altho* I did 
not know it then for certan, at the Tinie of Writing. 

And, very late, Mr. J. Wesley has publifhed an 
Extraft of the Life of Monfieur de Renty, a ftrohg 
Papift, and a Frenchman of Quality •, the Tenor of 
Whofe Life and A<5tions is one continued Schcrrie of 
Enthufiafm •, which is the Realbn, it fccms, of his be- 
ing in fuch a high Degree of Favour with Mr. We^ijet^^ 
and recommended as a worthy Pattern to tread in Ws 
Steps. This, I fay, is probably his iReafon, and iiot 
Mr. Renty's ftrofig Attachment to Popery, and his 
great Zeal to mdke Converts to the fame. ^ 

I have entirely oniitted to give a particular Account 
of feveral bold Ehthufiafts who wrote Comments on 
the !Book of Daniel and the Revelation^ fuch as Mr. 
Brichtman, Mr. Bridges, Mr. ArcKep, and ma- 
ny other hot-headed and dangerous Expofitors, (men- 
tioned in xht Friendly Debate^ wrote by the moft learned 
Dr. Patrick, Biftiop of Ely) tho' they are ^sithin the 
Reach of my Subjeft. They apply at Random 'the 
Prophetiick Vifio^ns in both the Old and New Teftamcnts 
to ferve their own particular Intereft ; and every body 
Icnows what that was, to blow up the furious Zeal of 
the Rabble to devour and deftroy the Royalifts, and 
to propagate the Gofpel, like Mahomet, with Fire 
iind Sword. Yea^ which is amazing, fuch Avas their 
i?enetration, that they found the {tvcral Comrf?inccs ol 
the Rebel-Parliament^ in abolifhing Epifcopacy and tlie 
Liturgy, prefigured in fome Type or other in the Reve- 
lation ! And, that nothing might efcape their Notice^ 
Burton, Prin, and Bastwick, (of whom I Ihull 
elfewhere treat at large) are fome of the Witneflcs pro- 
phecied of by St. John to be the Champions of the 

good old Caufe ! ^^It would be endlefs to rake into all 

their ill-grounded and wild chimerical Fancies ; and yet 
all pretend a Divine Infpiration ! which, however in- 
conjijlent and extravagant, did all center in this, to har- 
rafs without Mercy the Friends of Monarchy and the 

efta.- 
* * Fid, Comparifon o^ Metiodifts aadPapi&s, ^gsixtVv. ^» vi^, ^c" 
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cftabliflied Epifcopal Church, whom they were pleaiof 
to call the Anti-cbriftian and Popifh Party^ the Children 
€f Belialy and the Followers of the Dragon: But their 
own dear felves they efteemed (as prophecicd of in the 
RevelaHon) the IVitneJfes of Jesus Christ, the Godfy 
Party J the Saints that are to rule the Nations^ and the 
Followers of the Lamb. Thefe Inftances indeed, as I 
mentioned, are the proper Subjeds of Entbufiafm \ but 
then I was afraid that fuch a Detail of Fanatick Blunders 

would naufeate and be tedious. Vid. Bp. Patrick 

his Friendly DebatCy Part. II. p. 6^, 71. Lond. 1669. 

I have taken no Notice of the famous Dr, John Dit^ 
alias Dee, who pretended fuch a Familiarity and Con- 
verfation with Spirits, and who was fo confident of a 
Divine Call, that he made a purpofe Journey to Vienna 
to admonifh the Emperor Rodolph to defift from 
fome Adtions that were difpleafing to God. He was 
admitted in due Form to an Audience, wherein he ac- 
quaints his Imperial Majefty, that he had a Special 
Command by the Miniftry of Angels to declare this 
extraordinary Meflage -, and met at firft with a very 
kind Reception, as being a Perfon of Learning, and 
whofe Fame had fpread all over the politeft Part of 
Europe : Yet at laft, after fome Weeks' Attendance, 
the Emperor fcnt one of his Court to acquaint him, 
*' That he had no Need of his extraordinary Advice in 
*' that Affair, but would rather confult his ConfefTor 
*' than to give Credit to his pretended Angelica! 
" Miffion.'' Mr. Camden gives a good Character of 
him as an able Mathematician •, but abroad he was ge- 
nerally looked upon as a kind of a Madman, and a Con-^ 
jtiroTy as may be feen at large in a Folio Treatife with 
this Title, A true Relation of Dr. John Dee (a famous 
Mathematician in the Reigns of Queen Elizabeth and 
King James) bis A^^ions witb Spirits^ p. 230, &c. 
pubhfiied by Dr. Meric Causabon, Lond. 1659. pc^ 
iies me. 

Had I a Mind to be volunrunous, I might dwell large-, 
ly on the particidar Whims and EjithuGafms of a great 
many particular Perfon<i -»■>» it jnade a Flalh, but loon 

ex- 
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cxtinft, fuch as are mentioned incidentally by fome 6r 
other of our Englifh Hiftorians •, fuch as that of Mr. 
AsGiLL his fond Conceit that there is a Poffibility of 
Man being made immortal )oy ufing the Means by him 
prefcribed, as was that of Adam in his State of Inno- 
cence before the Fall : And, perfifting in it, for this 
and fome other Enthufiaftick Rants he was expelled the 
Houfeof Commons in Ireland. 

Every Body knows that it is impoflible to hit the 
Tafte of arid pleafe all Readers upon fuch a critical Sub- 
jeft as this. I had fufficient Experience of it already on 
the Firft ImpreiTion. But, if I have the Satisfaftion of 
reclaiming but a/?w that are gone aftray, or of pleafmg 
but a/tfwthat are the Friends of fober Religion, equally 
guarded againft the Two dangerous Extremes ofiluper- 
Jiition on the one Hand, and Enthufiafm on the other^ 
I have what I ^med at -, it is enough.

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CHAP. L 

O/Natural Enthusiasm. 



^T is a common Obfen^ation, That nothing re- 
markable ajid above the ordinary Pitch of vulgar 
Conceptions has been wrote, either in Orator j 
or Poetry, but when the Author was actuated 
by fome Enthufiaftlck Heat, and fome Ardor and 
Imfitui of the Mind, that hath fome Affinity to 
Madncfsp ** I believe (fays Dr- M* Causabon) that never 
** any Great Work, that was the Fruit of the Brain, and that 
*' begot Admiration, was atchieved, but was alio the Fruit of 
** fome Natural Enthufiafm*" Arutides, an excellent Ora- 
tor, but a very Bigot to Heathenifm, comp»re3 it to the Heat 
by which Soldien, at the firft joining of Battle, are ulaaUy 
carried and inflamed beyond all Seafe of Death and Danger* 

Several Amient Orators did apprehend themfelves, and wore 
fo apprehended by divers others, to be, in fome Sort, infpired 
or agitated by fome higher Power than bare Nature could pre- 
tend to, Aristotle, a Man of a vart exienfive Knowledge^ 
»nd an univerfal Philofopher, does yet maintain, That no Per- 
fon can excel and fhfne in any Compofition but he ftiuft fed 
the Influence of an Enthufiaftical Fire to warm and elevate hb 
Soul ab ove low and oidmary TJiougbts. And DioWYSi^^ 
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LoKGiNUty a great Maflcr of the Gran4 am{ 3^l>|ime, (ts 

witnefs that TracS of his now extant upon that Subje^) fpeaks 
much to the fame Purpofe. And Longinus, tho' a Heathen 
by Profcflion, yet was not very fuperftitious, as may appear 
by this, That he durft challenge Homer, tho' a Poet, (upon 
whom cfpecially the Pagan Theology was grounded) of Atheifm 
and the groflcft Abfurdity, for making the Gods t^ fi^ht ifith 
Men »nd amongft tliemfirlves, aiid not only to fight, but to be 
wounded alfo. 

An Heat, a Fire, that does warm the Mind, and makes the 
Imagination glow, (which the Latins call Ardor and Impittis) 
muft then enliven and invigorate an Oration that would bear the 
Tcft of able and found Criticks : That gives Life and Soul into 
it," infomuch that fonie have thought that no other Art was ne- 
ceflary to make a compteat Orator. Hence fiith Cicero of 
himfclf, Nulla me ingenu^ fed magna vis animi injlammat ut mt 
ipfe non teneam. Cicero, 'tis true, had a vaft Conceit of his 
own Performances ; which yet the ablefl Criticks, both M ode rn 
and Antient, and among the reft Plinv, do allow he had Rea- 
fon to do : And Quintilian doth pafs this Judgment in par- 
ticular, *' That he may well think of his own Proficiency who 
'* begins to relifh Cicero above all Authors." He muft mean 
Latin Authors, for generally the Preference is given to De- 
mosthenes in Greek. 

As to Demosthenes bis Chara£lcr I need (ay no more ibui 
this. That DioNYsius, of Halicarnajfus^ (a Man of great 
Ability himfelf in Point of Eloquence, and of great Judgment 
to judge of the Ability of others, rather fevere than &vouraUe 
in moft of his Ccnfures) doth very folemnly deliver and protdd 
of himfclf, <' That, when he did fet himfelf to read Dbmos- 
•* THENKS his Orations, he was fo taken therewith as to be al- 
•« moft bcfide himfclf, being fo tranfported with the Energy 
•* of his Divine Eloquence j whereby, fays he, we may gueli 
•* how thofe of his Time, that heard him and were interefted 
•^ in the Subjeft of thofc Orations, were affe^ed, when the 
*• bare Reading hath fuch an Operation on us fo little concerned 
*• in them and fo long after.*' 

And it is worthy of OWcrvation, that the fage and grave Se- 

3fECA, fo abounding with fcntcntious Precepts of Morality, 
oth peremptorily maintain. That this Sort of Enthufiafm is a 
ncccflary Ingredient to make a tranfccndcm Wit. Nonf^teft 
ffrande atiquid^ fays he, ^ Jupra c^ter$s Uqui^ niji mota num.

This Man, rambling from Town to 
Town, and from Village to Village* did, in let Harangues 
llbniewhat dogrtiaticallr and rhetorically compofed* admonlffi 
rthe People to abftain from PIcafures which enervate the Mind, 
pnd embrace Virtue after the Example of Her tULES, which 
was very often lirgcd in thofe Days^ to excite the t'eople to La- 
bour and Induftry . His Difcourfe^ tho' it was always and evfery 
wherfe chiefly on the fame Subject, and with but little Variety 
of Expreflion, yet was he crowded every where with a vaft 
^Concourfe of People, and waO held in very great Efteem and 
^ytefpedt.

^kne of excellent natural Parts* he applied himfelf ^ith great 

■Diligence to the Study of Rbetorick and Eloquence, and by

Itefsful Harangues^ which were received by die general Ap- 
blaufe of the Multitude, he adventured at laft to make his pub- 
lick Appearance in the roofl: auguft Affembly that was then \h 
any Part of the World, viz. at the Otympick Gamn^ fgkmnifed 
every Fifth Year in fome Part of Gnea. 

The reGoRGiAS di 1 pis y ed h is Talen ts to fu ch Ad van tage, 
that he got immortal Honour, He was received by the Accla- 
mations of the People as if he had been the God of Eloquence 
himfelf, and not an clof^ucnt Man, and not long after had a 
iitatue ereftcd to his Memory in che Temple of Appllo. 

Henceforward fuch publick Declaimers were calfed B^phijis^

1, e. Wifdom, whence they afltimcd that big Appellation of S&^

If no other Ufe would be made of this fiiort Account of the 
Sephifis^ fo famous of old in Greece^ yet of this I am certain, U 
may ferve as a Key to let us into the Meaning of feveral Pafr 
fages in the Writings of St. Paul, where his arguing that th?

ENTHUSIASM is a Greek Word, and may be defined, in the 
Acceptation that we now take it,, to be *' a full, but cr- 
. " roneous. Belief and Pcrfuafion that whatever one does 
^* aft, or fpeak, or think, is from Divine Infpiration'" And 
herein lies the DifFerence between an Enthuftaji and an Impofter ; 
tb^ one in the Heat of Imagination does really think that he vi 
aftuated by a Divine Power and fupernatural impulfe, tho' this ^ 
may chance to be the Confequenceof aduftCholer, or a diftem- 
per'd Brain, or a blind, but eager Zeal violently attached to 
<bme extravagant Opinion or other, which a bewildered Fancy 
careffes ; but tbe Impojlor a<9s againft the Di6btes of his own 
Confcience, pretends to Raptures and Vifions knowing they arc 
counterfeit and falfe, and his fole Purpofe is to deceive^ know- 
ing himfelf to be a Deceiver. 

Of deteftable Seds and Herefies on the Pretence of Divine 
Infpiration, or other lefs prevalent Motives, whereby Chriflft- 
^nity hath been divided, defamed, and corrupted, Ecclefiaftical 
Hiftories are full, thofe efpecially that have been written pro- 
feffedly on thatSubjeft, as by EpiPHANiusand Augustine, 
where one will find ftrange Opinions pertinacioufly held and 
vented by Men of too forward and rafh Zeal that lofcs itfelf in 
the Ma^es of Error and Delufion. And that which is mod to 
be lamented is, that fome Men, otherwife of great Worth and 
Ability, thro' mere Ignorance of natural Caufes, have been fe- 
duced by fuppofed Raptures and extatick Motions, and made 
Shipwreck of the true Faith. It has been an old Remark, That 
Tertullian had never been an Heretick^ had he been a to*vr 
Naturalijl : And yet Tertullian, fuch a Man for Life and 
Learning otherwife as can hardly be parallelled by any of his Co- 
temporaries, warped to the SeS of the Montanijis^ in whom the 
Church had as great Lofs, and lamented it as much, (faith Vin- 
^ENTius Lyrinensis) as almoft it ever had in any one Man, 
But I am confined to Modern Enthufiafm^ fuch as appeared in 
England fince the Reformation,

Tlic firft, in order of Time, that made any great Noifc ir 
the Worid, is the Fanify of Lovi^ an impious and profane Sed 
m Dutch Extradion, who made their iirft Appearance in Eng- 
land 2i few Years after the Reformation. The Author of tUs 
abominable SeA was one David George, of Delphi hi Hoi- 
land^ a Man of low Parentage, yet of good natural Parts, a 
comely Perfon to look on, and of a graceful Prefencc. • He 
was afl^ble and courteous in his Beli^vrour, difcreet in irioft 
Things, yet cunning and referved. This Man was perhaps one 
of the greateft Enthufiafls that ever was known in the Worid 
for the monftrous Opinions that he held and endeavoured to pro- 
pagate. He firft began, as ufual, with extraordinary Raptures, 
and, mz'JargM peoiliar to himfelf and Followers, did profefi 
an ilnion with God, [from which the Quaker liSA borrow theif 
Bia4>hemy of an Equality with God, and that the Godhead 
dwells bodily in their Teachers]. At laft he gave out that M 
^wastheMeffias, t and did moft biafphemoufly apply kreni 
Texts of Scripture as prophefied of him ; that he had Power t» 
fargive Sins ; that Aneek and Devils are only Virtues and Vices ; 
and laftly, as the moft engaging Dodrine, that Matrimony is 
tree, and that no Man is confined to one Woman, but that Pro- 
creation qS Children fbaO be in common to all tfiofe that are 
born again by the Spirit of David George.—— Hence t)Ky 
afllimed the diftinguiihing Title of the Famlj b/ Love. 

He told his Difci(rfes, at firft, that he was imnrK>rtal; but, 
when he found the Symptoms of Death approaching, in order to 
keep up the Spirits of his deluded Followers, he afliired them 
that he would rife again within Three Years ; which was, in- 
deed, in fome ili-fiivoured Manner fulfilled, for he died at BmP 
in 1^56, and was dug up again by Order of the Magiftraites ifi 
the Year 1559. 

This Man*s chief Difciple was one Henry Nicholas, of 
Liydift^ whofe Province was fomewhat to new-modi^, and fet 
a b\i Glofs upon, the impious Doctrine of his Mafter, where- 
by it was the more cafily fwallowcd, as coarfeas it was.— -^ As

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Martyr, tho' his Succeflbrs in the fame enthufiaftick Zeal have 
not regiftered his Sufferings, as Mr. Calamy has done, with 
thofe of the ejefte4 Minifters. 

The next Man of any Eminence, (but neither Martyr nor 
Confeflb'r) that was an Advocate for the Caufe, was Mr. Cart- 
wright, a rough, blunt Man, and yet one of Confiderablc 
Learning. The Occafion of his firft Difcontent was this*. At 
a publick Difputation in the Univerfity before the Queen, her 
Majefty exceedingly approved of Mr. Preston, not only for 
Strength of Argunient, butalfo for his graceful Delivery and 
handfome Deportment ana Bfehaviour. jBut Cartwright, 
for his Bluntnefs, rude Behaviour, and want of Elocution, was 
not minded j whereupon he grew very much dilTatisfied, and, 
being a proud, conceited Man, for not having that Retpe£tpaid 
him in the Eftablifhed Church which he expelled, impugned it 
with all his Force, and refolved to be ;he Champion of the Pu- 
ritan Caufcy where he was fure to be carejpd, * 

It was he that was their chief Agent in publifhing a feditious 
Libel, entitled, jin Admonition to Parliament^ being indeed 
the very Summary of their Opinions concerning Church- affairs, 
and of thefr fliamelefs Slanders againft the Governors thereof, 
theBifliops. To which Archbifliop Whitgift wrote a learned 
and folid Anfwer: Therein, as Sir George Paul words it, 
*' he lay'd open the Weaknefs of their Caufe, and the Strength 
** of their Malice f /' And it is further to be obferved, that 
thefe feditious Stirs and Hurli-burlies were at the higheft Fer- 
ment at a very critical Timey when all Parties fhould be united 
for the common Safety, viz. in the Year 1588, when the Spa- 
nijh Armada^ that was bleffed by the Pope^ and termed invincible^ 
was hovering upon our Coafts, and threatening to invade, and 
quite extirpate the Protejlant Religion in England, 

In a* word, thefe P«r//^wj were Men of a fierce and ungo- 
vernable Zeal, violently attached to the rigid Geneva Dodrine, 
more efpecially to that of abfolute, unconditional, and irrefpec- 
tive Predeftination and Reprobation, whereby Man is made a 
mere Machine^ only paiTive, and confcquently unaccountable 
for any ASiion^ as not being a Free-Agnit, l^hey were alfo very 
turbulent, and would bear no Con trad i (Sic n ; " of the fame 
*^ Stamp with thofe of the loft Century that had fo great a Share 
** in bringing 6n thofe Religious Confufiom which brought a 
** Reproach upon Chriftianity in general, and which by De- 
*^ grees worked the Body of the People into a National Mad- 
** nefs and Fienzy in Matters of Religion."

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Next to the Proto-Mart)T, Peter Burchet above-mcnf* 
tioned, William Hacket, with bis two Prophets, Coppik- 
GER and Arthingtok, appeared in the Caufe of Puritamifik 
in the Queen's Reign, who perhaps were Inftances of tbe 
rankeft enthufiaflick Delufion that ever fcandalifed Chriftianity 
in any Century fince the Apoftolick Age. Tliis Hacket hi 
hecn taken Notice of bj* many eminent Hiftorians. R. Cosiff, 
L.L.D. Dean of theyfr^A^j, and Official Principal to Arch- 
biOiop Whitojft, has written his Life at Large. An Abftrad 
of it is copied by Mr. Camden, in his Life of Queen Eliza- 
beth, as slfo by the learned Dr. Heylin in his Hilary ef tbe 
Prffiyterians^ Book ix. p. 307, l^c, I have the Thtce before 
me at the Writing hereof. Dr. CosiN is abundantly too tedious 
to tranfcribe ; and as for the other Two I (hall give the Prefe- 
rence to Mr, Camdek, who, being aLayman^ may on that 
Score be more credited hy feme of the prefcnt Age. 

*' Hacket was a Man of the vulgar Sort, bom at OundU^ 
•* in the County of Northampton^ unlearned, infolent, cruel, 
•' and fo ca^er upon Revenge, that he bit off his honeft School- 
•* mafier's Nofe as he embraced him in Token of renewhig 
** their Love, und like a Dog (as they report) ate it down bc- 
*' fore the poor deformed Man's Face, while he intreated him 
*' to rtftore it to him, that it might be fowed on again, whilft 
•* the Hurt was yet frefii and green. 

•* So avcrfe was he from all Piety, that the heavenly Dofhrinc 
^^ which he heard in Sermons he repeated amongft his drunken 
** Companions at their Cups, to be derided and abufed. Aftet- 
** wards, when he had riotouHy wafted his Eftate, which be 
•* had with his Wife, a Widow, he fuddenly took upon him 
•* the pretcndci! Difguife of one of admirable Sandity, fpent 
** all his Time in hearing of Sermons, and being acquainted 
** with llic Scilptuies, and, by pretending I know not what 
•* Rrjtlatisf:s to he made him from Her.ven, and an extraordi- 
** mry CJIy he ir.finuatcd himfelf into certain Divines, which 
** with a burning Zeal laboured to bring the Prejbyterian Dif- 
*• ciplinc of the Church uf Gtntva into England^ among whom 
** wasonc WiGCiNc. roN, a filly, brain-lick Minifter^ and a 
•* Dcrpilrrand Knrmy of Mas^iftratcs. By this Wicgington's 
** Means he h^cuno familiaily acquainted with Edmund Cop- 
" riNcjRR, a CJcntlcn\an of a good Family, who had perfu^- 
** dcd firl! himfrir, and then Arthington, a great Admirer 
" of that Dilcipliuc, that ho was alfo extraordinarily called by 
** God for the Ciood <if the Chuirh, and that a Way was u- 
** Ttiiltd to him Uu\\\ Heaven to draw theQ^:een and the Coun- 
^* cil to a kuer Mim!, nieaninj^',, to admi: of the Difciplineof 
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Geneva^ he himfelf having been taught, hy fome Mmiftera, 
that God daily raifeth up extraordinary Labourers in his 
Church, And this (triumphing as it were in Spirit) he joy- 
fully imjmrtcd to Hacket> who^ by his counterfeit Huli« 
nefsj his inceFant and fervent Praying extempore^ his Fa/i- 
ing upon the Lsrd's-Day^ his frequent Boafting that he had 
been buffeted by Satan ^ and by pretending Rtvehthns and 
often C&nfennces vfiih God, which, with moft vehermencand 
direful Imprecations, by the Salvation and D3mn;itionof his 
Sotil, he fware to be true and real, found both Credit with 
thofe two, that they believed and a^rmcd him to be the belt 
Beloved of God J and greater than MosEs and St. Johpj, 
And he himfelf openly avowed that he was the Prophet of 
God's VcTtgiame wherefoever Mercy is rejefted, prophcfying 
that, from thenceforth, there fhould be no more Popes, and 
that England fhould tliis Year be m oft lamentably aiBt£ted 
with Famine, Peftilence, and War, except the Dtfcipiinf of 
tht L^rd (for fo he called it) and Reformation were admitted 
in the Realm* 

'* Tobrlngin this, therefore, they confpircd (as was proved 
by their own Letters) to accufe the Archbilhop of Canterbury^ 
and the Lord Chancellor, of Treafon, who were Men that 
oppofed Innovations 5 to kill them, and fome others. If they 
fhould give Sentence in the Star*Chamber againft thofe Mi- 
nillers who were Innovators ; to ftir u^ the Multitude to Re- 
bellion by printed Rhythmes, wherein, among ft other Things, 
they maintained, that ft was lawful for a /r^/^Chriftiani tho* 
a Country Peafant, to inform Kings how to fway the Scep- 
ter, and to depofe the Qtieen herfelf, unlefs fhe would ad- 
vance the Reformation, That Hacket bare an impla- 
cable Hatred againft the Queen appeareth by this, that he 
had often given out that fhe had furfeited her Right to the 
Crown, and had in a Rage defaced licr Arrm and PitSure 
drawn upon a Board, flriking his Dagger thro' the Breaft of 
it* And no Marvel, for he had pcrfuadcd himfelf that he 
was ordained by God to be Kijig of all Europe^ and courd 
not brook a Con fort* And he made Coppinger and Ar~ 
THiNCTON believe that they were infpired* not only with a 
Prophitkaly but even with an Angelica!^ Spirit ; who now, 
being fuU of the Spirit as they thought, performed all Obe- 
dience to him as their King ordained by God, and endea- 
voured to raife Sedition, To which Purpofe, in the Month 
of Juiy^ they t^ame to a Nobleman, offered hrm the hi l5 heft 
Command under the (^een, and prefentcd him with a De- 
fcrlptlo n o f H A c K E T *s L ife^ together \^^ i th A a t H i w G ^ ci^' ^

** Prophecy : But he, being bufy about 'fomcthing elfe, rc- 
** jcflcd the Men. 

^^ Not long after, they told Wicgington that Christ 
^ had appeared to them the Ni|:ht before, not in that Body 
'< wherewith he dwelled! in the licavens, but with that princi- 
** pal Spirit wherewith he iiihabiceih in Hacket more fully 
*< than in any other -, and that Hacket was that very Angd 
*^ which was to come before the Lail Day with his Fan and 
** Sheep-Ilook, to feparate the Goats from the Sheep ; and 
** that he (houU tread down 5<//jc under his Feet, and totally 
" fubvcrt the Kingdom of Jrtubn/i. From Wiggingtok

** Arthikgton prcfcntly advifcd C3PPING£R to anoint

^^ Floor thrice, and bending the Knee with all Reverence, 
^* came to Hacket, who put h:m back, faying,^ You need 
^^ not anoint me, for the Holy Ghoil hath anointed meahready. 
«* Do ye my Commandments. Go and tell through the City 
•* that Jesus Christ is come with his Fan in his Hand to 
«* judge the World. If any afk where he is, ihew him this 
^^ Place ; and, if they will not believe, let them come and kill 
*^ me if they can. As it is moft certain that God is in Heaven, 
<^ fo it is no Icfs tiue that Christ is now come to Judg- 
*' ment. 

. ** Scarce had he fpoken the Word, but prcfently they nifhed 
*• forth, crying thro' the Streets tk-t Christ was come, and 
•* what othcrThiiigs he had commanded them, often redoubling 
•* with a loud Voice, Rf(*ent I Repent ! until they were come U> 
•* the principal Street of the City, CheupjUey where, by reafoa 
•* of tiic Throng of People, they cliinbcu up into a Cart, and, 
•' partly by Help of their Memories, paitly out of a written 
•' Paper, proclaimed aloud, T/ij/ Hacket, in a glorified E^ 
•• dy^ paiucipaud lu'ith Christ Ly bis principal Spirit ^ anjwai 
**i now come xviib bis Fan to prcpcgcU ibe G of pel througbcut £u- 
^* rope, and to tjiahlijh a Difcipline and Commonwealth in 
•* England ; {and withal tbey jhnved the Place where he lodged) 
•* that they were Two PropbetSy the one of Mercy ^ the other y 
•* 'Judgment y given to him as Co-adjutcrs and Afj^lants in Jo great 
•* a fFori. And tbcje Things they offsirud upon ibc Salvation «/" 

" thetr 
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<« their Souls to be certainly true. They added further. Thai 
^^ Hacket wa.s the higheji and fupream Monarch, and that ail 
<* the Kings of Europe dtd bold their Kingdoms of him as his 
^« Vajffah'y that he ahne therefore was to be ttbeyed, and the ^een 
*< tobedep'ofid. Laftly they curfed the Archbifcop(WHiTOiPT7 
^ and the Chancellor (Hatton) to the Pit of Hell, as Opj- 
<< pofers of the fincere Religion. When they Could not, fo^ 
*< the great Throng of People, proceed forward to the othef 
^* Parts of the City, to proclaim thcfe Things, and were ad- 
*« vifed by their Friends to withdraw themfelves, they returned 
*« to Hacket's Lodging. 

** Shortly after being apprehended, they behaved themfelveS 
** fo contemptuoufly and infolently towards the Queen's Coun^ 
** cil and the Magiftrates, that they ^Irould not uncover their 
** Heads to them, and anfwcred (autily and peremptorily thatf 
** they Were above all Magiftratcs. Hacket, being afterward 
** indifted of Treafon, confeffed himfelf guiky, and by his 
** bfefphemous Anfwers ftruck the Auditors into Horror and Af^

*^ Judges of Opinion that he was mad; whereas, notwith* 
*< ftanding, by his other Geftures and a Kind of compofed

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♦* vcn, and, grinning, faid, Doft thou repay me this in/lead ^ 
«* fl Kingdom ? I come to revenge it, 

^^ Thefe Things as he was belching forth with a blafphemout 
<* Mouth, he was throttled with the Halter^ the Multitude ciy- 
V ingo^t to have the impious Villain prefently cut dowi^s 
^' which, according to the Sentence pailed upon hun, was done, 
^^ his Bowels taken out, and hb Body quartered. VTbus dothtbi

Dr. He Y LIN is a little more particular as to the Prelude that 
ufhered in this Tragedy. He tells us, that the Brethren, at dif- 
ferent Times and Places, appointed many folemn Days fet apart 
for Prayer and Fafting, that God would profper the Caufe they 
were engaged in : And we know that their Succeflbrs in Prin- 
ciple and Pra£lice did the fame by enquiring of the Lord before 
the fatal Stroke was given to the Royal Martyr. 

Coppinger fancied, that he was admitted to a familiar Con- 
ference with God, and had particular Dire^ons how to pro- 
ceed. In a Letter of his to one T. Lancaster, a Schoohm- 
iter, he thus begins— —i/' /Aw Letter be not indited by the Htij 
Ghofi, the Lord confound us two (viz. himfelf and Art hihgtoh] 
%vith Vengeance from Heaven and carry us with all Violence into tht 
Jfottomlefs Pit, Then adds, PVe command in the Name of the Loiri 
nil Creatures upon the Earthy and they mujl obey \ and concludes 
in calling himfelf

Arthinoton, writing to the fame Perfon, fays, / avouci

Devotion, a« divim^ Jweet^ and heaveKly. And in this Confi- 
dence

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dence, being full of the Gift of Prayer and ftrong Faith with^ 
aJ, he boafted, That^ if all the Divines of Enghnd JhoulU pra^ 
for Rairiy if he faid the IVord^ yet itjhould not rain, * 

There are Two virulent Pamplets more efpecially that hiade 
a great Noife, wrote by the Puritans of that Age, An Admoni- 
tion to Parliament y and Martin-Mar- Prelate. The firft was 
a bitter Libel, or Invediive, not fo much againft State- Affairs, 
as againft the Liturgy and Government of the Church by Bi- 
Jhops. It tells the Parliament, ^' That it Ihall be eafier for &- 
** dom and Gomorra in the Day of Judgment than for them j 
** and that there is no other Thing to be expected than fomc 
*^ fpcedy Vengeance upon the whole Land, unlefs the Geneva 
** Doilrine and Difcipline was brought in." To this, as I 
tnentioned before, the good Archbilhop, as became one of his 
Sacried Fuhftion and excellent Parts, wrote a gi'ave and folid 
Arifwer. But nothing will fatisfy Men that are violently bent 
on Innovation and Mifchief. 

The other, Martin- Mar- Prelate^ is the mpft ill-natured, a- 
buflve, and curfed Libel that ever wis penned by Malice itfclf^ 
or ever exercifed the Patience of a Chriftiah State. The Arch- 
bifliop is there called the Beelzebub of Canterbury^ a moriftrous 
jtntichrijiian Pope^ 2l mofi bloody Oppofer of God ' j Saints ^ a niojS^ 
vile and curfed Tyrant; altho' he, good Man, by the Intereft he 
had at Court, did often flop the Profecutions againft them for 
difturbing the State, and, by his conftant Interceflion, brought 
upon him the Difpleafure of the Lord Chancellor H atton, his 
- particular Friend. The reft of the Bifliops are called Incarnaie 
i>evilsy Bijhops of the Devily Enemies of God ; and that the 
worft Puritan in England is an honeftcr Man than the beft Lard 
nijhop in Chriftendom. And a§ to the inferior Clergy, they are 
termed Popijh PriefiSy Hogs, fVolves^ greedy Dogs to fill their 
Paunches y a curfed^ murthering Generation, Lo, here is a Spe- 
cimen of Puritan Candour, 

But the Papijis made their Advantage of this to increafe theif 
Party ; for, from fuch Authority, they reported rhefe Calum- 
nies and Slanders for undoubted Truth, and argued, that it was 
downright Damnation to join Con^nriunion with fuch ah Hereti- 
'cal Church that was the Sy nag ogide of Satan, and a Den of De- 
vils, And Martin-Mar 'Prelate is affirmed by Sir Edwine 
Sandys to pafs in thofe Times for uhqueftioriahle Creditin th« 
Court of Rome, f 

And as they were thus liberal to beftow fuch odious Name$ 
and Appellations on the Clergy of the Eftubliftied Ciiurch, fd

CHAP III. 

Of the 7a\? Famous Xaticnal Leagues^ the French Holj 
League^ as Uis calUd^ afui the Scotch ^ckmn League and 
Covenant, 

THE dire and calamitous Effects of thefe two Katieml 
LcagutSy as being acted by a fiery and uns^ovcrnablc 
Zcol for peculiar Tenets of Religion, each ?arty con- 
tending lor equal infallibility, may well challenge a Place under 
the Category of KtWgxous Enthufwfm, The one was dei ifed to 
fecure the Pcpi/h Rtligicny and to extirpate Herefy as they called 
the Proteftant Religion : Thc other to fettle Pr'Jhyteryy and 
not only not to tolerate, biit to excommunicate, all that would 
not conform to their Doctrine and Difcipline. 

The Holy League in France bcg.:n on this Occafion about the 
Year 1589. When thc Duke of A'izuy King HE!f r y III. of 
France his Brother, was dead without Children, and the Kingalfo 
•hadnolffue, nor any Likelihood of having any, fo that the 
Kingdom did of Right defcend to the King of Navarre^ and 
after hina to the Prince of Condcy both o^ them Profeffbrs of the 
Reformed Religion ; Matters being tlvjs circumftanced, thc 
Grandees oi France (the Bifliop of Rc:r:e and the Court of Spain 
being privy to it) confedcr.;ted together, which they called thc 
/&/) Uhion and League^ noc only to hinder the King of Navarre 
tofucceed to the Crown of Fya?jccy but to root up and quite to 
extirpate the Reformed Religion, whicn, in their Enthuiiaftick 
Zea], they tiiought to be a Service done unto God. 

The Mafiacre of Paris was, indeed, before this, viz. in the 
Year 1572, where fo mnny ThoufanJs of Protfjiants were but- 
chered in cold Blood with unheard-of Cruelties by the rnoft exe- 
|:rable Rage of ihe Papi/hy the King himfeif, Charles thc 
Ninth, confelFmg himfclf the Author of this bloody Mafiacre 
at the Inftigation of tlie J^fuitSy who in a Ihort Time, after that 

ht 
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fie had endured horrible and moft exquifite Pains, dy'd of ex- 

ceffive Bleeding. * A juft Judgpjent for (bedding fo 

much innocent Blood ! 

Good God ! That Men, that call themfelves the only ortho- 
dox Chriftians, the Holy Catholick Church, fhould fo far diveft 
themfelves of Humanity, and, in a frantick Zeal, judge Cru- 
elty, and the Execution of fanguinary Laws and Edi6ls, made 
in their Rage and Fury, to be advancing the Caufe of Chriftia- 
nity, and doing a Work acceptable to God. 

Yet this is the direfl: Confequence and Tendency of that ridi- 
culous Dodrine, that the Pope of Rome is infallible, and uni- 
verfal Head of the Church, out of whofe Pale there is no Sal- 
vation. In the Seminary of Rheims (which was erefted by the 
Duke of Gul/ey Uncle to Mary, Queen of ScotSy the Mo- 
ther of King James the Firft of England) were feveral Stu- 
dents, Natives of England ^ and, indeed, it was intejided for 
them as well as for the Scots j and amongft others at that Time 
were Gilbert Giffard, John Ballard, and ■■ 
HoDGEsoN, Priefts. Thefe, witli a certain Aftoniftiment, ad- 
miring and reverencing the Omnipotency of the BiQiop of Rome f , 
did believe that the Bull of Pius Quintus againft Queen Eli- 
zabeth was didated by the Holy Ghoft. Strange Enthufi- 

afm ! -Being of this Belief, they, with their Accomplices, 

did enter into a Confpiracy to aflaflinate the Queen, thinking It 
to be a meritorious Aft to kill fuch Princes as are excommuni- 
cated by the Pope ; yea, that they are Martyrs who lofe their 
Lives in engaging in fuch a Caufe. Having tampered with a 
great many Gentlemen, (and fome of eminent Note) and per- 
verted their Judgment, not only with the Lawfulnefs^ but 
even the Merit of murdering the Queen, in order to eflablifh 
the Catholick Religion, as they were ready to execute their cur- 
fed Plot, they were happily difcovered, and fuffered as Traitors 
in the 29th Year of that Queen's Reign. 

As to the other famous League and Covenant^ I take the Ori- 
ginal to be in the Year 1592, wiiich was then chiefly againft the 
buperftition and Growth of Popery. For, when the Jefuits 
tampered every where with the Noblemen and others for the 
Advancement of the Popifh Religion, the Scotch Minifters, to 
oppofe their Defign, preferred a Bill in Parliament, '* That 
** whofoever would not profefs the Religion eftabli{hed in Scot- 
*' land (i. e. rigid Prefbytery, and all the Calviniftical Doc- 
** trine) fhould forthwith be excommunicate: And, if they 
*' would not then profefs it within a Year, all their Lands and

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5« Goods (bould be confifcatc during their Lives." And, a- 
jnongft others, one George Kfrr, a Dodor of the Law, 
^as excommunicated ; who, to avoid the fcverc Penalty, 
thought proper to abfcond and remove beyond Sea, yet was he 
fo narrowly watched by the Minifters, that they apprehended 
|iim, and brought him to Juftice, as they called it; and, it 
feems, he w:i<; the firft that felt the Lafti ofScotti/h Pcrfecution. * 

But this Ci'Vinant was much enlarged in the Year 16381 a 
Jittlc before the breaking out of the Grand Rebeliion. To the 
clearing of this Matter, we are to underftand that, in the 
Year 1618, an Aflembly of the Scottljh Divines met ztPerth^ 
where they had pafled the following Five Articles, i. For intro- 
ducing Private Baptifm. 2. Communicatine of the Sick. 
7. Kneeling at the Cv^m.munion. 4. Receiving Epifcopal Con- 
•nrmation. 5. The obfcrving Antient Feftivals. 

Thefc arc commonly called the Five Articles of Perth y which 
tho* at this Time admittcit and approved of, yet, when thcfc 
very Articles were incorporated into thcCommon^Prajer^Boekyftt 
forth by Ja-A ful Authority, and intended for their Ufc, they were 
beheld as InnrcatloKs in the Worfhip of God, and therefore not 
to be admitted in fo pure and reformed a Church as that of Scot- 
land. And, in confecjuence hereof, when t\:ie Oovenant was im- 
pofcd upon the Nation in the Year 1638, the Government of 
the Church by BiJhopSy the Five Articles of Perthy the Litur^^ 
Jind the Bx^k of CvionSy were abjured and rejedtcd. 

In the Year 1643, when tlic Rebellion grew ftrong and pr^ 
vailed, this Covenant of bilquity was brought into England\ 
firft taken and fuhfcribed by the Scots ^ then by moft of the Eng- 
Hfi} Members and Lords, as alfo by all the principal Officers of the 
Rebel Army, all the Divims of the AJfemhly then iitting at We^- 
mh:jK)\ and, to I e brief, by all the Subjcds which were within 

their Pv^wcr, or were made fubjcCt to it by Force ^Now, by 

virtue of this Covenant, the Party was 'to bind hrmfelf, ift, 
f * 'rhat ho would endeavour in his Place and Calling to bring the 
*' Churches ofGod in all the ^Ihce Kingdoms to the neareft Cob- 
** jup.^ion and Uniformity in Religion, Confeflion of Faidi, 
** and Form of Church-Ciovernmcnt, as the Direefory prefcribcs 
«* for VVorihip and Catcchifuig. adiy. That he v«rould en- 
•* deavour, without refpea of Pcrfons, to extirpate Popery 
•• and Prelacy, that is to fay, Church-Government by Archbi- 
•• ihops, Bilhops, &c. And 3dlv, That he would endeavour 
f « the Difcovcry of fuch a? have been, or fhall be, Malifirnants 
U and pvil Inftrumcnts/' that is to fay, all fuch as were loyal to 
|hc King, or orthodox in Krligion, r 
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I (hall here fubjoin the Sentiments of good King Charles 
CO nee mi tig this Covenant, as publiihed by his Majefty^s Prcda^ 
mation^ bearing Date on October the 9th, 1643, Wherem 
(faith he) thett is a ft mud Paper ^ mihkd^ A folemn League and 
Covenant for Reformation and Defence of Religion.^ the Ho- 
nour and Happinefs of the King, the Peace and Safety of the 
Three Kingdoms, pretrnded U be ^rtkrid hy the Commons in Par- 
liameni m the 2iil i?/" September iaji ^ which Covenant ^ tha^ k 
feems t& make fims fpecism Exprejpms of Piety andReUgisn^ is in 
^ruih mthing elfe but a trai terms and fediticus Combination againji 
us, and againji the e/iahlijhed Religicn and Laws 0/ the Kingdom : 
^--We do therefore Jirt£tiy charge and command ail mr kvingSnh' 
jiSfSy &fwhat Degree and^aiityfiever^ upon their Allegiance, thai 
they prefume mt t& take the faid feditwus and traitcrous Covenant, 

The barbarous Treatment^ that the loyal Party fufFered thro* 
all the Parts of the Kingdom after the taking of this impious Co- 
tenant, cannot be parallelled but by that (ft her $f France. But 
more efpecially the Clergy fuftered the ytmoft Rage of Fanatick 
Zealand Cruelty, They were plundered^ fequeflercd, impri- 
foned, by Mifery and Hardflitp brought to an untimely Death, 
or ejefted out of their Benefices thro' all Parts of the Realm^ 
a Detail of which would fill a Volume, as may be fecn at Large 
in Dr- Walker's Account of the Sufferings of the Clergy,- — 
L^nd. 1714- 

The Rabble Multitude, inftigated by their enthuftaflick Tea^ 
chers, committed alt Manner of Rapine, and Sacrilege, and Pro* 
phanation ^ yea> which is horrid to utter, they defied the very 
Churches with their Excrements, and gloried in their beaftly Na- 
ftincfs. They tear the Common -prayer- hook to Pitxe^; ftrewing 
the Pavement with the Leaves, and Ibnictimcs uf^ng them to vi- 
ler Purpofes^ And, at a Time in the Cathedral of Chichejier^ 
when they met wjth the Portraiture or Pid^ure of that blefleJ 
King, our iirft Reformer, King Edward VL they picked 
out his Eyes, faying in Scorn, That all this Mifchief came fntm 
him in efaiflijhing the Booh of Csmmaff*prayer. They ictzc on the 
confecrate Plate and Veftmcnts, and break into Shivers the Ccm- 
m union-table ; and, once when they were defired to leave a 
Chalice for the Ufc of the Sacrament, a prophane Sc^t made An- 
fwer, They might ferve their Turn luiih u Wooden D'ljh. 

Jn the Cathedral of Canterbury they excrctfed their Madnofs 
on the drras-hangingi^ which adorned the ^irc, rcpreft^ntmg 
the whole Hiftory of our Saviour ; and, meeting with fome of 
its Portraitures among the reft, fome of them f7/ore they would 
^ab him, and others, they would rip up. his Bowel??, whlcli tJey 
^i(4 accordingly, fo far foiili at the lealt as thcfe Figures in the 

-At- 
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jfrras'hangirtgs Could be capable of : And finding a Statue of 
Chk'ist placed in the Frontifpiece of the South-gate, they 
.^ifcharged 40 Mufkets at it, exceedingly triumphing when they 
9>it it on the Head and Face. * 

At Taxleyy in Huntingdon/hire ^ fome of Captain Beau- 
mont's Soldiers coming thither, they break open the Church- 
Doors, pifs in the Font, and then baptife an Horfe or Mare, 
iifing the folemn Words of Baptlfm, and figning with the Sign 
of the Crofs. And at Litchfield they demolifhed all the Monu- 
ments, pulling down the curious Carved-work, battering in 
Pieces the coftly Windows, and deftroying the Evidences and 
Records belonging to that Church ; which being done, they 
ftabled their Horfes in the Body of it, kept Courts of Guard 
in the Crofs- ifles, broke up the Pavement, polluted the Quire 
with their Excrements, every Day hunted a Cat with Hounds 
thtoughout the Church, and, to add to their Wickednefe, 
brought a Calf into it wrapped in Linen, carried it to the Font, 
Iprinkled it with Water, and gave it a Name, in Scorn and De- 

rifion of that Holy Sacrament of Baptifm, D. Walker'*

it were endlefs to particularife the Madnefs, the Enthufiafm^ 
and th^frantick Zeal^ of thofe diftrafted and licentious Times. 
And, left it fliould be objeded that thofe and fuch like Fanatick 
Proceedings were only the Anions of the lawlefs Soldiers and 
their imperious Commanders, heated by their Succefs in Rebel- 
lion, the Reply in fliort is. That it was the direft Tendency afid 
moral Refult of that impious League y and had the joint Suf- 
frage of their feditious and enthufiaftick Teachers ; for, when 
Charles II. after the Murder of his Father, was invited from 
beyond Sea by the Scots to accept of that Crown, their Minifters 
were very afiiduous to inftrudl him in the Prejbyterian Religiony 
and they fcrupled not to bf and the Hierarchy and Worjhip of the 
Church of England with the Name of Do5lrine of Devils ^^^ls fays 
Rapin de Thoyras himfelf, without the leaft Remark or 
Ccnfure, either by him or his Interpreter, on fuch a horrid Ex- 
preffion. + 

Their Religion (fuch as it was) confiftcd in extatick Fits and 
Extafiesy or what they call fupernatural Raptures ^ and long ex* 
tempore Prayers, which they pretended to be infpired, and an 
immediate Gift of the Holy Spirit. And yet it was a common 
Remark, and a very true one, " That it was as fatal to meet 
•'a Bear robbed of her Whelps as a Colonel upon his Knees and 
*' his />r^y/Vr^ Legions about him/' And, among other gifted

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Men that Way, " Major John Wayer, a Scotch/nan^ one of 
^* the greateft Monfters of Men that ever lived, and aftuaJly in 
*' League with tlie Devil^ was yet, by the Confeflion of all 
*^ that heard him, the moft excellent at this extempore Way of 
** fraying by the Spirit of any Man in his Time ; none was able 
** to come near him, or to compare with him. But furely Jbe^ 
<« who {hall venture to afcribe the Prayers of fuch a Wretch^ 
*' made up of Adulteries, Inceft, Witchcraft, and other Vil- 
** lainies not to be named, to the Spirit of God, may as well 
** ftrike in with the PharlfeeSy and afcribe the Miracles of 
*' Christ to the Devil." * 

Another diftinguifliing Chara£leriflick of the Religion that, 
■was fafliionable in thofe Days of Confufion was 2i ftngular Affec^ 
tation in Behaviour. To h^Jiarch and farmal^ morofe and fal- 
len, and to look aflcew with an Eye of Contempt and Scorn on. 
all others of a different Notion^ was then a Symptom of Salntjhlp^ 
tho' fuch a four and felf-conceited Frame of Mind is certainly 
the Reverfe of Chriftianity. 7 hey alfo placed great Merit in. 
hunting after long-winded Sermons of two or three Hours' Lengthy 
which they judged more Soul-refrejhlng ft ill (to ufe their owm 
Cant-word) if the Holder-forth did vociferate ftoutly. '' 'Tis 
*' not always Reafon that ftrikes upon grofs Apprehenlions an^ 
*' ftirs them up to Aftion, but the Warmth and Pafiion of the 
*^ Speaker: It is the Voice and outward Force that often maloe 
** the hnprefflon. Nor do the Things fpoken operate foflrongly 
*' as the Manner of fpeaking them, becaufe-^ijw is more obvious 
*' to the Senfes than the Things thcmfelves. And hence People 
" very often judge of a Man's Arguments by the Tone of hisi 
. *' Voice." 1 here were no lefs than Si^ fuch Sermons preached 
before King Charles II. upon a Faf.-day in Scotland without 
any Intermiflion, which fufficiently exercifed his Patience, f 

We readily grant that the Emiflaries of Rome had a mighty 
Hand to carry on the Tranfaftions of thofe diftradted Times : 
And, indeed, they made a Handle of thofe tumultuary Proceed- 
ings to further on their accurfed End, Wz. to propagate new en-- 
thufiajllck Se6ls and blafphemous Notions, unheard-of in the 
Chrillian World before, in order to under-mine and ruin the 
Epljcopal Reformed Church of England^ the Pillar and Support 
of the Reformation, And this at laft they brought to pafs by 
their Artifice of difguljing and ajjimilng the Shupe of die fe- 
veral SUlariJh^ by wrigling into their fecret Councils, and tak- 
ing Advantage of the National Phrenfy^ to make the Rebels 
aa Inftrument in their Hand to abolifh Epifcopacy and the Li- 

tur^y^

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turgyy to murther the good and pious Archbifhop, and, to coni'

*^ and ConfcfTor is known, fays Dr. Du Moulin, who (when 
•* he faw the fatal Stroke given to our Holy King and Martyr) 
*' flourifhed with his Sword, and faid. Now tbi greaUft Entmj 
•* that we have in the ff^orU is gone off'." ♦ 

And Mr. Henry Fowles, an Author of unquefHonable 
Veracity, has the following Relation to confirm this. When 
the late King was murthercd, Mr. Henry Spots wood, ri- 
ding cafually that Way juft as his Head was cut off, efpied the 
Queens Corifejjhr there on Horfe-back in the Habit of a Trooper 
drawing forth his Sword, and flourilhing it over his Head in 
Triumph, as others did. At which Mr. Spots^vood being 
much amazed, and being familiarly acquainted with the Con- 
fefibr, rode up to him, and faid, O Fatkir ! I lift It thought U

This is indifputable Matter of Faci^ which the SeHs of all 
Denominations ou|;ht feriouily to reflect upon, how they were 
made Tools in the HanJs of Romijh Prie/:s, to carry on their In- 
tcrelt, that they are all the Spuzcm of the Jijuits^ however di- 
vcriified in IV'nets and Principles. 

The King's Murder, and the Overthrow of the Church, was

fummate Impudence and Effrontery of Mr. Calamy, who 
Twice in One Page of his Venom terms the Epifcopal Church 
of England the Laudenjian FaSiion, f 

We are now come within Sight of the Days of Oliver^ 
who was fuch an hardened Reprobate as firft to jf/7/, arid thert 
to take Poffejpan. Befides what we have in the printed Booh 
of the Tribe, I very well remember to have heard fome of ouf 
prefent Sedarifts, with a petulant Affu ranee, maintain, ** that 
*' the Power of Religion was never fo confpicuous in Luglant 
** as in the Daj^s of. Oliver." Etut it is more reafonable td 
luppofe that it was of a Piece with his ov/n, a Mixture of Hy-* 
.pocrify, Cant, and Enthufiafm ; and as he lived an Enthufiaft, 
io he dy'd fuch : And his Chaplain, GooDWir, who, but a 
few Minutes before his Death, had affured the People that he 
had prevailed in Prayer to have his Life prolonged, and had an 
immediate Revelation to confirm it, had now the Impudence to 

fay to God, Thou haft deceived «j, and we are deceived, Bi- 

ihop Burnet writes of him, ** Miat the Enthufiaft and Dif- 
*' fembler mixed fo equally in a great Part of his Deportment^ 
*' that it was not eafy to tell which was the prevailing Charac- 
*^ ter. One ftanding Principle he had, (fays the Bifhop) viz^ 
** that Moral Laws were only binding on ordinary Occaiions^ 
*^ but that upon extraordinary ones they might be fuperfeded ; 
*^ fo that, when his 6wn Defigns did not lead him out of the 
** Way, he was a great Lover of Juftice and Virtue, tut, upon 
*' the Interpofition of any Thing of this Nature, befell into 
** all the Pradices of the vileft Falfhood and Cruelty/' — And 
Mr. Edwards, a rigid Prcfbyterian Minider, who Jived in 
thofc Times of Anarchy, does very much lament the Decay of 
Religion. He tells us, that the Nation was over-nm with Er- 
rors, Herefies, and Immoralities, far morje monftrous than in 
the Days of Prelacy. And how could it oe othcrwifc ? For he 
tells us that the Articles of Faith then broached were, || " That 
*' Believers have nothing to do to take care or to Ipok to them- 
** felves to keep from Sin; God muft look to them if he

Lo ! this was xhQ favourite t)o^rine of that Age, Which has a 
natural Tendency to a general Corruption of Manners,^ afid is, 
indeed, but the Refult of that Maxim which then almoft eVerV 
Where prevailed among the Diflenters, That God fees no ^in in hts 
tle£i covenanted People. 

Mr. Edwards gives us fuch a tragical Account of Vice and 
Immorality, of fuch monftrous Opinions and Blafphemies, the 
Ridicule of all that was facred, more efpecially the Myftferies of 
Religion, and the Holy ever-bleffed Trinity, as is fhocking to 
a Chriftian Ear. He reprefents the Enormity of thofe Days to be 
fuch as if the Gates of Hell flew open^ and Satan^ with all his in- 
fernal Crew, had broke loofe ; yea, the faid Writer does aver. 
Certainly^ (fays he) if Mahomet were now alive among us^ he 
Vfould he a gallant Fellow in thefe Times ^ and he in great Requejt 
for his Revelations and New-light, Tea^ we are fallen to that 
Madnefs and Folly ^ that I am perfuaded^ if the Devil came vi- 
fthly among many^ and Jhould preach ever fuchfalfe DoSfrineSy as 
that there were no Devils^ no Hell^ no Sin at all ^ hut thefe were 
only Men^s Imaginations y he would be cried up ^followed, admired, ♦ 
By this Account we may judge, that the Power of Religion 
(to borrow a Metaphor from the Chymijls) was a Caput tnortuum ; 
but that Enthufiafm rode triumphant. 

I (hall here fubjoin what Mr. Baxter mentions occafionally 
upon this Sul)je£l. '^ The Army, fays he, f/. ^. the Rebel A r- 
*' my) fell into a difputing Vein, and made too much of their 
*' Religion to talk of this or that Opinion. Sometimes they 
*' would vehemently contend fox State- Democracy^ and at other 
** Times for Church-Democracy \ fometimes, againft Forms of 
** Prayer; fometimes, againft Infant- Baptifm ; fometimes, a- 
** gainft Set-times of Prayer, and againft the tying ourfelves to 
** any Duty before the Spirit moves us ; and,' fometimes, about 
*« Free-Grace land Free- Will, and ail the Points of Jntinomia- 
" nifm and Arminianifm,** f *« And

Anthony a Wpo^, whp wfpte (he Ath^n^ Oxonienjis^ tie 
treats in a fcurxilovs and virulent Mitnner, and Tays in one Place, 
7'hat his Reflefiians ar^as Hgfk as thf Vapours oj the, infernal Cell 
wber$ they wer^fdrgfd* But, a? to tfee Eje£fed^ of what De- 
aominations Ibever, or Qjialifications either, he liberally everv 
where beftovs upon each of thefn the Charadler of a pious^ 
learned^ and painful Servant of Christ, one of fervent Zeal 
for the promoting of Religjoi?, one of eminent Piety, of an 
beah'ng Spirit, an able Preacher, one of an exemplary Conver- 
iation, l^c. And then, after a fulfome Charafler to each, mucli 
to the fame Purpofe, he makes a terrible Outcry that fuch a 
worthy, pains-taking Minifter fliould be ejedted, and fometimes 
denounces a Judgment. But he does not take the leaft No- 
tice that moft of his Worthies were Intruders into Benefices at 
the fame Time when the lawful Incumbents were deprived^ plun- 
dered, imprifoned, and ftarving for want of NecefTaries.— 
But, in thofe Days, to rebel was to help the Lord againjl the 
Mighty^ and to plunder was to do the Work of the Lord faithfully. 
They had juft the fame Right to the Churches which they ufurp- 
ed, as Oliver had to the Supream Government of the Three 
Kingdoms. And furely there is no Man, that has a Right and 
Property, but will endeavour to recover his own^ and diflodge 
a Thief and a Houfe-breaker, notwithftanding his wrong Pof- 
feflion for fome Time by the Hands of Violence. 

And there is this vaft Difference betwixt the Intruders that 
were obliged to quit their unjuft and iniquitous Hold at the 
Refloration and the Legal Incumbents that were violently thruft 
out of their Free- hold by the Parliamentary Forces and the 
Tryers who a£ted in Subordination to them : The Intruders (very 
often ignorant Mechanicks, and Enthuftajls) were obliged only

THE clofe Connexion between our prefent high Pretences 
to Religion (although the Ferment begins now confide- 
rably to fubfide) and the Canting Phrafes and Enthu- 
fiaftick Ravings that brought fuch a general Scandal upon the 
whole Kingdom a Century ago,— this clofe Connexion and 
Analogy, I fay, has induced me to dwell more particular on the 
Phrenzies, or, as they termed it, the Out-pouring of the Spirit 
that fpread fuch a dire Influence on the Principles and Morals 
of the Enthufiajls of the laft Age. 

The excellent Author of the Friendly Delate^ Dr. Patrick, 
Biihop of Ely, has a very good Remark on the prevailing Hu- 
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mour of the Faftion that was then uppennoft. ' It was Zeal- 

* for God and his Caufc if they aggravated the Faults of other 

* Men ; but it was a Malignity and Bitternefs of Spirit, a Ha- 

* tred of God and the Power of Godlinefs, if one had tfae 

* Boldnefs to tell a true and plaiii Story of thgir Mifearriages * / 
Such was their Blindnefs and Partiality, that one may ealily ob- 
ferve, that no Man ever oppofed them but they faid he raikd 
and calumniated ; but their Cenfure of others muft be interpreted 
gentie Reproofs 2Lnd friendly Admonitions, 

Moft of their Religion confiftdd in Cant and a heated Imagi- 
nation, which they attributed to a Divine Afflatus : And did we 
not fee of late a Revival of all this, when a Claim to Infpira- 
tion was (b far affumed, that fomc of the ImSng Men and Prin- 
cipals could not contain, but made a publick Boaft of their 
Sufficiency to work Miracles ; yea, and the lowe/i Clajs^ the 
Tcry Mechanicks, boaft of their Ability to interpret Scripture 
by immediate Infpiration, and that their Holding-forth is in the 
Demonjiration of the Spirit ? You (hall hear Abundance of the 

' feme canting Expreffions concerning Fres Grace^ glorious Lights 
and holding forth nahd Chrijij &c. Of which I (hall here 

• fubjoin a notable Inftance among the Independents in America^ 

The Independents in New-England pretend to more refined 
Chriftianity, to a ftri<2er Church- difcipline, and to greater Pu- 
rity, without the leaft Mixture of Alloy, than their Brethren 
in Old' England. He that has nothing elfe to do may perufe 
Cotton Mather his large Folio Ecclefiaftkal Hiftory of 
NeW'Engtandy from its firft Planting in the Year 1620 'till 
1698, when the Author wrote. In this Narrative one fliall 
find (befides wonderful Providences both of yudgmtnt and Mer- 
lies) Abundance of Stories that tally with every Clafs of Popifh 
Saints and Perfecutors that are recorded in their Legends. But, 
notwithftanding Mr. Mather was Minifter of Bojion^ yet 
that populous Town and moft of the Colony became Converts 
of a fudden to a daring Woman, named Mrs. Hutchinson, 
whom fince they debafe with the odious Tide of the American 
yezebeL She was looked upon as a Prophetefs (fuch were her 
Spiritual Gifts) raifed up of God for fome great Work, asihe 
Calling of the Jews^ and other great and extraordinary Feats. 

This they imputey?wr^ to her Craft and Cunning ; but I have 

Reafon to think (fays the excellent Bifhop of Ely) the truer 
Caufe was the Ignorance o^ thofe knowing People, who wereea- 
fily cheated by her new Phrafcs and foft Doftrines concerning 
Free Grace J Glorious Eighty and holding forth naked CuKniy 
cfpecially with fuch pretended Myfteries as thefe, that Cbriji is

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the new Creature^ that we may have all Graces^ and yet want 
Christ ; that there can he no true Clcfing with Christ in a 
Promife that hath a Salification or Condition exprejfed\ that 
conditional Promifes are legal^ and therefore no true Comfort can 
he had from them ; that to aSf by Virtue of or Obedience to a Com- 
mand is legal ; that to evidence Purification by Sancfification or 
Graces favours of Rome ; that the Witnefs of the Spirit is metefy 
im/hediate without any RefpeSf ttt the Word^ or Concurrence with 
it ; that the Seal of the Spirit is limited to thir immediate" fFitnefSf 
and doth never witnefs to any Work of Grace ^ or any Conclufmsof 
tur*s ; and finally, that the immediate Revelation of my good J?- 
Jiate^ without any RefpeSt to the Scriptures^ is as clear to me as the 
Voice of God from Heaven to St. Paul, * 
- The Allurement of thofe lufcious DoQrines and btg Phrafes 
fo bewitched thofe. People, (becaufe in Truth they were con- 
ceited and ignorant, and flood upon the Bafis of an heated Ima- 
gination) that they catched thelnfefiion almoft to a Man, who 
yet would have ftepped their Ears like the deaf Adder to the 
Charms of fiber Reafon. And Jezebel continued m great 
Reputation for a long Time ; but at length, as is frequent in 
fuch tumultuary Proceedings, fome of the wifer Sort began to 
fufpefk that her Aim was to be Found refs of a new- modelled 
Religion, patched up of old Herefies, the wild Notion of En- . 
thuftafs^ and the Blafphemies of the Ranters. Her Credit then 
began to fink \ and fhc, that was the Idol of the Party but of 
Jate, was now the Contempt and Scorn of the Vulgar : But 
fome of the Old Leaven flicks flill in Manifejiations and Expe-- 
riences. 

I believe it is natural from hence to conclude, that our late 
pretended Reformers^ who traverfcd Kingdoms to make Profe- 
lytes to their new-modelled Difpenfation, borrowed a great deal 
from this Plan of Madam Hutchinson's: Some of the Ma* 
terials, indeed, fecm to be borrowed from the Montanijis^ as is 
evident from feveral Oddities and Notions in Principle and Prac- 
tice peculiar to that Se6t ; fome from the Old Puritans and Do- 
natijls\ feveral from the Modern Puritans^ more cfpecially 'tht 
rigid Scotch Covenanters ; feveral from the Pictijis^ a Sc(3 fprung 
up in Switzerland^ which for a Time fprcad very inuch in the 
Proteftant Cantons; which Two laft Denominations fliall h^ 
treated of more at large in another Place. Several Tenents 
feem evidently to be fetched from the Mora^jians^ who now ane 
tlete<3ed to be a very vile SeA, and infamous for their Luft and 
Licentiouincfs f. And finally a great .many of their odd No- 
tion's

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tions owe their Original to the Caprice of the American JizebtL 
So that Methodtfm is a Medley- Compofition, confifting of fc- 
veral noxious Ingredients, all concentring in Enthufiafm. 

I have mentioned elfewhere^ and gave a Specimen of, feveral 
crude Notions that were the Delight and favourite Expreffions 
of EnthufiaAs and Fanaticks in the laft Century, and no doubt 
carefled by a great many in the prefent. The following In- 
ilance is fo remarkable, that I cannot well omit it. Thus one 
of them introduces the Soul complaining. That the Dugs of Di* 
vine Love are fully but I cannot fuck » Anfwer, Be of good Com' 
fort J Christ will not only open his Bofoniy but thy Atouth.--^^^ 
But I cannot fetch out the Milk that lies in his Breaji ; I am but 
weak. Anfwer, Christ isjweety and with his Finger he wiH 
force out the Milk of Mercy into thy Mouthy if thou can'ft but 
open thy Mouth *. 

No Body needs wonder at this and fuch other Stuff, who con- 
fiders that the Civil and Religious A£Uons of the Leading Men, 
that bore the greateft Sway in thofe Times, were in a great 
Meafure guided by a ftrong Bent of an Enthuiiaftick Caft of 
Mind. And Enthufiafm armed with Power (as fays a Great 
Man) is like a Sword in the Hands of a Madman. To this and 
their Succef^ in Rebellion are owing, the King's Murder, and 
all the Diftraftions of thofe licentious Times, affiftcd indeed by 
Papijis^ who always look with an envious Eye on the Kflablifhed 
Church of England^ as the Bulwark of the Reformation. 

Dr. NoRTHLEiCH, a learned Phyfician, writes, 77^^/, /j/i- 
ing fometimes in France, among fome of their Learned andju' 
dicious^ of Cardinal Richlieu, I found feveral ingenuouJJy it 
confefs, what many with us are difficidt to believe^ that as be was 
the Author of fome of their Troubles in France, fo he had been as 
injlrumenial in f owing the Seeds of Dif cord between the King and 
Parliament in England. And el fe where he does affirm, TT?at the 
Frenchmen boa/led that the Cardinal had helped /A^Englifh Rebels 
to behead the King f . 

Befides this fingle Teftimony there are Two remarkable 
Letters extant, (as has been intimated in the laft Chapter) from 
Sir William Boswell, EmbafTador at the Hague^ to Arch- 
£ifhop Laud ; the other from Bifliop Bramhall to Arch- 
Biihop Usher; ihewing what Hand the Papi/is had in the 
Rebellion, and how notably they adted the Puritans. The fijrft, 
printed from Sir Robert Cotton, is as follows || :

Sentiments : But we fee (among other Inftanccs, in this) how 
ftrong and operative is tlie Spirit of Enthuftafm even at the lail 
Gafp of Life, when it is habitually rooted \ Rather then to 
confefs hijnfelf guiiiy^ and to humble himfelf for his horrid Im- 
piety againft God and Man, he chufes to prophecy of the 
Downfall of Epifcopacyarwl the Liturgy J which i ingle In ftance 
is enough to prove him a falfe Prophet.^^^ When a Gentleman 
was endeavouring to awaken the Confciencc of Col, Adriai^

I fhail cite no more of dieir Rants, Let this fuffice as a Com*

defcendmg and gracious the good King was towards his Rebel 
^■Commpjis is fufficicntiy apparent in his Majefty 's Conccflioii to 
^■U their Deeiands, how unreaibnable ioev^j in ih& kte Tf«atv 
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at the Ifle of IVight^ viz. in September, 1648. How moviog 
and pathetick arc the Words of the King when he found all his 
Conceilions incfTe£iual ! ■ Let the World judge,' fays he, 
^ whether my Endeavours have not been attended with Reality 

* in this late Treaty, and whether I was not as ready to grant 

* as they to afk : And yet all this is not Satisfadlion to them 
^ that purfue their own ambitious Ends more than the Welfare 
< of a miferable Land. Were not the dying Hearts of my poor 
^ diftrcfled People much revived with the Hopes of a Happinds 
^ from this Treaty ? and how fuddenly are they fruftrated of 
^ their Expectations ! Have I not formerly been condemned 
^ for yielding too little to my Houfes of Parliament f and muft 

* I now be condemned by yielding too much i Have I not

Thefe are moving Words ; but nothing could move the At- 
tention, much Icfs the Pity, of hard-hearted Villains, who made 
Religion a Qoak for their Impiety. Their Diredion from a- 
bove, in their Cant, does over-rule all carnal Reafoning.— -" 
There is no Proceeding; 7//// againft any Man, the meaneft Pea' 
lant, much Icfs againil a Sovereign Prince, but what is war* 
ranted by the Laws of God as revealed in the Holy Scriptures, 
or the Municipal Laws of ihc Land or Kingdom where he Jives. 
But the bl(u:)dy Entluili.ilb fa great many of them indeed beli^

When the King was brought upon the Scaffold, he fpoke ^ 
followeth, direding his Speech chitfly to Col. Thomlinson*

** forefpeak a Word to you here. Indeed, I could have held 
** T£iy Peace very well, it I did not think that holding my Peace 
** would fhake fome Mert think that I did fubmit to the Guilt 
•* as^eH afeto the Punifliment. But I think it is my Duty to 
** God firft, and then to my Country, to clear myfelf both as 
^' an faofieft Man, a good King, and a good Chriftian. X 
*' (iiaU begirt firft with my Innocency ; and in Truth I think it 
*' not veiV needful for me to infift long on this, for all thtf 
*« World knows that I did never begin a War with the Tw$ 
*' Houfestf Parlrament : And I call God to witnefs^ unto whoril 
** I muft (hortly make an Account^ that 1 never did intend to 
f * incroaci) upon their Privileges. They began upon me, it is 
*' the Militia they began upc« : They confefs the Militia was 
** mine, but they thought to have it from me. And, to ht 
*^ fliort, if any Body will look to the Dates of the Commit 
** fions, of their Commiffions and mine, and likewife to the 
** Declaration, he will lee clearly that they began thefe unhappy 
** Troubles^ not I." This Beginning of the Royal Alartyr'9 
Dying-fpeeeh I thought proper to tranfcribe, becaufe that fe- 
Veral evil-minded Men, more efpecialiy among the Seftaries, 
{the Venom of their Anceftors being ftill hereditary in tbeS 
Bbod) have the Face to maintain. That the King fuffered 
Death by the known Laws of the Land, for that the King was 
the Aggreflbr in the War, and that the Parliament took up Arms 
purely in their own Defence. 

It was a Cireumftance tbat much aggrarated the Cafe of Col^ 
Ha&kison, (one of the Regicides that was executed) thatV 
tvhen the King was brought from the IHe of lyight^ he Ihould 
fay, // will he good for us to blacjten him ivhat we can^ fray lei us 
Idacken hifn. And truly this i^ a Black Charge Qptm liis Me- 

mory JliU by bafc Men upon the fame Principles. Extn the 

£arl of Ahnthefter^ (an adive Man in the Rebellion, yet) in the 

Q Debatt 
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Debate about bringing his Majcfty to a Tryal, thus ezprefled 
himfelf in publick, Jhe Parliament of England, by tht fwUa- 
nuntal Latus^ confijh of Three 'Ejiatis^ ^i^S% L§rd%^ and C»Mh 
monSy whereof the King is thefirji and chief eji. Ht calls andJif" 
fches Parliaments ; atid without him there can he ma ParliaauMi ; 
and therefore 'tis abjurd tofoy the King can be a Xraytor agmnft 

the Parliament. I'hc Earl of Northumberland fpokc 

next. That the greateji Part^ at leajl Twenty ta One^ of the Peeplt 
of England were not yet fatisfied whether the King levied Wathft 
againji the Hcufes^ or the Houfes againfi him j andy if the King 
did levy IP^arfirji againfi the Houfes^ there is no Law t§ make it 
Treafon in him ; and for them to declare it Trcafonhy an Ordinance^ 
when the Matter of Fa^ is not yet proved^ ner any Lout extant ti 
judge it by^ is very unreafonabU. At the fame Time the Earb of 
Pembroke and Denbigh faid, ** They would be torn in Pieces 
•* before they would affcnt with the Commons."-*-— Being 
thus rejected by the Lords, the pitiful Remainder of the Lower 
Houfe, being but 25 or 26 in Number, came to the fblloinflg 

Refolutions on January 4, 1648. 1. That the People art, 

under God, the Original of all juft Power ; — 2. That the Com- 
mons of England in Parliament aflembled, chc^en by and r^ 
prefenting the People, have the Supreme Power of the Nation; 
-—3. That whatfoever is enaded or declared for Law, by the 
Houfe of Commons aflembled in Parliament, hath the Force of 

a Law. This pafled without one Negative Voice j whidi 

ihews that Cromwell had them all at his Will. 

To conclude this Head. ^ 1 here is no Doubt that this good 
King had fome Infirmities and Imperfections, and might 
thereby be milled into fome Miftakes in Government, which 
the Nation, in Parliament reprefented, might have reformed 
by moderate and peaceful Councils. But the RefgrmatioB 
loft its Name and Nature too, when fo many ASks palled br 
him in Parliament, that did rcftrain the Prerogative of tbf 
Crown from doing the Mifchief it had been taxed with, hoi 
not the Effetl they ought to have met with of reflraining the 
People too from furtlier Demands ; and when the inordinate 
Ambition, Anger, and Revenge, of fome of the Great Le^ 
ders could not be limited within any Bounds 'till they hadio- 
volvcd the Nation in Blood, deiUoyed many Thouiandsof 
their own Coiuitryincn and Fellow-citizens, and brought at 
laft their own Sovrrri^<;n to lofe his Head upon a Scafibld, ud* 
dcr u prrlriulcd W^ww <>f an High Court of Jufticc, unpr^ 
ccdcntcd hdin the lU*|».innini.» of the World, and, to finifhtbe 
Work, httd ovrrtlMuwn uU the Laws of their own Country *.

But to return to the main SubjeiEt* Now, the two principal 
Objcfls, that the Enthuftajii of ilmt Age did level their Fury

it if he could. — Mr» Baxter may bepleafedto call to mind what 
was done to one Major jEUniSGy the laJlWar^ In that Fight 
that was between Lynfel and Longford, in the County of Salop, 
where the King's Party having unfortunately the worji of the Day^ 
the poor Major wasjiripped almofi naked^ and left for dead in the 
Field : But Mr. Baxter and one Lieutenant Hurd ml au^ taking 
their IValk among the wounded and dead Bodies^ perceived fome 
Life left in the Major \ and Hurdman run him through the 
Body in cold Bloody [though not mortally, as he intended] 
Mr, Baxter ail the while looking on ^ and taking off with his 
own Hands the King*s Figure from about his Neck^ telling him^ 
as he was fwimming in his Gore^ that he was a Popifh H^gue, 
and that was his Crucifix : TVhich PiSIure was kept by Mr^ 
Baxter for many Years^ 'till it was got from him (but not with* 
out much Difficulty) by one Mr, Summerfield, who then lived 
with Sir Thomas Rouse, and generoufly reftored it to the poor 
Man^ now alive at Wick, near Perfliore, in Worcefterfhire, 
although at the Fight fuppofed to he dead^ beings after the IVounds 
given him^ dragged up and down the Field by the mercilefs Soldiers^ 
Mr, Baxter approving of the Inhumanity by feeding bis Eyes 
with fo bloody and barbarous a Spe^acle,

A great many moderate 
and fc^r Men are of Opinion (and perhaps very jufUv) that he 
bad done abundantly better to have followed the Judgment of 
his H^tfi znd/ome otters y whofe Advice to him was. He baddem 
better bad be wrote fewer Books ^ and done thofefew better : But he 
would not hearken to them f. There is no Manner of Doubt 
that fome of his Books have done a great deal of Mifdiief^

\Hrhcrcby fome Hundreds of inhocent People (innocent as to

The Deftru£^ion of the King and Church was the Aim and 
levelling Mark of the Fadion, as was hinted above ; and by 
Ae kind Affiftance of Romijb Priefts they had their Wifh in 

both for a Scafon. ^Thc good Archbifliopof Canterbury fell 

a Sacrifice to the Fanatick Rage of the Enthufiaftick 2^eaIots 
fome Years before his Royal Matter and Patron, viz. on Je^ 

nuarj lo, 1644-5. In Compliance to the leading Men of 

the Kirk of Scotland the Common Prayer was abolifhed jn 
November^ 1644 ; and, to gratify the S cot cb Covenant's to the 
full for the Supplies that they expected from that Kingdom, 
Archbi(hop Laud's Head was ftruck off as a Compliment to 
their fierce and bloody Difpofitions, the main Charge againft 
him being urged by Serjeant Wild, ** That he was lb guilty 
^^ an Onender, that he wondered the People did not pull turn to 
•* Pieces as he came to and fro from the Tower to his Tryal.*'§ 

The Fadion of that Age, 'tis true, do charge hjm with 
Popery and Armmanifnt : But his incomparable Book, in the 
Defence of the Protcftant Religion, againft Fisher the Jefuit, 
does, to a Demonftration, refute the unjuft and malicious 

Charge of his being any way a Favourer of Popery. 1 efteem 

it as a Treafure, and am fure that the moft eminent Writen

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the Noble Hiftorian) but allayed and difcrcditcd by fome un- 
popular and natural Infirmities. He was fomewhat ra(h and 
hafty in his Expreffions, and but too often unguarded where 
he ought to have been cautious and circumfpe£^. He was alfo 
fubjc5 to break into a fudden Paffion, though it was momentary 
and not lafting; and his Ill'tvljhers often made an Advantage 
of it to his great Difrepute. Inhere are many Inftances of this ; 
and the King once gently reprimanded him for it. ♦ 

The Bifhop cf Litchfield and Coventry^ Dr. Hacket, makes 
a heavy Complaint againft him of his foul Ingratitude to, and 
his Mal-treatment of, Archbifhop Williams, who firft re- 
commended him to King James, and upon his fole Recom- 
mendation, with fome Difficulty, advanced him to the Bi- 
fhoprick of St. David's. After fome Debate, and a great deal 
of Warmth, the King told the Lord-keeper, (for fuch be was 
at tliat Time) If you mttjl carry your Pointy then take him to you\ 
htit on my Soul you will repent //f . And about a Year after, he 
procured him aconfiderable LiviriginCommendam, in the fame 
Diocefc, to help his Revenue ; which being unfougbt, and the 
News brought to him at Durham-houfe by Mr. William 
VVynn, his Expreflion was, Air, Wvnn, my Life will he ttt 
Jfjort to requite your Lord's Goodnefs. Yet, notwithftanding this 
Declaration of Gratitude, King James happened in this Cafe 
to be a true Prophet ; for Laud proved to be a bitter Enemy 
to his BencfacSor, and that for the Courfe of 15 Years without 
any Interruption. Of all Men^ fays the above-mentioned Pre- 
late, Bijhop Laud was the Party whofe Enmity was mofi tedious^ 
and mo/l fpitrfuly againft his great BenefaBor. He battered him 
with old and new Contrivances 1 5 Tears : His very Dreams wen 
not without thim^ as thry are enrolled in his Memorials^ drawn 
out with his own Hand §. In this Cafe, and feveral other hu- 
man Frailties, it muft be allowed, his Conduft is altogether 
UnjufliiiabiC. 

But that which very much raifed the Odium of the Populace 
againft the Arclibifhop was his too fevere Proceedings in the 
fi/<ir-J;^wi/T againft Burton, Prvn, and Bastwick, Three 
Men, though of different Profeflions, Divinity, Law, and 
Phyfick, yet united in w ungovernable Heat and Prejudice 
againft the EftaMiflied Cf\urch. 1 hey were indeed feverehf 
dealt with, imprifoncd, pilloried, and cropped ; but no Manner 
of Rigour was executed 'till all gentle Methods proved ineffec- 
tual. They were firft j^cntly reprehended \ but they were in- 



corrigible

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corrigible, being Men (as Lord Clarendon fays) of no Vir- 
tue or Merit, though the Puritans reckon them as fo many 
eminent Confeffors for the Purity of Religion, 

Jn the Year 1628 one Leighton, a Scotfman., prefented 
a Book unto the Parlfunent, called Zion^s Plea, exciting them 
to grant out a Commiffion at large empowering all Manner of 
People to kill all the Bifhops, to fmice them under the fifth Rib, 
and to knock them on the Head without any Remorfe, as being 
all of them Enemies to the Purity of the Gofpel*. This was 
a favourite Treatife with our Triumvirate 5 and, together with 
their own infamous and infolent Libels, th^y took care to dif- 
pcrfe Zion'sPlea among Friends and Well-wiflicrs to the Caufe. 
This was the main Reafon why thefe Enthujiajis were fo roughly 
handled by the Government, to prevent a general Infur region 
and the fhedding of Sacerdotal Blood, though they afterwards 
brought their accurfcd Deiigns to bear. 

Burton, being difappointed of a Place al; Court, and for 
feveral Mifdemeanours having an Inhibition in Form fcnt him 
that he prefume not to make his Appearance there any more, 
grew four and difcontented, turned Le^Surer, and made his 
conftant Theme to rail at the Blihops anrf , the Conftitution, 
being, as Lord Clarendon fpeaks of him, * endued with 
^ Malice and Boldnefs inftead of Learning and any tolerable 

* Parts.' Pryn was a Barrifter of Lfncoln^s Inn, but 

herded chiefly with factious and hot-headed Divines. Among 
other Things he wrote a virulent Libel, containing fundry In- 
citements to ftir up the People to Difcontent, and that there 
was juft Caufe to lay violent Hands upon the Prince. He re*- 
viles all Decency and Ornaments of the Church, calls the 
Church-mufick a Bleating of Beajls : *' Chorlfters (fays he) 
*' bellow the Tenor as if they were Oxen, bark a Countcr- 
*' point like a Kennel of Dogs, roar a Treble as if they were 
" Bulls, and grunt out a Bafe like a Parcel of Hogs/*- 
Bastwick, fays Lord Clarendon, was a haJf-v/itted, 
crack-brained Fellow, unknown to either of the Univerfities, 
or the College of Phyficians. He alfo wrote a forry Libel, 
where, among other paltry StufF, he thus breaks loofe : ' If 

* we look upon the Lives, Actions, and Manners, of the 

* Priefts and Prelates of this Age, and fee their Pride, Inpu- 
' dence, Profanenefs, Ungodlinefs, &c. one would thinic that 
' Hell was broke loofe, and that the Devils, in Surplices, in 

* Hoods, in Rockets, and in Four-fquare Cow-turds upon their 
' Heads, had come amongft us, and had beJIAt us all ! Pho I 
^ how they ftink ! The Priefts are fecundum ordinem diaholi \ 

* a

After two Years Confinement, in the very firft Year of die 
Rebellion, they were recalled home from their fevcral Impriibih 
fluents with great Triumph and Acdansatiofts of the diiaffb&l 
' Party, * fome Thoufandb bearing them Company, and fifenh 
^ ing Flowers and Herbs in the Way they plied, making giot 
*• Noife and Expreffions of Joy for their Deliverance and K^ 

* turn, and loudly exclaiming againft the Bifliops who had b 
^ cruelly perfecutedfuch Godly Men;* on all which tumukiUMS 
Proceedings the Noble Hiftoriaa fo often quoted makes mf 
juft and fevere Reflexions. 

I know very well that to recriminate does not juf(ify ; hi 
one may venture to fay, that, if any one, that the iben pr^ 
vaiKng Fa<Aion did brand by the Name of Malignants, hd 
prefumed to talk half fo much againft the Direffaty and Csw- 
ti€ne as thefe Enthufiafts did againft Monarchy and clpifoopicy, 
he would hare been profecuted as a Blafptimgry and fiiffod 
without Mercy. 

There arc fome, though perhaps over-nice Criticks, tibf 
obferve that the Covenant does confift of 666 Words, whid 
is the Number of the Bea/i in the Rivelation : But^ not to kf 
any great Strefs upon that, moft certain it is ^ that the AteBa 
' of the Faniofiy and the Miferies of the Clergy^ fcem eadk 

* to have been perfeifid in the exquifite and finifhed Wicked- 

* nefs of this Covenant ; for no lefs than the Lofs of all Likrtf 
^ and Livelihood^ and the difmal Cries of a ftarving and periib- 
^ ing Family, were the unavoidable Attendants of refufimg it; 

* nor was any Corner of the Kingdom exempted from die 

* Calamities: And yet on no other Conditions could this be 
^ avoided thnn thofo of engaging their Souls in the moft folenn 

* Manner to God, that they would tear up the very Founds- 
^ tions of that Church which moft of them did think in thdr 

* Confcicnccs to be the bcft and pureft Church of Cheist 

* upon the Face of the Karth, and to whkh they were aB 

* bound and obliged by many Oaths and Subforip^ions; and 

* that they would dcflroy and extirpate that very Ord^r fiw 

* which tncy hf»ld theW eiwn^ and which far the ^reateft Pirt 

* of them wds fully |icrfuad^ to have been the Tnjiitutien oj 
f Cfjfj/i himfclf, either immedititrfy by his own Hands^ or meM-

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atefy by ihofc of his Holy Apoflles. It was Iikcwtfe, in ef- 

' fcft, folemnly to decbre^ in the Prefrme cf God^ that they 

did renounce that Jiifgmnce t& his Viagennt which, by hfs 

own Laws, by thofe of the Realm, and by many facrcd and 

' inviolable Oaths, they were indlfptnfahly bound to yield 

* tinto him ; and in the fame Manner to combine and in* 

* volve their Souls in the fouiefi, blacked, and moft exe* 

* crable Rebellion that ever any Nation was curfed with/ * 
Such was the Tyranny of thofe barbarous Times* that no 

Loyal ift dared to keep a Prjivate School for his Maintenance ; 
fhouJd have no Manner of Employment cither at home or 
abroad j which was intended to putfuch as refufed to take the 
C&vemnt^ and their Families, upon a Neceflity of ftarving. 
Yea, it was not only ena^ed that they fiiould have nothing to 
fiibfift upoo^ but alfo made penaJ, after the moft ignominious 
Manner, if they went about to BEG* — The Confidcration of 
which Barbarities made even Mr* Pryn himfclf to call this very 
fevere and mercilefs Ufage a tranfandmi Barharky mid fmpiefyy 
m the Pope and Jefuits thtmfihn c€uld nat have invented tht like ; 
^nd exceeded aii Foreign Per/ecutims ugainft Protejfmt MinijUn 
f« Piedmont, Bohemia, jWSilefia, by Popijh Piincts\, A fa- 
vage Edift, in fad, was publlftied by the Tyrant that ufarped 
the Throne, That the Epijhpai Clergy ftjmld mither preath mt 
pray in Puldkk -y mr haptife^ nor marry ^ nsr huryy nor itach 
School \ nsj norjh miuh as live in any Gentleman* s Houfe who in 
lere Charity might be inclined to take them in from pe- 
^(hing, § 

It would be an eafy Matter to produce the Teftimonies of 
smc of the moft eminent Writers of that Age, who wtTf: 
EyC'Witneflesof thoTc dreadful Calamities, fuch as Sir Willi am 
luGDALE, Dr, South, Mr. Younger jl, but more cfpe- 
ially Lord Clarendon* But let any unprejtdiced Chrlftian 
crufe the Account that Dr* Walker has publiflied. of the 
tufferings (f the Clergy^ {which l^fupportcd by the beft Autbo- 
Hty) and he will be convinced (if Matter of Fa£t will con- 
rince him) that the dreadful EiFedt of the Ccventtnt is no whit 
iferiorto that of the Inquijition : H« will perceive that the 
e^ch Covenant and the Spanijh Itiqaifnidn are Correlatives and 
^oufm-gcrmans, though born in dillant Climates j and that 
be Zeal and Fury of a Northern Enthufiait is altogether as 
een and vindiftivc as that of a mere grave D:in that baiks in 
warm Sun. This

* the King, in confideration of the Bilhop*s great Merits, had 

* given him large Preferments in Ireland ; but, upon the bf eak- 

* ing out of the Irijb Rebellion, he fufFered great Lofles, info- 

* much that he was obliged to fell his Plate and Jewels for a 

* Subfiftence ; which occafioned the King to beltow on him 

* the Biftioprick of Carlijley the Revenues of which were foon 

* after feizcd upon by an Order of Parliament. ft's no 

* Wonder that the Irijh Papifls fliould feize upon the Eibte of 

* a Proteftant Biftiop ; but that he fhould meet with worfe 

* Ufage from the Hands of thofe who would be thought the 

* only true Proteftants cannot be accounted for. Cardinal 

* 'Rich LIEU (hewed him many Marks of Kindnefs and Ef- 

* teem, in Honour of his great Learning : But our Reforming 

* Parliament were equally Enemies to his Learning and EpiJ- 

* copal Diznity y for they made an Order for the feizing of his 

* Study of Books, and expofed them to Sale. And the Godly 
« AJfemhly at Wejiminjler profeffed that RefpecS for him as to 

* petition for him to be turned out of their Synod 5 and fo left 

* him to the wide World, where he lived and died upon the 

* Charity of good Chrijiians*^ 

Such was the barbarous Treatment that the learned and pious 
Archbifhop UsHER met at the Hands of the Zealots. Nor did 
that Man of Moderation^ the Moft Reverend Dr. John Wil- 
liams, Archbifhop of Tork^ fare any whit the better. He 
narrowly efcaped being aflaffinated in his Bed at the firft break- 
ing out of the Rebellion, for no other Provocation given but 
the rebuking fome of the Ringleaders for their Difloyalty to 
the King ; but that was Crime enough in thofe Days of Iniquity. 
The Warning that was given him was very providential ; and 
,he had juft Time to make his Efcape (without fo much as 
Change of Apparel, nor fcarce any Money in his Purfe) at a 
very unfeafonable Hour of the Night, but as he thought for a 
while 'till the Times ftiould mend. But, alas! the Fa<rtion 
prevailing, he never had the Sight of his Palace nor of his Dio- 
Cefe after, and was obliged for his better Safety to retire to his 
.native Country of Caernarvon^ in Nor4h'IVales, \ 

The Aflaflins, headed by young Hotham, Son toSir Johm 

•H , came according to Aflignation, and befet the Houfe 

before Day-break ; and, finding the Archbifhop had .fled for 
.his Life, Hotham fell into a great .Rage, and with much ado 

I fparcd

Articles of Surrender agreed upon, rifled the Houfe, and, as 
Bilhop Hacket obfervcs, nothing wai Jamed from tbeTof to the 
Bottom from the Plunder of the Soldiers— H. B. Sir John Ho- 
THAM, Governor of //«//, was the firft that a Anally rebelled 
againft the King ; for he fhut the Gates againfl: him, and told 
him peremptorily that he was entrufted by the Parliament to 
keep the Garrifon, and fo would give his Majefty no Admit- 
tance. But, notwithftanding the Father and Son continued 
for a while in the good Graces of the Parliament, as being very 
aflive in the Caufe j yet it fo came to pafs, they were fufpeficd 
to be fomewhat remifs in their Zeal, and they were both con- 
demned to lofc their Heads onTower-hill the Beginning of Ja- 
nuary 1 644. The Royal Martyr hath the following Remark 
on this Tranfadion, o/r Joan Hotham, unreproacbedy jw* 
threatened y uncurfed by any Language or fecret Imprecation ofnim^ 
only hlajied with the Confcience of his own IVickednefs^ andfallini 
from one Inconflancy to another ^ not long after pays bis own ani 
his eldejl Son's Heady as Forfeitures of their Difloyahy^ to thofe 
Men from whom furely he might have expelled another Reweri 
than thus to divide their Heads from their Bodies^ zvhofe Hearts 
with them were divided from their King,* 

But to return to the Arch-bifliop. This Attempt upon his 
Life by HoTHAM was but a Prelude to the fubfequent Perfecu- 
tions that he was continually harrafled with 'till the Day of his 
Death. There was an Order of the Houfe of Commons, da- 
ted Feb. 18, 1642—3, which commanded all his Plate to be 
melted down for the Ufe of the Commonwealth f • It would 
be abundantly too tedious to make a Detail of all the Hard- 
Ihips and feveral Plunderings that his Grace underwent, (yet be 
bore all with a Fortitude and Magnanimity that "was equal to 
his Great Soul) but from this brief Narrative it is even denhon- 
ftrable, " That rigid Prrfhyterians treat all alike that do not 
" run full Lcngtl.s wiih them with the fame vindi<aive Spirit, 
" without Regard cither to Piety or Learning, or even Mo(l^ 
" ration ilfelf, when they have the Power, however ufurpcJ, 
«< in their own Hands.*' Yea Calvin and Knox (whom 
they glory in as the Patterns of true Reformation) were turbu- 
lent and bloody-minded Men, whereof there are too many In- 
ftances upi>n Reconl, And I could produce a notable A& of 
Severity done by the C^idcrs of Calvin zt Geneva^ but that 
would look fumcwh.it like a Dij»rcflion. 

1 know it is objected by iomc, that me Archbifhop did warp 

in

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in his Loyalty to the King. Mr. Qal^iwv fpeaks in broa^ 
Terms, that hi ia^k up Arms for th$ Parlkmnl*, That a IVIaj^ 
of his Charader fliould fay fo is no great Wonder ; for he 
catches at any Thing (more efpecially in a Man of Diflm£lion 
^.nd Eminence) that would any Way favour his beloved Caufe, 
viz. to afperfe the King, and to juftify the Rcbellior;. What- 
ever the Voice of Scandal whifpers in private, if it is to the 
Obloquy of Churchmen and a Slur on their Character, Ca- 
tAMY takes the Hint, and publilhes it ^ a Matter of Fafl, 
without ever examining into the Bottom. Thus in the Cafp 
now before us, acpordtng to the ufual Bhiirmfs §f hh Spirit^ 
he trumps up a ftale groundlefs Story, that the Archhifhop tool^ 
up Arms for the Parliament, or, in other Words, that he turne^ 

Now, that which gave a Handle to this Scandal was this, 
The Archbifliop kept the Caftle of Conway in Garrifon for the 
King, where aU or moft of the loyal Gentlemen of that and 
the neighbouring Counties had fcnt their Plate, Money, and 
Jewels, and whatever was valuable, as to a PUce of the moft 
Security from the D.epredations of the Rebels. Now, in orctcr 
to difcharge this great Truft that was repofited in hitn both bj^ 
his Majeily and the neighbouring Gentlemen for fecuring theif 
moft valuable Eff"efls under his Proteflion, he declared that 
none itould have any Command in the Garrifon but C^mbrg- 
Bfiions^ and fuch of them too that he knew to he of known Fi- 
delity, or, as Bi£hop Hacket exprefTes the Matter in the Hi* 
ftory of his Life, hi r^puifed the Endifti fr&m king ChMf Of- 
ficers over thi Old Britons in thitr own SoU-i- 

This was the Origin of the Calumny raifed a^ainft him i and 
Eifhop Hacket (in this Circunxflance) diujs highly commend 
and juftify his ConduS, and adds, as a Corollary to the Whole, 
Jrsm his Pidelity to his Alajejiy he mv€r lueni hack an Inch\, Yea, 
aind to put the Matter beyond all Dlfpute, his Sacred Mitjefty 
with his own Hand wrote him a Letter of Thanks, as being 
fully fatisfied with and approving hisConduft in the faid Caftle 

of Jbir-Cenwsy. Now, it is evident that Mr, Calamy 

had feen and perufed Biftiop Hacket's Life of the Archbiftiop 
of lVi§, yet in ins Jiy Manner takes no Notice of this, and, 
to wound his Memory, chufcs to follow the natural Bent of 
his own PalFion and Partiality. 

To conclude this Chapter (fpun out indeed to a greater 
Length than 1 at firft intended) by wlut is here bticfiy i elated,

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(and I think fufficiently proved) the rigid Prejbyteriam^ Inde^ 
pettdi'nJs, &c. fcem to me, upon a ferious Review and Rccol- 
le£bVn, to be the moft unreaibnable Denomination of Chri- 
ftians in the World ; for, when ihey get the Supreme Power 
Into their own Hands, right or wrong they will allow of no 
Toleration or Liberty of Confcience to any that are of diffe- 
rent Principles : Witnefs the Rigour in Scotlandy the Severity 
in New- England by the Independents, but more efpecially du- 
ring Oliver's Ufurpation, when not a little Attorney or a 
petty Schoolmafter, no, nor a Conftable, was permitted to ad, 
unlefs he did fubfcribe the Covenant^ altho', I think, the Papiftt 
^nd Jews were connived at. But, when they are in Subjec- 
tion and fiienccd by Authority, (as they were with all the Rea- 
fon in the World for fomeTime after the Rejloration) then they 
make the moft terrible Clamour againft Perfccution. When 
they did perfccute with all the Cruelties and barbarous Treat- 
ment that the utmpft Rage and Fury could fuggeft, then it was 
to do the Wcrk of the Lord^ to punifh the Ungodly and the Ma- 
lignantSj ts the Papijls in their Inquifition do punifh Heretich ) 
and.it is a Qj^iery, whether the Inquifitton or the Covenant was 
the moft deftrudtive : But, when they fuffer the Icaft Encroach- 
ttitht upon their imaginary Privileges, viz, of making a Scblfnt 
in* the Church of Christ, then what a Torrent of Invedivc 
and Satyr is poured out againft the higher Powers that lay a 
Reftraint upon their Liberty ! This is a Truth that they muft 
acknowledge, let them be as captious as they will. 

They pretend indeed that they tread in the Steps of Luther 
and Calvin : But, if we may credit Modern Hiftory, their 
Pretence is falfe as to this material Point wherein they (o much 
glory ; for, as to the Lutheran Church, (which prioiarily ap- 
propriates to itfelf the Name of Protejlant) thaty as in England^ 
is governed by Archbifhops and Biftiops, &c. and Divine Ser- 
vice regularly performed by a ftated Liturgy, or Common-prayer 

Book. The Religion of Sweden is eftabliflied entirely on 

the Lutheran Reformation ; and the Church is governed by a 
Metropolitan, the Archbiftiop of Upfali^ and Ten Bifhops j 
and under tJhem are Plight Superintendents, who have all the 
Power of Bifhops, artd only want the Name ; and over each 
Ten Churches is a Provoft, or Rural Dean^ with fome Autho- 
rity over the inferior Clergy*. The Kingdom of Denmark is 
alfo Epifcopal^ being governed in Church-affairs by a Primate 
and Six Superintendents^ but who had rather be called Bijhops \ 
and, as Lord Molesworth obfervcs, every one of them 
takes it very kind to be complimented. My Lord, In thefe Two

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Protcftant Kingdoms there is not a Diffenter to be met with : 
They have no more Regard to the Cdlvinijis than to Papijis^

* the Old and New Teftament, while the Congregation came 

* together. When a good Number were aflembled, they began 

* to fmg, with the Organ, their Pfalms, and Hymns, and Spiri- 

* tual Songs. I obferved many People, both Men and Women, 

* fell in with the Singing, without ufing their Books, which they 
' had before them, very often ; and the Children, who fat 
^ together, very readily found what was to fing, though Ifaw 

* it was taken out of feveral diftant Places of their Books ; 

* which (hews that they were very well acquainted with their 

* Liturgy, I perceived in one Place they fung the Apoftles' 

* Creed : This Singing took up the greateft Part of the Tunc 
' of their Aflembly. 

^ They all fung with the moft perfeft Concord with the

' As foon as they were entered in their Singing, they appeared

* This Singing was twice interrupted for a little Space ; at 

* which Times the Minifter went from his Pew by the Pulpit, 

* and flood before the Communion-table with his Face towards 

* the People, and read firft the Gofpel, and then the Epiftle, 

* for the Day. After they had fpent a good while in thefe 

* Devotions they ceafed, and the Minifter afcencled the Pulpit, 

* where he prayed and preached. The Subjedi: of his Preaching 

* was, an Explication of the Gofpel for the Day.— -When

By this It is evident, beyohd all Difpute, (if we may credit 
Matter of Fail) that the Englijh Puritans, «nd Diflenters of 
all Denominations, do but impofe upoii the World when they 
alledge, in the Juftification of their Schifnty that they tread iri 
the rootfteps of the firft Reformers, Luther and Calvin: 
The rigid DoSrine of the latter they do indeed for the moft 
part ftick clofe unto, (and fo do fome of the Epifcopal Church)' 
yet they difapprove of a Piiblick Form of Prayer, and Church- 
Mufrck', as fmful Terms of Communion. 

Now, after all that has been faid on this Subjeft, it may be 
ob}e£led. To what Purpofe is all this Account of the Rebel 
Prabyterians and other Se49:aries of the laft Century ? I anfwer^ 
Very much and altogether to the Purpofe, fmce Enthufiafm 
was then the Epidemick Diftemper of the Nation, that brought 
fuch a Scandal upon it. That was the Sentiment of Bifhop 
Burnet, as was hinted before: Thde are the Sentiments olf" 
inany other eminent Divines; and that indeed is the beft Apology 
they can make to palliate their Rebellion and Regicide. 1 he 
Head of the FaSion, Oliver himfejf, was, in tHe Judgment 

of Bifhop Burnet, a complete Diflemhler and Enthu/wji, * 

;Or, if you will have his Cbarafter from Biftiop Hacket, he 
tells us, That he was an Imp of Satan, compounded of all Fice 
and Violence ; That he regarded neither Parliament nor Patents, 
fnuch lefs any Canons of the Church, noy nor the Scriptures of 
God, in compart f on of fome n^vf Light jhining in the Lantern of 
kis own HeQd\. Or, if you will have his Charader in the 
Words of Lord Clarendon, though his Lordihip grants that 
he had fome good Qualities, yet that he was guilty of many 
Crimes agdinjf tuhich Damnation is denounced j and for which Hell*' 
Pire is prepared i arid he will he looked upon by Po/hrity as a brave 

tvicked Man§. But, in his latter Days, Confcience^ though it 

Vfzs feared with a hot Iron for the moft Part of his Life, began 
how and then to recoil and ftartle at the RecoUc^lion of the 
Inany horrid Villainies that 'he has perpetrated ever fi nee he has 
commenced a Rebel ; and his Agonies were reftlefs, and, as it 
were, continually upon the Rack, ever :fmce a JJook was -pub- 

.liihed>

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liihed, that was intitled * Killing no Murther^ wherein it was

* An to kill the TJfurper. Whoever was the Author, it feared 

* Oliver almoft out of his Wits. This made him very fufpi- 

* cious and fearful, fo that he began to dread every Pcrfon, or 

* ftrangc Face, he faw, (whom he would anxioufly and intendy 

* view) for an AjfnJJin ; that Book continually running in his 

* Mind. It was his conftant Cuftom to fhift and change hb 

* Lodging, to which he pafl'cd through 20 fevcrai Locks, and 

* out of which he had Four or Five Ways, to avoid Purfuit*.'— - 
Thus, as when a fierce Beaft of Prey is forely wounded in his 
Vitals, he tofles, and flings, and bounces, 'till Nature is quite 
fpcnt, and then expires, fo the bloody Tyrant (who fometimes 
in his Fury gave no Quarter f to Man, Woman, or Child) 
continued ever reftlefs in his Mind all the (hort Remainder of 
his Life afterwards, and died a raving Enthufiaft. 

In a word, the general Charader of that Period, viz. fincc 
the Rebellion prevailed and grew rampant, to the Time of the 
^ Rejioration^ feems to be one continued Scene of Enthufiafm, 
of pretended Sanctity and open Wickednefs. And it muft be 
owned, that when at laft, by the good Providence of God, the 
Nation was freed from that general Captivity under which it 
groaned for fo many Years, inftead of rending a due Tribute 
of Praife and Thankfgiving to the Almighty for fuch a Deli- 
verance, in a great mcafure a Diflblutenefs of Manners and 
Profanenefs did enfue, following the Example of a loofe and 
debauched Court and Prince ; tiio' it muft be acknowledged 
that it was in fome RefpecSls the Augvjian Age, more efpecially 
as to the Purity of the EngUJh Tongue, and that fome of tii 
moft eminent Divines were promoted to the higheft Dignities 
in the Church. 

P, S, In the Year 1632 the learned Antiquarian, Sir Henry 
Spelm AN has wrote a notable Book which he calls, 7T?e Hitfterj 
and Fate of Sacrilege^ which (by fome Accident or other; was 
delayed to be publifbed 'till the Year 1698. In this Trcatife he 
produces hiftorically a great many Inftances thro' the fevcrai 
Ages of the World (more particularly of the Chriftian Church) 
of remarkable Judgments that fell on thofe that dealed and 
trafficked in thofe Things that were once confecrated to the 
Worfhip and Service of God. There were a great many fuch

Name of Sequ^hai&rs, Let the Qtialification of an Incurirbcnt 
of a Living be as exemplary as that of axi AfojUe^ y^i^ if he , 
would not fubfcribe the C(fQmmt^ he was convened before a 
Committee, and tlien inevitably ejected as a Malignant* Then 
an ignorant Fellow, very often a mean and rude Mechanick, 
would be intruded in his Placcj the Tythe fequeOcred, fume 
Portion of it allowed to the Intruder, and the reft pockeced by 
the Sequejirators^ who got large Eilates by this iniquitouii Pmc- 
tice» but more efpecially from the great Revenues of the Bi- 
ftiopsand the Dignitaries of the Church, which were pyrcha* 
h^ hy Parafices and Favourites at a cheap and eafy Rate. It h 
recorded by Mr- Calamy, that Dr. BaRGEss laid out all his 
Fortune in Bifliops* Land, and laments chat all w:is loft at the 
Reftorationi Nowj as the above-mentioned great Antiquarian 
does juftly remark that thofe Eiktes, that were got by iiacri- 
lege, did in a fhort Time dwindle away by feme fecret Judg- 
ment^ and were entirely blafted ; fo it is no lefs viiible, that 
thofe Piefbyterian Dealers in Sacrilege are either extiniSt, or 
their Eftates fo purchafed are fquandered, and the Survivors 
reduced to Beggary. This is a common Obfervation in that 
Part of Smth-Waks that my Lot is fallen into. 

Yea, It is further obferved by that Great Man, Sir He key 
Sfelman, that the unjuft wiih-holdmg the Tythe from the 
legal Incumbent is very often attended by a Judgment from a- 
bove. So it is ftill a general Remark to this very Day, (for the 
fame Caufes produce the fame Effects j that, when fome Great 
Families, t. e. Great in the Eye of the Vulgar, out of Ava-^ 
rice or Penury, or any pretended Caufc, do iiop the Payment 
of the legal Dues which the Minifter has a Right to, a fecret 
Judgment, as aCurfe from Heaven, does blaft then Ejlaies and 
Credit in the World- And it is ftill yet a further Remark, that, 
I as none but mere Enthufiafls and Hypocrites thus trafficked in 
Sacrilege in the Time of the Great Rebellion, fo none but En- 
thufiafls and Methodifts, and thofe of an abandoned Character, 
I do purfue the fame tleftruflivc Courfe, more deltrudive 10 
Ahemfelves in the End than to thofe they injure. 
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C H A P. V. 

Of the National Phrenzy that pojfejfed botk Old and^t^ 
Enghnd for a Seafo)jj in projecuting^ torturing^ andex* 
ecutitig fo many Men and JFomen^ (more efpeciaUy the 
Jged and Decrepid of the latter Sex) for the fuppofed 
Crime of Witchcraft. 

I MUST here make a fomcwhat retrograde Motion, and 
ftep a little backwards to the Reign of K. James the Firft, 
. There pafled in this Kingdom Tljree A&% of Parliament a- 
gainft lyitcbay the ift in the 33d Year of K. Henry VJU. 
the 2d in the 5th of Q. Elizabeth, and the 3d and laftintfae 
firft Year of the Reign of K. James I. which is the onlyStsip 
tute now in Force, if not repealed. 

K. James was a weakPrinte, 'tis true, yet of goodnatural 
Parts, and had a Smattering of. Learning. But he bid the Mif* 
fortune to be engaged in dark and difficult Subjects in his youn- 
ger Years. Before he was 20 he ventured to interpret the St* 
velaiion : A forward Youth! About. thc.a5th Year of hit 
Age he wrote his Demonology^ or the Dodrine of Devils and- 
"Witchcraft : And his Acccflion to the Crown of England a few 
Years after made the People very fond to read and admire the 
King's Book upon fo curious a SubjeiS, which in all Probabi- 
lity induced the Parliament, in the very firft Year of bis Reign, 
to cnaft a more rigorous Statute againft Witches than was be- 
fore, and make it Felony. So that K. James feems to be the 
iirft Mover and Dire£^or in the Change of the Statute* And 
the Tranflation of the Bible being made foon after hath received 
fome Phrafcs that favour the. vulgar Notions more than the dd. 
Tranflation, as might be inftanced in feveral Particulars *r 
K. James himfcif in his advanced Years grew more fober and 
moderate about tliefe Notions. But, when Laws .and Tran- 
fl^tion$ are fixed, 'tis a diiKcult Thing to change them. 
. There were executed upon this Statute fome Thou&nd^of 
both Sexes (of old Women cfpeciaUy) in England and Scotlmd 
fmce the firil cnadinj^ tlicicof to the Year 1682, when Three 
Women were han|»(;(l at Exeter ; and thcfc were the laft in Eng* 
land that fuffcrcd on account of Witchcraft. 1 do not find that 
many were ptofrruicd and put to Death in the Reign of K. 
James ; but, at ihr hrc;ikin|', out of the Great ReMli on zgiinA 
his Son ajid Sun citiii', ;ui(| in all Oliv£R*s Ufurpation, they 

went

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went to work with'a Vengeance, and that both in Old anl Uew 
England, 

The difFerent Notions aTjout Witchcraft have divided the 
World into two Parties in this and other Nations j one Party, 
with abundant Reafon, fufpendirig their Belief of all that Power 
commonly atcribed unto Witches in doing fuch extraordinary 
Feats : The other Side believes all, and looks upon it asan Ar- 
giiinent of greater Faith and clofer Adherence to the Holy Scrip- 
ture, and, without the leaft Allowance of Charity, reckons th? 
oppofite Party as fo. nriany Atheifts, Sadducees, and Infidels ; buf 
{t admits of no Difpiite that there have been feveral Cheats and 
Impoftures, and detected as fuch in Perfons that pretended to 
be bei^^itched ; and it is as doubtlefe alfo, that the greateft Cham- 
pions that have bI,otted Paper, to prove the Reality of Wjtchr 
craft, have, in a blind and enthufiafiick Zeal, but too often (bed 
Abundance of innocent Blood, under Pretence of doing the 
Work of the Lord. 

I fhall not meddle with the Arguments on either Side, but 
confine myfelf to the Diagnojiicks^ i.e. the Symptoms, Marks, 
ahd Manner of Tryal, whereby, in the laft Century, they pre- 
tended to difcover Sorcery and Witchcraft; which ridiculous 
?radice (thd' fatal to the poor Sufferers) could have no Cloak 
to palh'ate, but a wrong Zeal, and an ehthufiaftick Noddle. 

*' When any old Woman, ^c, was fufpe<Sed of Witchcraft, 
*' flie was placed in the Middle of a Room upon a Stool or 
*' Table, crofs- legged, or in fome other uneafy Pofture, to 
*' which, if fhc fubmitted not, fhe is then bound with Cords. 
*' There is fhe watched and kept without Meat or Sleep for 
*' the Space of 24 Hours ; for they (ay within that Time they 
*' (hall fee her Imps come and fuck. A little Hole is likewife 
*' made in the Door for the Imps to come in at ; and, left they 
'* fliould come in fome lefs difcernable Shape, they that watch 
*' are taught to be ever and anon fweeping the Room, and, if 
** they fee any Spiders or Flics, to kill theni, and, if they can-. 
** not kill them, then they may be' fure they are her Imps *." 
This cruel Treatment and barbarous Way of proceeding muft 
needs be an exceeding great Torture. To fit upon a Board 
with the Legs tied a- crofs muft be as painful as riding upon the 
Wooden Horfe ; and thus to continue 24 Hours without either 
Sleep or Suftenance made the poor Creatures weary of Life, . 
and in the Extremity of Pain to confefs any Thing, tho' ever io 
irfnocent, in" hopes of a prefcnt Relief. 

Another Method to extort Confeffion was keeping one awake 
for feveral Days and Nights without any Intermiflion, 'till, Na-

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ture being quite fpent, the poor harrafled Creature fpeaks any 
Thing that his inhuman Tormentors would fuggeft. Thus dealt 
the Barbarians with the venerable Mr. Lowes, a very aged 
ClergymaTty who had been 50 Years Vicar of Brandeflon^ in the 
County of Suffolk, He having incurred the Difpleauire of feme 
of the Enthuliaftick Zealots of thofc Days, they faftcn on him 
the hi -h Crime of Sorcery. Being apprehended, (being then 
Four-fcore Years of Age, and very infirm) they firft put him 
to the then ufual Tryal of Swimming 5 and being convict by that, 
they kept him awake for feveral Days and Nights without any 
Refpite, and ran him backward and forward about the Room 
until he was out of Breath ; then they refted a little, (when tired 
themfelvcs) and then at him again. And this they did for two 
or three Days and Nights fucceflively, *till they made the little 
Remainder of his Life a Burthen to him, as any one may judge 
by fuch execrable Ufage. By this Barbarity they extorted a 
Confeflion from him, when he was not fenfible of ivhat he faid 
or did, Nature being quite fpent ; and then in Triumph they 
led him to Execution, and he was hanged in the Year 1646. 

The cenforious Mr. Baxter, as his Manner is, makes very 
invidious Reflexions on this poor Gentleman's SufFerings ; for> 
tho' he did in general fpirit on thcfe Profecutions, yet, in the 
hard Fate of this Epif copal Divine, he feems more than ordina- 
rily to glory. " Among thel-eft (fays he) an old reading Par- 
^^ fon, named Lowes, was one that was hanged, who confef- 
*• fed that he had Two Imps, that one of them was always put- 
*' ting him on doing Mifchief, and he being near the Sea, ashc 
** faw a Ship under Sail, it moved him to fend him to fmktbc 
** Ship, and he confented, and faw the Ship fink before him*/' 
Thefe are his own Words : And who after reading this butmuft 
acknowledge thjt his Mr.licc had got the Maftery oyer hisRca- 
fon ? Urtt he flicws his Teeth by calling him a Reading Par- 
fon in diftinct Cliaraflcrs; that is, 1 fuppofc, becaufe of his 
reading the Co?nmcn Prayer ^ or reading his Sermons, or a Ho- 
mily, either of which was the Charadleriftick of a Malignant in 
thofc I);«ys of Anarchy.— -1 hen he tells the moft Romantid^ 
Story that ever filled a Lcgrnd, that an Imp that he keptafked 
I^cave to fiiik a Ship, v^hich by the Parfon's Confent it immc- 
diatfly perfoTnicd. Now \vc may well fuppofe that in this Ship 
v.'erc a r/)r)d Numljcr of People about their lawful Occafions, 
and ni;jfjy J''an»ilies iit Laud depending upon it for their Liveli- 
hood. And can any Man in hi:; Senfcs believe (but R. Baxter, 
and M/'n nf tlir- (.'Uie j;loomy Temper with himfelf ) that God 
Almighty would fuHer lb many Souls to pcrifh at the Humour ct 

an 
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an Imp, if there k or was fuch a Creature tn Rerum Nmura ! 
They pretended it was fometliing in die Shape of a Rat, a Mole, 
a Toad, a Spider, a Fly, or whatever Form the Spirit did afiumc, 
which the Witches kept in private to execute their Commiinds. 
As to what he fays to the old Clergy roan's Confefllon, that is 
accounted for already ; and, when out of tiae mercUefs Hand^of 
l^% Tormentors, he maintained his lano<:cncy to the laft Mo- 
ments of his Life, 

Another Way of difcovering Witchcraft was by fcarching 
every Part of the Body for Ttats^ and fome Special Marh. 
Now the Rfik of thefe may very naturally be accounted for, as 
being a Species of the Ffrruas pen/ths^ or Warts which in old 
Age grow large and pendulous; and the other, to be nothing 
elfe but either fcorbuuck Spots, or a Mole* And tis a hard 
Cafe that a Man fliould be judged a Wizard, and fufter an ig- 
nominious Death, for having fuch a M;irk upon his Skin.- — 
But then, to make fure Work of it, if none of tiiefe Marks 
did appear, tJie dermer Re/art was that of Swimmhig^ The Per- 
fon to be fwam had his or her Thumbs and Toes tied clofe by a 
Cord ; and then a Rope being faflencd about the Middle of the 
fuppofed Wizard or Witch, one End of the Rope is held by 
fonie Man on one Side of ihc Rivcrj and the other End by ano- 
ther Man on the other Side \ and if the fu{pected Perfon did 
fwim, that was a prefumptive Proof of his or her being a Wi* 
zard or a Witch ; but, if he or flie did ^mk^ then the Confe- 
qucnce erdy was drowning. And K, James {anion gfl his other 
Impertinences] was fo filly as to pretend to give a Reafon for this, 
fuch as it is, Thai^ a i fuch Pcrfms have remunced thtir Baptijm 
^j Ifater^p the JV^tir reftijci u rcmvt them, WJitrcas any one 

his right Scnfes may eafily perceive, that this depended en- 
rely on the Management of the Rope- pullers \ for, if the 
Rope was held ti^ht, then the unhappy Perfon wuiilJ be kept 
afloat, and fo refer vcd to a more cruel Fate, to be burnt or 
hanged j but, if the Rope was flackened, then the poor Wretch 
would fink and be drowned. 

There were in tliofe Days of Iniquity, vs%, in the Years 
1644, 45, ^€* Enthufiaftick Vagrants that ft rolled about the 
Country from one Place to another, called Wtich-findtn^ the 
PrincipaK^f which Gang was one Matthew Hopkiks, of 
^iclningtree^ mBJfe^* Now, if any one had a Grudge agiu nil* 
is Neighbour, it was only giving a Reward to the IVtah-jinder^ 
and he would be fearchcd for 7'eais, l^c* and, if no out of their • 

I Symptoms did-ihew a fuiJicie;nt Evidence, then the Ikfl Prgof 
teas Svuimmbig. And it is very remarkable, that, ^fter this in- 
femous Zealot, Mat. HoFKiNi, had pra£tifed his Ait fur fa 
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many Years, to the DcftruAioii of fo many innocent l^jJe, 
he at hd became fu^pcded of Witchcraft himfelf, and was put 
to the fame Tryal as he put others to, of tying his Thumbs and 
Toes, and toffed into a Pool, where he fwam too, which Was 
taken for a fuflicietxt Proof; and he was accordingly condemn^ 
»id advanced to the Gallows, as he well defervcd it. To 
this the ingenious Mr. Butler, Author of Hudibrasy iod 
allude.

The ProfcCTition in New-England was carried on with a more 
▼chcment Zeal yet, being inftigated thereto chiefly by the Wr^ 
ting of old Mr. Cotton Mather. And it is obfervable, that 
C. M.Jun. no longer fmce than the Year 1696, wrote a Book 
about Witches, and fent it over to England to be printed 5 aiid 
yiu Baxi ER recommended it by a Preface. And, the Year 
after, Mr. B. wrote another of his own on the fame Subjeft; 
and, to retaliate the Kindnefs, Mr. Mather recommended 
bis, and difpcrfed it over the Province, with this Charafler, (to 
Uffe bis own Phrafe) as a Book ungain jay able. 

Upon this there were Executions upon Executions ; and, if 
dkis Spirit of Infatuation, that was worked into a new Ferment 
by the Leaven of thofc Books, had raged fome Time longer, 
the whole ProviiKC might have been near depopulated. Whole 
Families of the better Sort fled for their Fvives as from the Plague. 
One of their Minijiers was hanged, who, upon the Ladder, pro- 
fefted-his Innocence in the moft folemn Manner. No Body's 
I*ife was fafe during the too fatal Influence of this Spiritual 
Pbrenzy* It would be abundantly toa tedious to enumerate Par- 
ticulars ;

I do not deny there may be real Witches in the common Ac- ■ 
citation of the- Word,. /. e. fuch as have a Communication 
with evil Spirits, and dfihrve to be capitally' puniOied. But, oP 
the many. Hundreds, n^y T?houfandsi tfbat were executed up<m- 
the Statute in Old and Ntiv-Enghnd TOiA ScdtlofuL, few, rcry* 
few^ are judged, by grave and impartial Men, that have made 
3; fober Enquiry into thefe Matters, guilty of the Grime laid to- 
their Charge, /. e. of a CompaS or. Covenant with the Devsl^ 
unlels it be the afore- mentioned Major Wbyer, that was cx6-' 
cuted in Scotland in. 1670, and a Woman, of Hunxingdcnjhin'm 
New-England^ whpfe Story is as followeth. 

** At St. Ivo ii> Huntingdonjhin (fays the Author of the* 
** Scourge) \\yt A a Womao, not many. Years ago, whofe Name 
*^ I do not well remember, tho' many in that Place very well 
*^ do. She was one of thofc who, for Diftiiyftion, were called 
** Puritans^ a ,gre^^ Follower of the Preftytcrian Dofirine, a- 
** conftant Frequenter of Godly Meetings and Religious Exer- 
*^ cifes. This Woman came. to. hefo eminent, efpecially in 
** the Gift $f Prayer y that (he. was.gwaeralljr admired and looked 
*' upon as a Saint, of the. firft Magnitude. The Noife of her 
*' Fame, and the Boafts of her Party, brought many Mlnifters 
*' in the adjacent Countries to hqar her pray ; which fhe did in 
*' that ravifliing Manner, that tliey never parted from her 
** without an Excefs of Admiration and Aftonifiiment. After 
*^ fome Time, for what Reafon I am not able to determine, this 
** holy Sifter v^ent over to New- England y as about the fame Time 
*' many others did for Liberty of Confcience. For a while fhc 
*^ was there in the greateft Efteem and Height of Reputation : 
^' But the Devil owed her a Shame ; and fhc became at laft fuf- 
*' pedled and accufed for a Witch, and, being brought to a 
*' Tryal, confefled her Guilt, and that her Contract with the 
*' Devil was, That^ in lieu of her Soul^ which Jhe made over t9 
** hiniy he JhouJd ajjijl her with ' the Gift of Exinnporc Prayer, 
*< After which Confeirion,'Sentence pafled upon her, and (lie wa« 
*' accordingly executed as a moff abominable Sorcerefs."f 

As to the Scripture Notion of a Witch, fome very learned 
and able Criticks do judge, that the Hebrew Word, which in our 
common Bibles is tranflated a JViich^ might as well be rendered 

a

other Languages. Yet I do not deny there may be IVitchti in 
the common Acceptation of the Word, /• e. fuch an one that 
has a Communication ivith evil Spirits, or has covenanted with 
the Devil. 

To conclude. Witches are fuch (as fomc interpret the He* 
brew Word) as do Mifchief unto Men and Beafts by evil Arts, 
cither by the Affiftance of fome familiar Spirit, or by Enchant- 
ments and Magical Spells : Or, 2dly, Ventriloqulfls^ that fpeak 
out of the Be^, which to the Standers-by feemed as if the 
Perfon was poflcffed and fupernatural, tho' generally carried on 
by Art and Contrivance, as Naturalifts may well account for : 
[The Pythomfs^ or Damfel pojfeffid with a Spirit of Divination^ 
(mentioned j£fs xvi. i6) is fuppofed, by fomc very able Com- 
mentators on the Place, to be a Ventriloquiji,'] Or, 3dly, thofc 
that depended on the Influence of any Star or Planet to do Good 
or Evil by a particular Invocation of that Star or Planet. The 
Scope of the Law being that all Idolatry fhould be aboIijQied, and 
that no Virtue fhould be afcribed to any Star of doing Good or 
Hurt to Men, (which Opinion led Men to their Worfhip) it 
necefTarily followed that all Witches and Wizards fhould be put 
to Death, becaufe they were Idolaters, tho' after a peculiar and 
different Way from that wherein the Vulgar worfhipped Idols.

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CHAP. VI. 

Of the Quakers, neir Rife. G. Fox and j. Na ylor* 
The horrid Btafphetnies of both. Some of thefirft Qua- 
kers pojfejfed. -f heir going naked in public k Places. The 
Emijfaries of Rome frji Jet up this growing Sect. 

THE clofer any National Church follows the Rule of Faith 
contained in Holy Scripture, and the nearer Approaches 
it makes to the Platform of the Primitive Times in Dif- 
cipline, Faith, and Pradice, fo much the more pure and ortho- 
<lox and Apoflolical it is, as a Copy in the Hands of a good Ar- 
tift bears a nigh Refemblance to the Original. Now, ^tah^ 
rifm is the very Reverfe of this, as a Glafs fo contrived as to re- 
prefent all Objeds topfy-turvy. It cancels the pofitive Ordinan- 
ces of Jesus Christ, and lays them afide as fuperfluous, and 
daringly cenfures the firft Ages of the Church next after the 
Apollles to be nothing elfe but the Days of Darknefs and Igno- 
rance. 

There is, indeed, a vaft Difference, yea, a diredl Oppofi-^ 
tion and Contrariety, between the Faith and Pradice of the 
Church of Chrift in all Ages and that of the upftart Se6l: of the 
fakers. The Church of Chrift, everfmce its firft Inftitution, 
fet apart a peculiar Order of Men, defigned for the Sacred Mi- 
niftry, whether Bifliops, Prefbyters, or Deacons, by Prayer and 
folemn Impofition of Hands. The fakers have no Ordination 
at all of any Kind ; Any talkative Brother, that has a Mind to 
fhew his Parts, may hold-forth 'till he is tired ; yea, any prating 
Sifter, that is inclined to be fonorous, may do the fame ; tho' 
fomctimes at a Publick Meeting they are all filent. The Churchy 
of Chrift in all Ages admitted Profelytes into Church-Member- 
fbip by Water-baptifm in the Name of the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghoft, in Obedience to our Saviour's Command. The 
fakers altogether reject Water-baptifm, and neither baptize 
the Adult or Infants. I'he Church of Chrift in every Age did 
partake of Bread and Wine, confecrated in a folemn Manner for 
that Ufe, in commemoration of tlie Paflion of Chrift, in Obedi- 
ence to his Command, Do this in Remembrance of me, Ihs 
^lakers altogether reje<3: this Holy Jcftitution of our Lord as 
too grofs and carnal, yea, and call it by Names too fhocking 
here to be repeated. The Church of Chrift, more cfpecially 
fuch Members of it as have any Feeling or lively Senfe of Reli- 
gion, do make /W;/2//j'-i)«;r?/i^« a neceffary Part of Worfaip j and 

L . . ^'^ 
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the Publick Service does by no means fuperfcde that in Pri- 
vate. This Duty the Quakers wholly lay afidc, and commonly 
ridicule thofe that are confcicntious in performing it. Nor, in- 
deed, do the Quakers in their publick Meetings ever make Con- 
fefTion of Sin, or afk the Forgivcnefs of it : Such is their vain 
aitd high Conceit of their SinUfs PerfeSfion ! 

This is a l>uth fo notorious, infomuch that feveral well- 
meaning People, having been fed uced by their Artifice to join 
with them in not hearing Coiifcflion of Sin and afking Forgivc- 
nefs of it for fome Years iucceffively, have at length, by cool 
Refleflion on the Cafe, came to them/elves again, recover, and 
efcape out of the Snare. And it is a known Obfervation, that 
no ^aker was ever known to die with a Lord have Mercy upon 
him in his Mouth. And a ^taker is fcarce ever known either 
to afk a Blejfmg upon his Food before he takes it, or return 
Thanks for it after he has done ; but they haftily fall to it like fo 
many Brutes. Several other Particulars might be inftanced, 
which here for Brevity's Sake are omitted. 

Now, herein lies the Quaker's Enthufiafm, that \ eing but a 
novel Se6l, fprung up no longer fmce than the Year 1650, 
they impioufly pretend to be wifcr than all Antiquity, than all 
the pureft Ages of Chriftianity, when, if ever, the Gofpel 
Dodrine fiourilhed in its Native Purity, without any Drofs of 
Superftition ; yet, according to thofe People, all was Darknefc 
'till the Rife of G. Fox. T/?^ Principle of the ^takers is all 
Enthufiafm^ fays the learned and pious Mr. Lesly ; there nevir 

was any Enthufiafm in the World that exceeded it. Now, 

which is the more eligible, the Do61rine of Jesus Christ, his 
Apoftles, and the Apoftolical Ages, or the Dodrine of George 
Fox, in dirciSl Oppofition to the fame ? Which is the tikUt 
Path for a Chriltian to tread in ? If the former Doftrine be 
true and genuine, (as undoubtedly it is) then, by neccfSry 
Confequence, the latter muft be falfe and fpurious. 

Who can refrain from Indignation (fays the above moft. ex- 
cellent Writer) to fee fuch a conceited, fenfelefs, moft ignorant, 
and blafphemous Crew, deftitute of common Modefty, or 
Shame, gravely (tt up themielves above all the glorious Lights 
of the Church, Confeflbrs, and Martyrs, ever fmce the Apo- 
ftles, whom they danm as Apoftates, as their execrable Father, 
G. Fox, faid in his Great Aly/lery, p. 89, " That the ^a- 
«' kers have a Spirit given them beyond all the Forefathers fincc 
« the Day^ of the Apoliles." * And Thomas Ellwood 
complains of G. Keith, that he has done the fakers wrong, 
«;/2. that, in comparing the Books of Friends to the Books d 

• Sa\an tlifiobcd. p, 106. F«U Ed, Lwd. ^^2u 
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them called the Greek and l^atin Fathers, he has not done as a 
Friend and a Brother^ but as an Enemy, in fuppofmg Friends* 
Books to have been written by no better Gui(Jance, or clearer 
Sight, than their's who lived and wrote in thofe dark Times. 

Now, that the Quakers had no Being or Exiftence in any 
Part of the Chriftian World beyond the faid /Era of 1650 is 
acknowledged by their own moft noted Writers. Joseph Wy- 
ETH, in his Anfwer to the Snake ^ makes this Confeflion, At. 
thefirji of the War^ which was 1642, (as he exprefles it) there 
was no fuch Thing as a ^aker fpoke of or heard of*. This Jo- 
seph, 'tis true, was but a Journeymen Linen-draper, yet ail 
the Quakers' Strength was exerted in what they put forth under 
his Name. And it is a ftated Rule among them to let no Book 
of their's be printed 'till it has undergone the Cenfure, and ob- 
tained the Approbation, of their fecond Day's Meeting, which 
confifts only of their Preachers, or Holders-forth. To the fame 
EfFe6l: writes Ed. Burroughs in his Preface to G, Fox his 
Great Myjiery^ printed in 1659. 

Having thus fixed the Origin of Quakerifm, which was at a 
Time (the Church being pulled down) when the vileft and moft 
monftrousand numerous Spawn of multifarious Seds, that ever 
the bottomlefs Pit belched out, broke loofe among us, as a juft 
Punifhment of Schifm and Rebellion, I {hall now give a more 
particular Charadter of the two firft Champions that were the 
Mafter-builders of this 5 j^^/; and they were George Fox 
and James Naylor. 

This G. Fox was a poor Mechanick, of fo dull and heavy 
Parts, yet fierce and fullen, that he. was fcarce Matter of Com- 
mon Senfe, and fo deftitute of Erudition, that he could fcarce 
write, 'tho' his Name isfetto Abundance of Sluaker -hooks. He 
was at fifft a Herding-boy to look after Cattle, and then he got 
acquainted with one John Hinks, another Shepherd, who, ia 
the Beginning of the Rebellion, had imbibed the mad Princir 
pies of a Se£t called Ranters^ and made G. Fox, as they herded 
together, a Profelyte to his wild Opinions. 

'Th^{Q Ranters allowed themfclves in all manner of Excefles 
which their carnal Appetites prompted them to, and impioufly 
pretended they committed all their wicked Adlions for the Ho- 
nour of God, whofe Grace, as they maintained, was more il- 
luftrated in pardoning the Sins of the Ele£l, for which he would 
damn other Men ; that the greater their Sins were, the greater 
was God's Glory, in pardoning them ; that God did not take 
Notice of the outward Adions ofhischofcn Servants, he only 
looked upon the Heart \ finally, that to the Pure all is pure. As 

L 2 biaf^ 
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blafpliemous and as impious as this Doftrine is, yet it was in ef- 
fect efpoufed and vindicatf^d by Men of great Names, that from 
Prffoyieriam had warped iwioAntinomianifm^ fuch as Vincent, 
Cuisp, J A COMB, ^c. For they held and taught, ** That 
•* Christ in our Stead had fo fulfilled the whole Law as to 
** merit Heaven for the moft profligate and wicked Sinner, con- 
'^ tinuing as fuch ; that Moral Virtues are Signs of a carnal 
*' Mind eftranged from the true Defign of Chriftianity, and 
*' that Religion confided chiefly in loving of Christ, but not 
♦* in keeping his Commandments*." They then invented a 
Sort of amorous Divinity, exhorting their Auditors above all 
Things to be in Love with Christ, to roll upon him, to clafp 
their Arms about his Neck, to run unto his Embraces^ to kif$ 
him, and a great deal more of fuch lufcious Talk. 

But to return from this DigrefTion to G. Fox, who, as he 
herded tojrether with J. Hinks, whilft a Stripling, was firft in- 
feded with the loofe and impure I'enets of the Ranters. He 
was afterwards put an Apprentice to a Shoemaker^ but rofe no 
higher than a Journeyman. Then it vas, being weary of his 
Trade to get a Livelihood in an honeft Way, that he improved 
on the Principles oi i\it Ranters^ by fuper-adding feveral of his 
own peculiar Ncjirums^ fo as to be the diftinguilhing Charac- 
teriftick of the beSf he wasfetting up. Yet he wanted Wit to 
invent a Name for his Party, 'till the Name of fakers was be- 
ftov.cd upon them by others from their monftrous faking Vini 
Diftortionb whilii uiidcr the Agency and Pofibiiion of an evil 
Spirit. But more of this in the Sequel. 

He pretended to Infpiration, and being prodigloufly ignorant, 
or enthufiaflick, or both, took every fanciful Thought, or roving 
Imiigination, that came uppermoil, to be the Voice of the Lord, 
or a Divine Revelation. Thus, p. 24 of his Journal, he faith, 
PH?cn the Lcrdfent me forth into the IVorld^ he forbad me to put off 
my Hat to any^ and 1 was required to Thee and Thou all A^Jcn 
and Women.— Y^xxx. he did not reft here ; tho' he pretended Infpi- 
ration even unto this and feveral other trifling little Things of 
the like Importance, the abandoned Wretch even aflumed an 
Equality with God ; for, in a Book printed in 1653, entitled, 
A Eriff Rdation of the h religion cf the ^takers, there is an 
Account, how that G. Fox did avow himfelf, over and over, to 
h^ equal with God -y and, being aflccd by Dr. Marshal, in 
the Prefence of feveral Juftices of the Peace in the County of 
Lancojlcr^ at a Private Seilion in the Town of Lancojier^ W"he- 
ther or no he was »equal with God^ as he had before that T imc 
been heard to aflftrm, his Anfwer v/as, / am equal v^ith God. 

This

This Blafphemy has been attefted upon Oath by the aforefaid 
Dr. Marshal, and Mr. Altham, Schoolmafter, of Lmca^ 
fter^ before the Juftfces of the SefTion held at Apleby the 8th 
Dzy oi January^ 1652, and before Judge Puleston at the 
Afiizes held at Lancajler the i8th Day of March^ 1652.* 

As a Specimen of G. Fox's Ability in Writing, I fliall here 
fubjoin a Part of his laft Will and Teftament, according to the 
Original Draught. Without prefacing in the Name of God^ as 
is ufual with Chrijiians, in this laft Aft of Life, or of recom- 
mending his Soul to God, he thus begin,

And fo he goes on in difpofing of his Trinkets, yea and even 
his Glyjier-pipej f and fets the two firft Letters of his Name^ 
G. F. after each Paragraph. It bears Date the 8th Mpnth, 
1688. " 

Mr. Lesly, who faw the Original, fays that his Hand-wri- 
ting is as bad as the Spelling, both equal to his Senfe ^nd Learn- 
ing. Judge then (fays that worthy Writer) what licking there 
muft be to print any Thing that he wrote. And yet he had the 
unparallelled Impudence to put his Name to a Book of 32 Lan- 
guages, called his Battle-door^ and fets his Name nbt only to the 
Title-page, but under every Page, as in the Will under the fc- 
veral Paragraphs. And yet he underftood not one Word of any 
of thefe Languages, but the Englijh^ and that but very coarfely, 
as another ordinary Mechanick ; tho' his deluded Followep 
were maJe to believe that he undcrllood all thefc Languages by 
immediate L^fpiration, fuch as was given to the Apoitles atP^«- 
tecoji. 

Cotton Mather remarks, " That the Quakers' Stories 
*' about their Miracles are little to be credited, particularly that 
'' of G. I'^ox's having the Gift of T'>ii2;ues, bccaufe thiit proud 
''* Fool, (as he calls him) who could fcarce write, hath fet his 
♦* Name to a JBook of above 30 Languages, calkd the Battle-^ 
*' Door^ w'i.eii it was afterwaros found that certain Jews were 
*' iiired to do that Work, and had Four-fcore Pounds for their 
^' Pains, and a Dozen Bottles of Wine over and above." || 

The 
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The AfTociatcof G. Fox in this Work of Iniquity was the 
infamous James Naylor ; for I find them mentioned together 
in the Petition of feveral Gentlemen, Miniiters, &c, of the 
County of Lancajicr to the then Council of State, Anm 1653, 
praying that fonic fpecJy Courfc be taken for fupprefiing thofc 
Evils, and is asfollowcth, Vi^KiEoRGE Fox a«^ James Nay- 
1,0 R are Pcrfom difaffiSted to Religion and the wholfomi Lawuf 
this Natioti \ and thqt^ fince their coming into this Country^ tbtj 
iavi broached Opinions tending to the DeJhu£fiomef the Relatiomj 
Suhje^is to their Magijlrates^ Wives to their Hujiands^ Chilira 
to their Parents^ Servants to their Majlers^ Congregatians to their 
Minijiers^ and of a People to their (Jod^ and l>ave drawn muii 
People after them^ many whereof^ (Men^ fJomefjy and little Chil- 
dren) at their Meetings^ arefirangcly wrought upon in their Bt' 
diesy and h fought to fall ^ foam at the Mouthy roar andfwellin 
their Bellies ; and that fonu of them affirm themfehues to be equal 
with God, hcfides many dangerous Opinions and damnable Herejits} 
May it therefore pleafe your Honours, ^c. 

This Pupil of Fox even went beyond hisMafter, if poffible, 
inEnthufiaftick Rants and Blafphemies : For he fet up to be the 
Christ, the True Mefliah, and rode triumjAamly, and was 
Hofannd*d into the City of Brijiol on OSfober the 24th, 1656, 
the ^(okers leading his Horfe, ftrewing Branches and their 
Cloaths in the Way, and finging, Hofanna^ Holy^ Hofyy Hslj^ 

Lord God of Ifrael ! Dr. More, who lived in that Time, 

writes that his Horfe was led in Triumph by two WomcD 
trudging in Dirt as he entered 5r^/?^/, and finging //^wi/i / f 
As he entered the City, he ftripped himfclf ftark-naked, being 
cfcorted all along by his mad fanatick Crew with loud Acclama- 
tions of Rant and Blafphemy. For this tumultuous Proceeding 
being apprehended and examined by the Magiftrates, thefe mi- 
^rably deluded Quakers, being blinded no doubt by Satan, 
owned, 7hat he^ James Naylor, was the Christ; that 
his Name was changed from James /^ Jesus , that he was tht 
only begotten Sen of Gcd, the only Saviour j and that they knefB 
no oilier Saviour but hi?n. And J. NayloR, upon his Exami- 
nation, would not difown any Thing of this, but juftified and 

owned it in Terms equivalent. As a Punifliment for hisex- 

ccrable Llafphcmy, he was pilloried, and had his Tongue bored 
thro', his forrowful Difciples looking en with rueful "Eyes and 
a heavy Heart. 

Lo, here arc the two main Pillars of ^akerifm^ G, Fox, 
and J. Naylor, bating the kind Afliftance that the Romijt 

Pricfls 
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Priefts in Dtfguife have contributed, of which more anon* 
Thefe are the two Corner Stones upon which the ^aker-Cburch 
is bui]t, if it may be called a Church, But hold ! yes it may 5 
there is a Scripture- proof for it in a parallel Cafe : -For the Rab- 
ble of Ephefus^ the mad Crew who made fuch an Outcry againft 
the Apoftle, are termed 'E^cKfyiA, Eclefia^ or Church, A6ls xi** 
32. tho' the Word is rendered an AJfemhly in our Tranflatiori- 

I have mentioned before that the Quakers have ftripped Chfi- 
ftianity of all the pofitive Ordinances of Jesus Christ, arid re-^ 
duced it to a mere Skeleton ; and, inftead thereof, (hey fet up 
\rhat they call the Light within, " That the Light tvithift 
** ought to be a Rule for every one to walk by, I aficrt,'* faith 
the above-mentioned Joseph Wyeth*. And, to name nor 
more, a greater Man than he, viz. Will. Pen, does roundljr 
affirm, *' That their Light within does furely guide them both 
*' in Reference to Religion and Civil Affairs f," Now, by vir- 
tue of this Light within, which they call Christ, they at firft 
broached the moft horrid Blafphemies, that ihey are one Soul with 
Gody and equal to him. But what they now generally feem io 
mean by this Light (for they are divided in their Sentiments) 
is any extatick Mbtion, or fudden Imprejfion upon their Spirits^ 
which they believe to be a divine and fupernatural Ifinpulfe, tho* 
perhaps (as it often was the ^taker^% Cafe who fathered the Deli- 
riums of their crude and wild Conceptions on the blefied Spirit' 
of God) it may be either the EfFe6t of Melancholy or Enthu- 
iiafm, yea, or fometimes the Suggeftion of an evil Spirit. 

In confequcnce ^of this inward Lights they have the EfFroh- 
tery to affix God's Sealj Thus faith the Lord^ to whatever their 
Rage, or Malice, or Folly, Ihall fuggcft ; wliich is rank Blaf- 
phemy. When Will. Pen had excommunicated G. Keiths 
for being a little too orthodox in the Quakers' Creed, G, 
Whitehead, a leading Man amongft ihcm, a Month sftetm 
denounced againft liim tlie following Curfe, *' Thus faith the 
*' Lord, becaufe thou haft poured forth, great Contempt an J 
** Reproach upon my Servants and People, I will afTureJly pour 
<* out and bring great Contempt and Confufion upcm thee.'^ 
This is figned George Whitehead, dated the 17th of thti 
4th Month, 1695, And yet no Manner of Harm hath hap- 
pened toG. Keith, notwithftanding t\\]s itvnh\Q Anathema. 

^rhere are very flrong Reafons to believe, and feveral Pa6b* 
arc recorded, that the firft Quakers were zStixiWy poflefled. 
One John Gilpin, of Kendal^ in IVeJimor eland ^ has publifhcd 
a fl range and wonderful Account of Jiia own Pofleffien by the Dfe-

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vil, wlilic he wa> a .^wj^.t, in a Book which he entitled, TIj/ 
fakers fnaken^ he, \.:\^^xc^^ in 1653, and attcfted by the then 
Mayor of Kendal^ tiic Minillcr oi KiJidal^ and feveral other 
Pcrlbns, whofj Names are there into annexed. Xhe Story u 
prodigious, and futh aiionifliini; v^uaking and Diftortion of his 
Limbs as couli not be countcricitcd, which the Devil told him 
was the tficcts of his Infpiration by the Spirit of God.— -And 
one John Tolderoy has printed a very punctual Narrative 
of his Converi'ion to l^luakerijm^ and of the mod aftonifliing 
Pofleilion of the Devil, even to tlic Apparitions of evil Spirits 
dancing about him, and cncouraL'ing him in the Principles of 
Quakerifm, chiefly to adhere flron_ly to his own Light luithln^ 
which he was to make a fuperior Cjuide to Scripture ; and, thtfe 
unclean Spirits having the Power to make Imprefiions on his 
Imaginations, he became cntirelv fubjecl to their Will, and was 
carried intollrange Excefles even to attempt Miracles, but to 
no Purpofe, ior there the Devil lett him in the Lurch *. 

Tlio' at fome Meetings they would h^^felent altogether, yet 
at others there would be fuch loud and hideous Ycllings and un- 
natural Screamings as to affright Dogs, horfcs, dffr. at a Di- 
ftance. Thefe monftrous Quakii.gs, Diftortions, and violent 
Motions, continued amongft them from their firft Origin in die 
Year 1650 'till the Reftoration Anno 1660, but have fincefor 
the moft Part ceafed. 

This was fine Sport to the Emiflaries of Rome to fee their 
Plot fuccecd fo well, yea beyond Expectation : For, that Qua- 
kcrifm is ;m accurfcd Weed of their planting is evident from 
feveral Circumftanccs. Sir J. Ware (who was exceeding cu- 
rious in Affairs of this Nature) dc»es aver, '' That he was ae- 
** dibly informed, that a St. O/rur's Jcjuit declared that they 
** were 20 Vcais hammering out the 6VJ? of the Qakersf* 
To raife up a new Se(^^ the moll: likely to introduce Popery it- 
quired a j^cat many Politick Heads and feveral Confultations, 
where one Time i\n\\ a Scheme, at another Time a different one 
was JMop^>U\^ fo(ntihuu\ menJed, fomething altered, fome- 
thin^\ aJded, 'till at Kill they brought it to the Shape it made its 
iirff Appeaianvv in in i!u- \^ 01 Id. And now let any one fup- 
jvUl\ ihai, it all /•."•.;•;/.;...' iiad luvn infected with tlie Leaven of 
Ji^/«..A.-. ».,.•/.', (a*, in thai l^in ot d'-^'u';:*: tliere was aPoflibilitj)

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As to G. Fox, he was abundantly too ftupid to lay fuch a 
Plan (curfed as it is) without fome borrowed Help from more 
refined Politicians ; tho% as one of an Enthufiajiick Cajl of 
Mind, he was made a Tool of, he himfelf being entirely igno- 
rant of the Grand Defign of Rome, W. Pen, the Great 
Champion of the Caufe, was known, by the moft fagacious of 
the fakers themfelves, to be a Papijl^ tho% for private Rea- 
fons, they did not care to expofe him. And Robert Barclay^ . 
who wrote the Apology^ was brought up a Papift at the Scotch'. 
Convent at Paris, 'Tis to no Manner of Purpofe to alledjge 
that, in this Apology for the fakers, he docs fometimes caft 
Refledions on the Church of Rome : This was \n order to make 
the Maik fit the more clofe, whenjie had a double End in View, 
viz, to gain Profelytes to Quakerifm, and confequently to carjy 
on the Intereft oi Rome undtr that Difguife; for the Jefuits 
have laid this down as a Maxim, That Diviftons and Separations 
are the moji ejfe6lual Way to introduce Popery^ and ruin the Pro" 
tejfant Religion, 

Thus did Thomas Heth, in the Reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, exclaim againft the Church of Rome ; " he laboured (as 
he faid) *' to refine the Proteftants, and to take ofF all Smacks 
*' of Ceremonies that in the lead did tend to xh^RomiJh Faith.'^ 
Yet this very Man was detedled to be a Jefuit by a Letter that 
cafually dropped from him in the Pulpit, direfted to him by a 
feigned Name from the Provincial of the Jefuits. The Letter 
concludes thus, There is no other Way to prevent People from turn" 
ing Hereticks^ and for recalling of others back again to the Mothpr 
Churchy than by Diverfities of Opinions*, And it is very re- 
markable, that, when Pope Pius (the Fifth of that Name) had 
caufed to be imprifoned Faithful Com m in, a Fryar of the 
Order of St. Dominick^ in that he was informed the faid Com- 
MiN had fpoken very abufively of him and his Religion in £;/g-» 
landy the Prifoner humbly defired an Audience of the Pope^, 
which being granted, his Holinefs, at the firft Sight of him, fell 
into a Paflion and faid. Sirrah^ I have heard how you have fet 

forth me and my Predecejfors among your Hereticks of England, by 
reviling my Perfon^ and ratling at my Church, To whom Com- 

.»MIN reply 'd, / co'^fefs my Lips have uttered that which my Heart 
never thought -% but your Holinefs little thinks I have done you a 
mojl confiderable Service^ notwith/ianding I have fpoken fo mujch 
againfl you. To which the Pope returned, How^ in the Nam6 
of all the Saints^ hafl thou done fo ? Sir, faid Com MIN, / have 
preached againji fet forms of Prayer, and I called the Englilh 
Common Prayer EngliihMsi(Syjand have perfuaded fever ally to pray

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fpirhually and extempore 5 and this hath Jo much taken with the 
People^ that the Church of England* is become as §dious to that 
Sort of People as Mafs is to the Church of England ; and this 
will be a Stumbling- Block to that Church whilji it is a Church. 
Upon which the Pc^pe commended him, and gave him a Reward 
of 2000 Ducats for his good Succefs*. 

To return from this Digreflion, if it may be called one. 
There is fufficient Evidence upon Record, and attefted upon 
Oath, that Slnakerifm was firft broached in the populous City of 
Bri/lol in the Year 1654. 

The Information of George Cowlishaw, of the City of Bri- 
ftol, Ironmonger^ taken the 22d Day of jznuzryy 1654, wht 
informeth on his Oath^ 

^HAT, In the Month of September X^R:^ this Informant had 
^ fome Difcourfc in Brijlolwlth one Coppinger, an Iri/ih 
many formerly a Schoolfellow of his, that came purpofcly 
thither for his Paffage into Ireland^ who told this Informant 
that he had lived in Rome and Italy ei^iht or nine Years, and 
had taken upon him the Order of a Fryar of the Francifctm 
Company. And he told this Informant that he had been at 
London lately for fome Months; and, whilft he was there, he 
had been at all the Churches and Meetings, Publick and Pri- 
vate, that he could hear of, and that none came {o near him 
as the fakers ; and, being at a Meeting of the fakers ^ he 
there met with iivo of his Acquaintance at Rome (the which 
two Perfons were of the fame Francifcan Order with himfelf) 
that were now become chief Speakers among the ^uakers^ and 
he liimfelf had fpoke among the fakers in London about 30 
Times, and was well approved of amongftthem. And this 
Informant further faith. That the faid Mr.CoppiNCER aflccd 
him what Kinds of Opinions in Religion there were in Brifiol 
And this Informant told that there were feveral Opinions and 
Judgments, and not naming any Opinions of Xhsi^^uak&s^ 
the faid Mr. Coppin'GER afked him whether there had been 
any fakers in BriJIoly and the Informant anfwered him, No. 
Whereupon the faid Mr. Coppinger told him, the faid In- 
formant, two or three Times, that, if he did love his Rcli- 
f;ion and his Soul, he Ihtuild not hear them. Whereupon this 
nformant told him, that he thought none of them would 
come to Brijiol 5 who cxprefly replied, that, if this Infor- 
mant would give him Kivc Pounds, he would make it Five 
Hundred Pounds, if fome leakers did not coaie to BriJlA

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* within three Weeks, or a Month, then following : And, on 

* the Morrow following, the faid Copping er departed thb 

* City for Ireland^ his native Place ; and, about i8 Days after, 

* there came to this City two Perfons that bear the Name of 

' fakers.' Mpft Kkcly his two Fellow Francifcan Fryars 

above-mentioned. 

Thus it is evident ^o a Demonftration that the Romifi Priefts 
lent an affifting Hand in forming^ the Seft of Quakers at their 
firft Appearance in the World, How numerous foever this up- 
ftart Sect may be at prefent in Brlftol^ yet it is not a compleat 
Century fince their firft Spawning there by two Popijh Impo- 

ftors. 1 fhall conclude with what the late excellent Bifliop of 

Worcefter^ Dr. Stillingfleet, has coUeSed out of Orlan* 
DiNus in his Life of Ignatius Loyola, the Founder of the 
yefuitSj which Order was confirmed by the Pope's Bull, A. D. 
1 340. // had been his Cujiom^ fays O R L a n d i n u s , not to give 
Men any Titles of Refpe^f^ but to call them only By their common 
Names ; and he quejlioned a little with himfelf whether he ought 
to break that Cujlom^ being once convened before a Spanifli Com- 
mander^ and refolves it in the Negative^ becaufe to do it proceeded 
from too great Fear of Men^ therefore^ being brought before him^ 
gives him no Tejlinmy of Refpe£f either in his Words or ASfions^ 
and particularly he would not put off his Hat. From this and fe- 
veral other Refemblances the excellent Prelate makes this Infe- 
rence, * If any one may guefs the Father by the Child's Like- 
' nefs, Ignatius Loyola, the Founder of the y<?/«//j, was at 
leaft the Grandfather of the Quakers *.' 
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APPENDIX. 

As a further Teftimony that Quakerifm had its firft Rife from 
the Contriv^ce of Papifts, I (hall here add, that Sir James 
Ware (who was very inquifitive in Matters of that Nature) 
does relate on another Subjeft, * That, when James Nay-

* mentioned) one Anthony Nugent, a Popijh Prieft, pre- 

* tended to be one of his Difciples, and went before through 

' the Streets, crying out Hofanna /' Hunting of the Rom.

I forgot to mention (which is very material to the Purpofe) 
that as feveral Quakers at their firft Appearance were poflefled, 
fo we may juftly infer, that one Effeft of that Poffeflion was their 
going ftark-haked, (fometimes by Pairs of both Sexes) and that

He was bedaubed all 
over with Filth and Excrements, which he did as an Emblem of 
the Nakednefs and Filth of thcMinifter in preaching out of the 
Bible, and faid ^ that he might as well come there with aT — d

Whitehead, another of their Teachers, does vindicate S, 
EccLEs forhib fo doing, ' as aSign (fays G. VVh.) of the Na- 
*'kednefs of fuch Profeflbrs and Priefts as he, S. Eccles, wit- 

* nefied againft.' G. Whitehead's Light and Life af 

Christ ivithin^ p. 38. Ed. 1668. 

The Wife of Edmund Adlington, of Kendal^ went 
naked thro' the Streets the 21ft of Novauhery 1653 ; as did Ma- 
ry Collin SON, another Quaker- woman, of the faid Town, 
who rebuked thofe that covered her Nakednefs, telling them, 

* that they hindered the Work of the Lord.' {Vid. Les. Val 
II. FoL p, 263.] And it was no unufual Sight to fee feveral 
Couples of them, Male and Female, walk the Streets ftark-na- 

ked, and enter into a Church and difturb the Congregation. 

Mr. Cotton Mather, a Native o^ New-England^ doesalfo 
affirm, upon his certain Knowledge, that they frequently a6led the 
fame Satanical Pranks there as their Friends did in Old England* 
I fhall tranfcribc a Part of what he fays in his own Words, ' I 

* would intreat the World that they would not be too ready to 
^ receive all Stories told by the fakers about their New- England 

* Pcrfccution upon two Women of their Se<St, who came^tfri^ 

* naked as ever they were horn into our publick AfTemblies, and 
^ they were (Baggages xhvX they were !) adjudged unto the 

^ Whipping-poft for that Piece of Devilifm.' HiJI. o/Nevt- 

England, B. vii. p. 24. EJ, 1702, Lord. FoL where feveral In- 
ftances of Diabolical PuficfTiohs are related at large,^ and fomc 
very furprizing. 

in Dr. Turner's Hiflory of Providences Dr. Templar 
rclateth the Cafe of one Robert Churchman, who was 
leaving the Church oi England ^ and embracing ^akerifm ; his 
Wife beinp; further gone, and a Principle wrought in her, as 
they cxprcls it. Eut the iVIan was in fome Sufpenfe ; and, as 
he was dubious what to refulve upon, a ^taker-teacher told him 
that he (hould fee a Si;:n. Witiiin a few Nights there was a 
violent Storm over his Room, and a Voice within him faid, 
** Sing Praifcs, fing Prailes ; thou flialt fee the Glory of 
•• the New Jerufalcni :" And then a glimmering Light ap- 
peared all over the Room, 'l^he Venice then commanded him 
to rife out of his Bed, to go tiukcd to fome Relations of h^s, 

to 
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to deliver fuch a Meffage, and to threaten them with Ffre and 
Brimftone like that of Sodom and Gomorrah if they did not 

obey. He accordingly went naked^ as he was commanded, 

perfv/rmed his Meffage, and returned home, where he flood 
naked 2ho\xt Four Hours; the ' Spirit within him in an unufual 
Manner forcing him fometimes to fing, and fometitnes to bark 
like a Dog. 

This Temptation continued for a confiderable Time ; but at 
length, by Dr. Templar's Advice and earneft Application, 
and Attendance upon him, he recovered out of the Snare of the 
Devil, keptclofe to the Publick Service of God aseftabliflied 
in the Church of England^ and had nothing; to do with the 
fakers ever lince Dr. Turner's Hiji. of Provid, Ch. IxxxvL 
and Glanvil on Wit):hcraft^ Rel. vi. 

Now, had this Man been perverted to ^akerifm^ thefe ac- 
curfed Symptoms, of going naked and barking as a Dog, would 
have been interpreted as fo many fure Tokens of Regeneration, 
and of a true Seed and Principle in him ; but, fince he was 
happily reclaimed, he is reputed an Apojlate^ and as one that 

withftood the Motion of the Spirit. Inftances there are 

chough ; and too many indeed of the fame Kind might have 
been produced fmce the firft Rife of this upjiart Se£f ; but thefe 
are fufHcient to give a Sample of what they call the Light within. 

To conclude. As the fakers would fain obtrude upon the 
World the Delirium of a heated Fancy for true Infpiration, fo 
they themfelves are fometimes notably gulled and impofed upon, 
as is evident by the fdlowing remarkable, true Story. There 
was a Gentleman, that not long fince lived in the North of 
England^ (whofe Name 1 cannot at prefent recoUedl) of a con- 
fiderable Eftate, and a Pcrfon of Diftinftion, that married a 
Wife, a very virtuous Woman, 'who had been brought up a 
^aker^ They lived very happy, the Hufband not at all inter- 
fering, but allowing her full Liberty in Matters of Religion, 
tho' he himfelf was a true Protpjiant, and a Member of the 
tftabliflied Church. Now, after they had thus lived a good 
many Years in this happy Union without any Jarr or Difcord, 
they were vifited by a ^aker-teacher ^ who called himfelf David 
in the Spirit^ who was formerly acquainted with the Lady and 
her Parents, as being of the fame Perfuafion. Upon the Foot- 
ing of Old Acquaintance he met with a very kind Reception j 
and he for a Time behaved tolerably civil, but at iail grevy 
very troublefome, frequently making Difturbancc at Family- 
Worlhip, and conftantly making a Noife and Clamour when 
(as we commonly ^xprefs it) Grace was faid before or after 
Meat, 
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This was born with for fomo Time by the Gentleman oat of 
Rcfpedt to his Wife j but then hie Behavionr grev* intolerable: 
But how to get rid of hini he could not well contrive, for for 
of difobliging his Wife, for fhe had lUll a Hankeritig after ha 
Quaker 'fooler In* \ but, lucky for the Gentleman, there was a 
Nephew of his, that lived in the Family, a notable Youdi, 
and ready at Invention, who, perceiving his Uncle vcryuneafy, 
(and how could he be othcrwife ?) did- propofe to him, that, if 
he would be pleafcd to let him have the Management, he woulii 
engage that the troublefome Guelt (liould quit the Houfe with- 
out any the leaft Infringement of Good Manners, and without 
the leaft Affront or Uncivility offered either to his Wife or 
lyavid in the Spirit, 

The Propofal was granted on the faid Conditions ; and tjye 
young Gentleman thus contrived it by a notable Stratsgon. 
He caufed a Hole to be made thro' the Cieling, exadly oppo- 
fite to or above the Bed where the ^aker dki ufe to lie, (im- 
perceptible to him ;) and, in order to difguife his Voice, be 
fitted to it a Sort of a S peaking -trumptt ; and one Morning, « 
the Quaker lay in his Bed, he thus accofled him, David'nk 
Spirit ! The Quaker heard' the Voice with fomc Concern, te 
Ipoke nothing : Then the Second Alarm founded aloud, IkH 
in the Spirit / At this Second Call David was in a great Emo- 
tion and Trembling, but, notwithffanding, ftili kept Silence: 
Then a Third Alarm, more vehement ftill, cried aloud, Ikoi 
in the Spirit ! David in the Spirit ! At which being tcrrMy 
aitonifhed, and being perfuaded that it was a Divine Call, k 
made Anfwer (as Samuel did by Eli's DiredHon) Speak^ IaH^ 
for thy Servant heareth. To which the Voice replied, * Thuj 

• fjith the Lord : As thou didft bear TefKmony to the Trutk 

• in the North of ^wg/jm/, fo I command thee to bear the fiuiK 

• Tcrtimony in the North of Ireland.' Upon which David 
was all Ohcdionce, llraight got out of Bed, ordered his Thi<9 
to be packed up, and, being authorized by this 'fpccial Coo- 
miflion, iiHfanrly (ct out for the Place of his Deftination, wkft 
he m.»j^nilieil the Divine Call to the great Joy and EdificatioD 
of all I he IhcMhien, to he thus confirmed in the Faitb whidi 

was oiKc dilivcirii m CJkoRv;e Fox. Thus the word^ 

Cicnihn^n not ml of hit* troublefome Gueft without the ieatt 
DiinuiuiiiHi i\\ I liuiil breeding in forbidding him his Houfe» 
and \i\ tuihiii{» liiin out ot Doors.— 'But how juftifiable d» 
Connivaiiii nii(ilu In* I canmu determine, unlefs on thv Credit 
ot an nld l*i.»viih, 7/.»/ to dtunve a Deceiver is n§ Fraud.^'^

tinliiili.iiiii. , CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIL 

Of the Cameronians in Scotland, and the Fifth Monar- 
chy Men in England. 

ALtho' the Cameronians be rigid Covenanters^ and ftri£U)r ad* 
here to the Inftitutions of Calvin, pven to SupeVfti* 
tion ; yet, becaufe of fome peculiar extravagant No- 
tions, they are not altogether owned by the eftabliflied Kirk pf 
Scotland, A Fiercenefs of Temper ^ a Copioufnefs of long Ser^mofjs^ 
and much longer Prayers^ and a Grace before and after Meat if a 
full Hour's Continuance J came to he the chief Dijiin£lign of the 
Party*. They WjCre fo named from one Richard Came- 
ron, a noted Field- preacher, and a valiant Champion of the 
Kirk Militant^ who was flain *t Stres-Mofs Anno i68i> with- 
i)js Sword in bis Hand as he fell, fighting cpurageoufly for the 
Dodrinp of Refiftance and the Covenant. 

This was a Time when the Duke pf York was at Scotland^ who 
behaved in fo obliging a Mjanner, (as f4ith Biftpp 3urnet) 
that he was univerfally eftcemed. But, notwithftanding, a 
ftrange Spirit of Infatuation (fays Burnet) feized thofe turbu- 
Ijent People, vi%. the Field-conventiplers, who were once called 
Qargillites^ from oneCARciL, once a Minifter o^Glafgow, but 
-Reeling Popularity, he commenced an itinerant or circumfe- 
raneoqs Holder- forth, and inftilled very dangerous Opinions in- 
to the Minds of the Populace ; which afterwards proved of fa- 
tal Confequence both to himfelf and turbulent Followers. 

Befides feveral Enthufiaftick Flights in Matters of Religion, 
their fettled Opinion was, that the King hud forfeited his Right • 
to the Crown by breaking the Covenant, (which was forced up- 
on him at his fii-ft Coronation in Scotland) and therefore, in a 
formal Declaration, >they renounced all Allegiance to him, and 
aflixed the fame to the Crofs of Dumfries, As many as were 
found in Arms were either taken Prifoners, or cut off by the 
King's Forces* Here Came^ion fell, as was mentioned be- 
fore, Swprd-in-band. Hackstqne, one of the Aflaflins of 
Archbifhop Sharp, was taken Prifoner, and fufFered with a- 
mazing Obftinacy. When he was brought before the Council, 
he would not own the Authority ; fo he was fummarily con- 
demned to have his Hands cut ofF before he was lianged. He 
feemed all the while to be in an enthufwJlUk Rapture j for, when 
bis Hands were chopped off, he afked, like one unconcerned, 

if 
• Murn.lX^, of htt own Tifoes iibrid|;. p. 15, 
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if his Feet were to be cut off too. The above-mentioned 

Cargil was alfo taken Prifoncr, with many others of that mad 
Sc£l, (as Biihop Burnet exprefly calls them) who all fuffered 
with fo particular an Obftinacy that, tho' the Duke, out of 
his Clemency, fent them a Pardon on the Scaffold if they would 
only fay, God blefs the King^ yet they refufed die Offer with 
Contempt*. C5nc of them, a Woman, faid very calmly, 
Jbg was Jure God would ncjcr bUfs him^ and therefore (he would 
not take God *s Name hi vain. Another faid more fuUen, That 
Jhi would not worjlnp that Idolj nor acknowledge any other Kingy 
diit K, Jesus. About 15 or 16 died under this Delufion, and 
then the Duke ordered a Stop to be put to their Profccution; 
and the reft to be fcnt to the Houfe of Corrp6lion, and put to 
hard Labour, as the only Way to fettle their diftradbed Brains. 

They rebelled a^aiiift the Government longTiefore this, afew 
Years after the Rcftoratioii, and on the fame Motive /i/ up ibe 
Covenant y and abclijhcd Epifcopacy. Their furious Minifters went 
along with their Army, ii^fufing Courage into them, and praying 
for Succefs : But. notwithftanding they were defeated by the 
King's Troops uiulcr Ciencral Dalziel, and had thenalfoan 
Offer of their Lives if they would renounce the Covenant, 
they were firm and inflexible, and chofe rather to die than re- 
nounce their Idol. 

The Reverfc of all this feafonable Clemency was theconftant 
Ufage of this enthufiaftick Clan to as many of the King's Party as 

were fo unhappy as to fall into their mercilefs Hands. When 

the brave Marquefs of Montrofs fought in the Caufe of Loyalty 
and Religion, and mifcarried in his Undertaking, his poor dif- 
pcrfed Army was, by the Country People, and at the InJIiga- 
tion of their Teacher s^ (as Biihop Burnet exprefly affirmedi) 
who called upon them not to fpare^ nor do the Work of the Lord 
deceitfully^ cruelly knr)ckcd on the Head, and unmercifully but- 
chered every where in .cold Blood. As to the gallant Men- 

trofsy after he had been lurking for fome Time in Woods and 
Caverns, he was at hft betrayed by one M'Lian, of JJpn^ 
brought to Edinhn-ghy carried through the Streets with all $heln- 
famy that brutal Men could contrive, and, in a few Days, ex- 
ecuted on a very hi«».li (iibbet, and his Head and Quarters fct up 
in divers publick Places of the Kingdom. * His Behaviour 

* under all this luulnuous Ufage, which he looked upon with a 

* noble Scorn, w.is [\veat and firm to thelaft. The Cruelty of 

* hia Enemies railed iiorror in fobcr People ; and the Trium[As 

* thai the Preuch^n nmdr upon this Occafion rendered themodi- 

* ous/ as they well dcfcrvcd to be, being a Knot of bloody- 

minded 
• Ukritx Mill, gf hUown Tim«t abrid^. P*273» 
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tninded Villains and publick Incendiaries. Thus fell this illuftri^ 
cus Hero by the Hands of Brutes and Barbarians ; and that which 
does fiill aggravate the Heinoufnefs of this execrable Murder is, 
not only that the Marquefs a£ied by the King's Special War- 
rant, but that the Scots had two Commiifioners, Wz. the Earls of 
CaJJtUs and Lothian^ at that very Time at the Hague^ treating 
ivith the King about his Reftoration. It was he that wrote the 
following Stanza with the Point of his Sword upon the Sand^ ia 
memory of his martyred Sovereign ; which I do not mention for 
any peculiar Excellency, but, being an extempore Performance, 
it argues a lively Genius, equally devoted, as Sir Philip &id» 
X«£Y, tarn Martij tarn MercurU. 

Great ^ Goody and Juji^ could I hut rate 

My Grief y and thy too rigid Fate^ 

I'd weep the World to fuch a Strain 

That itjhould deluge once again / 
But J Jince thy loud-tongu^dBjood demands Supplies 
AforefromBKiAKEUs' Hands than Argus' Eyes, 
Pllfing thy Obfequies with Trumpet -founds ^ 
And write thy Epitaph with Blood and JVoundi ! 

I fhall not trace the Cameronians in their feveral Infurreflions 
iagainft the Government, to which their feditious Teachers al* 
ways fpirited them on, when there was the leaft Probability 0/ 
Succefs i for their Principle wasj that Dominion is founded ^n 
Grace. I fhall only take Notice further of that almoft unparal-. 
lelled A61 of Barbarity in murdering Dr. Sharp, Archl)iihop of 
St. Andrew* Sy who was the Second of thait Sacred Charafter, fmcc 
the Reformation, that fell a Sacrifice to Prefbyterian Rage. 

This unhappy Man (unhappy, indeed, in his tragical End bv 
the bloody Hands of Cannibals) was a Native of Scotlana^ 
brought up a Prelbyterian, and maintained by them, as fuch, ^ 
confiderable Time in England ; but, after mature Delibci-ation^. 
having quitted that Party, and conforming, he was j cverfmce^ 
the Butt and ObjeQ;of their Malice and Fury, more efpecialljr 
fince he was advanced to the Epifcopal Dignity. — -^As he was 
going into his Coach in July 1668, one of the enthufiaftick Ban* 
dittij named Mitchel, (noted for a fierce arid favage Tem- 
per) came up and difcharged a Piftol at him, but miffing him^ 
it fhattered die Bifhop of Orkney*^ Arm, that flood Juft by, but 
whether he died of the \Yound I am iiot informed. The Af- 
laflin efcaped i but the Afchbiihop viewed hini fo narrowly, that^~ 
fix Years after, he kniEW him, and had him apprehended. His 
Tryal was very folemn s and Loc&art, who was his Council, 
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made a long Harangue in his Defence ; but his Plea was over- 
ruled, *' That fuch Procedure upon the Matter would be expo- 
*^ fmg the Archbifhop's Perfon to any Man that would attempt 
** to murder him, if Favour fliould be {hewn to an Affiiffin :*' 
And fo he was condemned to be hanged.—- Burnbt makes a 
terrible Outcry againft this Proceeding, and alledees, ** That 
** probably it was one Reafon, both in the juft Judgment of 
^< God, and the enflamed Fury of Men, that brought Sharp, 
** two Years after, to fuch adifmal End." 

However that be, 'tis moft certain that the Execution of this 
Aflaffin had fo irritated the Spirits of thofe mad Zealots of his 
Faftion, that they banded together, and vowed to revenge bis 
Death the firft Opportunity that offered. They "were bloody- 
minded enough left to themfelves 5 but much more fi> when their 
furious bigoted Teachers fpirited them on as doing the Lord's 
Work effectually in deftroying an ApoJiaU to his former Princi- 
ples, and an Arch-enemy of Chriji and the Covefumt. As they 
had continual Spies to give them Intelligence, fo at laft, as he 
was returning from an Aflcmbly of State without his Servants, 
(his Daughter being the only Perfon with him in the Coach) a 
Pacty of thefe Hell-hounds attacked him, and, becaufc they 
found him unattended, they, in their mad, enthufiaflick Notions, 
concluded affuredly that God had now delivered their greatefl 
Enemy into their Hands : Whereupon feven of them rode up to 
the Coach, and one firing a Pifto) at him, whick burnt bis Gown, 
but did him no Harm, they fancied, that, as be efcaped Mit- 
chells Fire, he had fome Charm, or Magical Spell, to fecure 
him againft Shot ; fo they difmounted, dragged him out of the 
Coach, (his Daughter being forced in the Anguifh of her Soul 
to be a forrowful Looker on, ibrrowful indeed ! ) »id, by many 
repeated Stabs with their Sabres in every P^t of his Body, mur- 
dered him moft barbaroufly. 

They wreck their execrable Malice yet further. After they 
had fo mangled his Body, that it was a Horror to Humaft 
Nature to look at it, (tut it was a Feaft to the Eyes of thefe 
Cannibals, as a ftinking Carcafs is to the Vultures) they cut off 
his Head, cleft his Skull in two Parts, and, having with the Point 
of their Skeins fcoopedout the Brain, and as fa many incarnate 
Devils commiflioned by Hell, made ufe of them, inftead of 
Cups, to quaff and caroufe in their Triumph, with Iqud 
Huzzas at parting, they drank to the Damnation of JSmTs 

Migh-Prieft, the Caipl}as of St. Andrexv*^. Curftd he their 

Anger y fer it va^tifitrety and tbtir Wr^th^fvr it was cruel. Gen. 
xlix. 7. 

The vile and bafe MifcfcantSj about a Week aftcr^ held an es^ 
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ceeding great Fidd -conventicle within ro Miles of Glafgm^ as 
it were b publick Thankfgiving for the Succefs ihey had in the 
Murder of the Archbiftiop* This is'as prorogued Day after Day 
with Riot and Tuoiulc^ 'till at length, the Government being 
juftly incenfed at fuch Outrages* a Body of the Guards was fent 
to fupprefs them ; but they were repulfcd with the Loft of about 
30 of their Number. Flufhed with this Succefs, they increafcd 
to the Number of 8000 ftrong, and grew formidablei Where- 
upon the Duke of Mummuih was immediately difpatched with a 
Special Commiilion to gather all the Forces both in the North 
of England and Scotland^ to fall upon them without Lofs of 
Time, and not to treat with them upon any Terms, as being 
ftubborn and contumacious Rebels, that no gentle Method could 
reclaim- Upon this, when they found themfelves much Infe- 
rior to the King's Forces, a Pamkk felled them^ and they threw 
down their Arms and fled. The Duke carried hinifclf towards 
them with all the Lenity imaginable, faying, He cmld mt kill 
Mm in cqH Bhsd, that was the W^rk of a Butcher, md mt of a 
General 

As to thefe feditious Field'conmntldi^^ in order to have a juft 
and adequate Idea of them, let one but recolletft the vafl Crowds 
that attended Whitefield on Kenniugt&n-C^mmon^ and elfe- 
where ; only with this Difference, only Qne mounted the Stage 
for that Time, and after having held forth for two or three 
Hours, and colledted the Pence for charitable Ufes, {that was 
always the Pretence) the Crowd would bedifmifled with a Bid* 
fing, if the Collcdion would be fo me what tolerable; but, in 
the Camirmlan Field- preaching, four, five, or fix, (nioreorlefs, 
a$ they were provided) tmmtted alter nauly^ as foon as one had 
done, a frefti Man would begin, and fo continue alternately 
from Sun-rife to Sun-fet, He, that could hold out longcft, and 
made the loudeft Vociferation, was the moft extolled as the beft- 
gifted Preacher, And this would continue for feveral Days fuc- 

ccffively without Intemiiflion. *A vafl: many reforted thither 

out of Curiofity, and iomz for Pleafure and Diverllon ; for a- 
round fuch a large Circuit there would be feveral little Toy- 
Ihops, and httle portable Booths^ fome for Cakes and Ale, fome 
with Drams and Gcmva ; fo that ever 7 one had his End, 

The f^mc Relation that the Afeih^iijls claim {notwtthilanding 
i»0 their Irregularities) to the eftablifhed Church of England^ the 
fame do the Camifratiifins claim to thfe Kirk of Scotland. As the 
former do call themfdyes Members of the Church, but utterly 
<lefpife all Canons and Conftitutions and Ecclefialtical Polity \ fo 
do the latter as cffcflually the A£lsof Synods and ClafTes* As 
the Mith^dijls pretend they are the only Favourites of Heaven, 
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boaft of fpecial Revelations and Diredions from God, t^c, (o 
the Cameronians likewife boaft of Vifions, extraordinary Reve- 
lations, and fpecial Providences : All Nature muft be fubfervient 
to the whimfical Difpenfations of the one and the other. In a 
word, the Corner mians are the Enthufiafts of the Kirkj as the 
Methodijls tlxc of the Church* 

Mr. Kerr, of Kerjland^ would fiiin obtrude upon the World, 
that the Cameronians in general were a pious and devout Sort of 
People, and thatfome of their Teachers were gifted with a Pro- 
phetick Spirit. He mentions particularly one Mr. Pbdin, who, 
as he lay upon his Death-bed in the Year ib&bj told bis Friends 
that in a few Days he (hould die. " I fhall be decendy buried 
** by you, (faith he) and if my Body (hall be fuffered to reft in 
<* the Grave where you Ihall lay it, then I have been a Dccci- 
** ver, and the Lord hath not fpoken by me : But, if the Enc- 
<* my (the King's Forces) come a litde afterwards, and take it 
** up to bury it in an ignominious Place, then I hope you will 
*• believe that God hath fpoken by me ; and confequendy there 
•* {hdl not one Word fall to the Ground" of all that I havefore- 

told. Accordingly, in a few Days, he died, and was buried 

in the Church of Auchinlack^ in the Shire of Air , and, in a little 
Time afterwards, came a Party of Dragoons and took up his 
Body- which they carried to Cumnociy not far diftant, and bu- 
ried it under the Gallows. Whereupon the Cameronians ercflcJ 
a Monument. * 

Now, confidcring Time and Circumftanccs, ^/z. the Canw 
. ronians being routed, and the King's Troops purfuing them, 
this might eafily be guefled at, without the leaft Pretence to a 
Spirit of Prophecy, Mr. Kerr was obliged, in good Manners, 
to write all that he could to the Advantage of the Cameronians, 
for his Brother, Daniel Kerr, was a leading Man amongft 
them. And it is well known, that this Gentleman's Talents lay 
more in framing Political Schemes and Stock-jobbing than a true 
Difcernmcntin Matters of Religion. 

Among the P./;ii//x, indeed, (as fays a Prelate of great Wortk 
and Learning) the Light of Prophecy is one of the boafted Marks 
of the true Lhurch, of which they give an hundred Inftances, 
and challenge the Profejfants to produce the like. Would they 
come among the Alethodijis^ (and I may add the Cameroniam) 
they might kv their C'hallenpc anfwcred, and, perhaps, beio- 
duced to embrace them, or even to give them the Rightrbajad pf 
F^Iowfliip. t

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- So much for the Camer^mant in Scotland. I fhall now give a 
brief Account of the Ftfth-Mmarchy-Mtn^ that committed fucfi 
a terrible Outrage foon after the Reftoration in England. As the 
Camiranlans were a diftinil Body of Men, the fame in Principle 
and Pradice, long before they h*id that Apptllaiim from R. Ca- 
M RRON J fo the Fifth' Monarchy- Men owe their Original to the 
Times of Oliver's Ufurpation, (and, indeed, they weretheu 
actually fo called and diftingui(hed) tho' they did not exert their 
Fury fo vifiblc in Over£-a€ts of Cruelty (whatever might be 
their Intention) 'till after the happy ReJJarathn of the King and 

Conflitation in Church and State. Whatever might be the 

fecret Wiflies of feveral bloody Enthufial^s and Fanaticks of dif- 
ferent Denominations, yet certainly the Spirit of Diabolical In- 
fatuaiion never pnffeffed a Sed of People to a higher Pitch of 
fermented Rage than it did thofe of this accurfed and bloody- 
minded Scff^. They, of all other Fanaticks that fwarmed in 

thofe Days, caufed the moft Difturbance to Oliver, tho' he 
had the Cunning to manage them well enough* " Some, fays 
*' Bp, Burnet, that were perhaps more iiucere, yet were re- 
*= ally Brain-fick, defigned they knew not what, being refolved 
*' to puU down a Handing Miniftry, the Law and the Property 
*' of England^ and all the ancient Rules of Government, (but, 
"by the bye, that was pulled down already) and fet up in its 
*^ room an indigelled, enthufiaftical Scheme, which they called 
** the Kingdom of Christ, or of his Saints, many of them be* 
^* ing really in Expectation that, one Day or other, Christ 
" would come down and fit among them ; and, at leaft, they 
** thought to begin the glorious thoufand Years mentioned in 
*' the RivelGiisns.^* Hence they were called the Fifth- Mmarchy^ 
Jl^len^ that, as the Fcur Great Monarchies of the World conti- 
nued but for a Seafon, this Oiould continue to the Confumma- 
tion of Time. 

OnvEK, as was mentioned, had tlie Management to keep 
thefe unruly Spirits fomewhat under Subjection \ but, foon after 
the Rejhratwn^ they broke thro' all Reftraints, and chofe, for 
their Leader and Captain, oocThomas Venj^e^, a Wine- 
Cooper by Trade* and a pretended Infpired Teiichen It was 
agreed among them» that the Powers of the Earth were to be 
utterly defiroyed, and King Jesus abne fet up, whom they *^x- 
^^ected would come down from Heaven, cloathtd with Majefty, 
^Kto appear at £he Head gf ihem* Before they role up in Arms, 
^VVbnn£R preached to thtm, (alluding to thiit of Mofs) 
^m:ihat One ^f thtm J}j3uid chafe a Hundnd^ w:d a Hundrtd put 7m 
Th^^fand t& Fbgbt^ and affming them, in the Name of the 
^■Xord, f hat no If'^eapons^ fmnud Ggainjf them ^ jhmld proffer y mr 
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m Hair of thiir Head be /tf«rW.*—— Their Imagination being 
thus heated by virtue of a Aippofed Commiffion fealed in die 
Court of Heaven, they are already aflfured of Vtdory ; and, oo 
January by 1660, they took Arms, and, in the I>ulk of tbe 
Evening, marched to &t. PauVs Church-Tard^ where they nui- 
ftered their fmall Party, and an innocent Pcrfon, coming bj 
accidentally, being by them aiked whom he was for, and 
be anfwering, according to the ufual Mode, Far God andKini 
Charles, ^they (hot at him dire&ly, and killed him on dx 
Spot. 

The City being foon alarmed by fuch a Tumult and Infurrec* 
tion, a fmall Party of the Trained-bands marched againft th^m; 
but a Pannick feized them, and they retreated, fo great was tbe 
Terror ! Whereupon the bloody Enthufiafts, without aaf 
Controul, fcowercd the Streets before them, knocking down and 
killing every one they met with without Diftindion of Sexoi 
Age, infomuch that fome Streets of the City were filled witk 
Slaughter and Blood before any one could tell what was theOc- 
cafion of fo much Mifchief and Barbarity. They marched this 
triumphantly, weltering in Blood, 'till they came to Alierjgett^ 
where they halted, and proclaimed King Jesus, crying out,ifi 
King hut Christ. From thence they proceeded to Beech-lmy 
where a Headborough oppofmg them, they butchered him, and 
then prccipitantly took their Rout to Canewood^ wherefor a wUc 
they remained : But the City, having Intelligence thereof, fcnt 
out a Party of Horfe and Foot, which took about 30 of them, 
and fent them Prifoners to the Gate-hou/e. 

During their Stay at Canewoody Venner, and his two inipired 
Prophets, Tuffnel and Crags, fo worked up the Spirits of 
their fmall Party by perverting Scripture, and applying fcvenl 
Texts to be fulfilled in them, infomuch that they fancied them- 
fclves already fcatcd on fo many Thrones in the glorious MUi^ 
nium. And on January the 9th they creSt their Standard, and 
with difplayed Colours march well-armed without Oppofition to 
Bijhcpfgatey where they proclaimed King Jesus, and difperfedsb- 
xnong the Populace (as many as dare approach near) a printed 
Declaration, intitled. The Door of Hope opened i but, in Effect, 

it proved a Tr«^-Aor of Deft ru£t ion. Upon this, fomedf 

the Trained-bands were ordered forthwith to attack them, to 
prevent further Mifchief; but, as they approached near, their 
Courage fell, and they (hamefully retreated to the Main-guard. 
They then proceeded triumphantly to the Gate-houfiy VenneR 
being; vmed with a Murrion on his Head and aHalbert in his 
Hand, arid commanded the Prifoners (the Holy Brethren that were

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embarked in tbc fame Caufe) to be fct at Liberty, othcrwf fcall 
Oppofers ftioiild feci the Weight of his Indignation, to their 
utter Ruin, But, before he cou id accomplifli hii Dcftgns, the 
Life-guard and two Companies of the Trained -bands ict tjpoa 
them, and a bloody Skirniifli cnfue*L Jt muft be owned, that 
the Enthufmjh fought like Lions* being refolved to carry on th© 
Caufe at the Expencc of the iaft Drop of Blood, Tho* tlie^ 
were but a Handful of Mot in coniparifaa, yet being made tor 
l>clieve it was a Divine Impnife, tl)ey cireaded no Dangjer. At 
Igft being overpowered by Numbers, and VENBS-jiR being knock- 
ed down, (tho^ not mortally woitndcd) the ncfl: liiider the Com-* 
mand of TuFFKEL and Crags retired in very good Order lo^ 
wards CrippkgGiiy firing in the Rear ast die Ti'aincd-batids that 
purfued them* Here they fortified themCblvcs aswell as ihcy could 
in a Publick Inn, and would not htarof any Terms uf forren^t 
dering, and rcfufed Quarters, *tiil Col. Cox furroimdrd the 
Place^ and ordered a File of Mufqueteers to get up Stairs anii 
force the Door, and fall upon them j which, with great DiB^ 
culty, vras at I aft performed. Hexe fix cf them were killed^ 
and the reft yielded. 

Their Trial fuccecding foon after this dcfperafc Engagcmcm^ 
Venner was iirft called i and, being ailced Cuiky or AW Gmi^ 
ty^ he would not for fome Time plesid, but ran out into a wiU 
Difcourfe about hb Converfatbn mNtm^Exgla^^ and concem-i 
jng the Fifth Mmanhy^ and the Teftimony within him for 
above 20 Years, The Witnefles depofed. That he^ together 
wtih TtJFFNEL and CragSj did fever g I Ttnm perfuade tke 
Cmgrtgaticn U tah up Arms f^r King Jesus ugalnfl ihi Pm^ifi 
&J the Earth : That, after long Prayings the main Drift of 
their Preaching was tojlir up thi People to fght fir th^ Holy 
Caufe I and that they had Special Dlrg^hmfr&m the CGurf ffHea- 

I ven to kill all that eppofid them^ inAfmuch as they ^ppsfrd the 
JVork of the Lord, After he was co^emned, the Lord Chief- 
Juftice Foster charging Vennkji with the BJood of his Ac- 

I complices by his Sedu^ticp and Ic3ufii|g of I hem, he an f we red 

Ifurly, He did not. To which the Wicneilcs being produced 
^ain, he evaded their Teftimony wich this blafphemous Rant, 
Uswaj not he^ but Jesus, that hd th£m. Tuffnel and Crags 
Were killed in the Scuffle. 
[ According to the Sentence pronounced Janmjry 19, Venner 
ind HoDGKiN, (another of the defperate Gang) both dan ge- 
roufly wounded, were drawn on Sledges from Newgate through 
Cheapfde over-againft iheir Meeting- houfe in Swan- Alley fn 
Coleman- Street^ where they were executed according to the:>en* 
^^e^ce pronounced againft ibem* Venwer at the Gallows (^s is 
Hp ufuaL 
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ufual with Enthufiafts and mad Zealots) vindicated himfclf and 
Fa£t, being confident, he faid, That thi Time was at hand ivhmy 
mhiT Sort of Judgmmt wauld mamfcjf tt/elfmo the World.^^ 
As for HoDGKiN, he died raving, praying and calling down] 
Vengeamefrom Heaven upon the King^ the Judges^ and the City 
tf LondQn, Nor would he leave off» in imprecating Curfcs up-i' 
en the whole Nation, until the Hangman, by the Sheriff's? j 

Order, turned him off the Ladder. So that, as they Jived, 

in the fame mad Enthufiajiick Principle they died. Their Quar-* 
ters were fee upon the four Gates of the City, by the Rigicides, 
whofe Quarrel and Revenge they undertook in this defperatc At- 
tempt. 

There were Slxtan of them in all drawn, hanged, and 
quartered. And it is remarkable that, after all the fe feafonabJc 
Executions, the Spirit of the Party was not at all daunted. 
They continued to hold their Conventicles (in private) as fre- 
quent as ever J where one Johpj James, a Smali-coai-man by 
Trade, preached to them in the fame Strain as did his Prcdecei- 
fors, exciting to Rebellion^ and inveighing moft bitterly againft 
the King and Government. Whereupon he was tried and 
condemned* As he was drawing on a Sledge to Tyhurn^ fome 
of his hot-headed Se£l threw themfelves into the fame Sledge, 
aind very tenderly embraced him. So highly opinioiiated were 
they of their filly, tho' bold and mad. Seducer I

Of the three pretended French Prophets and their deludei 
Followers in England^ more particularly Sir ujcHARd 
BuLKLEY, tf»rf/oHN Lacv,jE/^; Their falfe Pre^ 
diffion (f the Rejurnifion of Dr. i m e , inf'oe Months^ 
Time after his Interment. Their Wretched Infatuation. 

OV R blefled Saviour has often forewarned us of Deceivers; 
falfe Prophets, and lying Wonders, fo powerful to de- 
lude, that, if poffible, they u^ould deceive the very E- 
J^.— This is a fair Warning to a giddy World, which ii 
more readily influenced by the Pageantry of Gefture,. ftrange 
Agitations, high Pretences, and big Looks of every infolent 
iVetender, th^ the weighty Truths of the Gofpel. 

Such was the Appearance of the Thnee Camis ars, or pre^ 
tended French Prophets in England^ who found this Natioh (b 
Ibnd of Novelties, and fo fufceptible of Impreflion, that, fot 
^ome Time, they were crowded with Auditors, even feme oF 
the beft Fafliion, and made a confiderable Trade of \!ciAx fpechmi 
i,igerdematn^ carried on under the Mafk and Pretence of uttefr 
ing Prophecies. Thefe three bold Adventurers, or rather three 
notorious Cheats in Villainy and Hypocrify, were Eli as Ma- 
itroN, John Cavalier, and DuRANt> Page, feut, when 
they played their Tricks fo fuccefsfully to the Shame of the Na- 
tion, (as did the late Bottk-conjure^) they were joined by more 
^if their- Countrymen to fliare in the Booty. As to the firft- 
named E. Marion, he was bold and cunning, had an excellent 
Memory, of good Natural Parts, but vicioufly inclined, and 
Was brought up, as well as the other two, an arrant Papijf ; fo 
that Rome will be found to have a great Share in the Intrigues of 
thofe fly I^poftors. When he, with his two Companions, was 
Contriving the impious Farce that they concerted among them- 
lelves to aft in England^ he pretended to be convinced of the 
Errors oi Popery ^ and made a Shew of folemnly abjuring it, and 
of embracing the Proteftant Religion, and fo far impofed upon 
two French Minivers of Laufane^ that they figned a Certificate, 
or Teftimonium, wherein they declare, " That he never niadd 
•* the leaft Step contrary to the true and pure Worfliip of God, 
• • as it is taught and praftifcd in the Proteftant Religion.*"

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As to the Chara£ler of J.Cavalier, he was (as my Author 
calls him) the Boanerges of the Party, (the very fame Title 
that W. Seward gim D. R.) He was brought up at the Jefu^ 
ifs Scjiool,. and continued there Seven Years ; but, being a ro- 
ving Youth, he broke'loofc, and lifted himfelf a Trooper in the 
French Kin^y's Service, whofe Subje£t he was. A Letter from 
Geneva reprefenrs hi in" as a defperate Villain to all Intents and 
Purpofesall the Time he Continued a Soldier, and is worded 
thus : We have heard here how that the WretA Cavalier plays 
the fame Game now which he did wherever he haspajfed. He has 
been dif covered to bean Impojior^ and Uis believed the Jefuits havf 
given him thefe Lejfons. If he had flayed longer at Montpelier^ 
he had been hanged. He has been the Occafion of many People* s be- 
ing put to Death. He got them together^ and then betrayed them. 
■Being cafhiered and turned out of the Army for feveral kna- 
vifli Tricks and Rogueries, he pofted to Geneva : There he 
fliifted his Religion, if be had any ; at leaft he made a Shew, 
that, after having duly examined the feveral abfurd Points of 
Doftrine in the Churcn of Rome^ he could not, in Confcience, 
continue any longer a Member of it, but that he embraced the 
Reformed Religion, according to the Platform of Geneva. But 
here his Charafter was known, and therefore he was rejected 
with Scorn ; but he had better Succefs at Laufane, and had a 
Certificate to atteft, " That he behaved himfelf like a true 
** Chriflian." Being thus equipped as it were, he caft his Eye 
upon London, as a proper Scene to aft his Part on ; and here 
the lewd and impious Villain fucceeded in his abominable Cheats, 
and laughed in his Sleeve at the Credulity of the Nation. 

Face was brought up a Mechanick, who, if he had kept to 
his Trade, might have been very ufeful to Mankind to keep them 
warm, for he was a Weaver, [as the late Tho. Chub might have 
been alfo very ferviceable to illuminate the benighted World, had 
he ftuck to his Trade, for he was a Tallow-chandler.] This D. 
Fa'ge was a Man of a very ordinary Capacity ; and, when the 
Cheat was detefted, it was a Surprize to many how fuch a dull, 
phlegmatick Fellow could have Admittance into a Combination 
fo intriguing. His Prophecies, as they were called, are wretched, 
incoherent Stuff ; fo that even the Infpired, the pretended In- 
fpired, were alhamed of them. But, however, he was a corn- 
pleat Villain, as is evident, among other Things, from this hor- 
rid Declaration, that he would kill his own Father, and do any 
other Thing, if the Spirit did command him. And when this was 
reprefented to the Brethren as a moft pernicious Principle, their 
Anfwer was, " That they believe they are truly infpired of God ; 
^< that they are bound to obey him ; that a Crime ccafes to be 

** a 
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^ a Crime when once he commands ; and that there is fome- 
^' thing heroical in obeying his Commands when Nature has 

** a Relu6lance to them." This vile Wretch was alfo a 

rank Papiji^ tho' he difguifed it, and, by a &lfc, outward Shew* 
and a pretended Zeal for the Reformation, had a Certificate 
figned at Laufane^ and alfo at Nimeguen^ ^^ that he frequented 
** the Holy AiTemblies :" For after his Return to France^ and 
there boafting of his ludicrous Pranks, an Abbot afked hiai^ 
Welly Face, whence did you take your Text when you preached ip 
ihefe People ? He anfwered that he took his Text from a Song, 
Filly fill^ give us full. 

This is the Charafter in brief of the Three French Camifars 
that fo much impofed upon this Nation in the Year 1706, ^c. 
They held feveral Confultations in Montpelter how to aft the 
Impofture inEnglandj and there began to pradlife in fecrct, viz» 
to have violent Agitations and Diftortions in their Limbs, to foam 
at the Mouth, ^c, which, by long Ufage, they could do at Plea- 
fure. I fhall now proceed to give fome Account of tlieir Diabo- 
lical Proceedings here, whereby they got fo many Admirers and 
Profelytes too, yea even fome Perfons of Diftin6lion. On their 
firft Arrival in London they addrefled themfelves to the French 
Church at the Savoy ^ pretending to be Refugees j and, by the 
means of the above-mentioned furreptitious Certificates, they 
cafily got Admittance ; but their Craft and Hypocrify foon broke 
out, and, as foon as it reached the Ears of the Biihop of Lon- 
dony who kept a watchful Eye over his Diocefs, (as did alfo his 
very worthy Succeffor, and the prefent moft learned and every- 
way accomplifhed Prelate, Dr. Sherj-ock) he wrote to the 
Confiftory at the Savoy, to examine into their Condudl ; which 
was accordingly done. They were here treated with Abundance 
of Civility, and, with all the Candour imaginable, and with 
proper Arguments, difluaded to continue.any longer in their ex- 
tatick Motions, and exhorted to betake themfelves to fome regu- 
lar Courfe of Life, whereby they might fubfift in an honeft 
Way. To this they promifed Obedience, and faid they had Or- 
dersfrom the Spirit to return to their own Country, But the Mat-: 
tcr did not continue long in this quiet State. The three Impo- 
ftors, who had been a little before out of Conceit with their 
Trade, when it did not fucceed to their Mind, found their- 
Zeal kindled afrefli, when they faw how they v/ere admired and 
fupportcd by the Credulity of the People of England, A vaft 
many went to fee them out of Curiofity, of which they made 
their Advantage ; and there were almoft continually Coaches at 
their Doors, and many fent for them to their Houfes. This made 
them forget that the Spirit had commanded them to depart in a 

O 2 few 
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few Days and return home. They made a Trade of their pre* 
tended infpiration, which brought them in both Money and Re* 
fpe£t i and they refolved to fiay in Engiamij where tbcy were 
like to have fo good a Market for their Ware. 

Before they were under the Operation of the Spirit (as tbqf 
termed it) they put themfelves into feveral Pofluiea and A^ 
» tations, by (haking the Head, and whirling in a violent Man- 
ner, 'till a Vtrtigo fcized them, throwing the Handa» and tofliag 
to and fro beyond the wild Pranks of any Mad-mao^ (which is, 
in exprefsl erms, acknowledged and juliified by a leading Maa 
amongft them, iho' otherwise a Perfon of Lining.*) fonafr 
times whifiling, and then finging, kughing, piping, drumming, 
fcrcaming, ^c. All which they pretended to be fupernaturalaad 
involuntar} , as a Preparative to the Operation of the Spirit } yet 
it has been difcovered that all was done in Concert, and that they 
did put themfelves into thefe violent Diftortions and bodily Coo- 
cuffionb at Pleafure, more efpecially the Three Grand Iid{X)- 
fiors. 7 hey pradifed, as was hinted before, at Almipdier^ tbo' 
privately, by Wayot txercife, 'tUl they had a better Oppor- 
tunity of (hewing publickly ; and, by long Ufe, they came to 
do furprizing Feats : But fome of their Difcipies were deemed, 
in the Judgment of feveral Men of Learning and PenetiatioB, 
to be really and adually pofl'eiled by an evil Spirit. 

After this Concuffion of the outward Man followed the in- 
fpired Word or Prophedes. This was a Rhapfody of incoherent 
Stuff, fiich as any Man of Common-fenfe might di&te, vA 
that to better Advantage, without the leaft Pretence to Infpi- 
ration. It confified chiefly in broken Sentences, and Abundaoct 
of Tautologies, with a Space left between one Word and ano- 
ther in the Pronunciation, with a peculiar Tone and £m{4ialis, 
ftill heii:,htcned in the Imagination of the Crowd, as fuppofing 
it fupernatural. And, to keep up the Grandeur of the Farce, 
every Prophet and Prophetefs had a Secretary to attend, to take 
in Writing their pretended Infpirations. 

The main Drift of the Doctrine that they did inculcate wn 
the near Approach of the Millimum^ which, they laid, would 
commence in a few Months, when Christ would perfonallf 
appear at the Head of his glorious Kingdom. If you will have 
the Defcription of this Paradifical State in the Words of a Pro- 
phetefs, fhe thus declares. That the Saints Jheuld Jbsrtfyjit uf» 
^ Golden ThroueSy and receive a World of Rejpeci and Rtvtre^t ot 
the full Opening of the new Difpenfation. But, if you chufei 
Delcription in the Words of a Prophet, he tells you in his r^ 
jfr/^ Language, That the triumphant State of4he Church now op" 

praadini 
• Sir R, Bulkley, in his lmpart\a\ AccoMtvtol \\yR^tQY^«.\s»^k to. £«m^ 1707. 
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ffHfchlng anjwers the ntmoji tbpes that tb$ Jews could be^ •f 
$heir gUrious M-BtSSi^Hi that tbi whole Great hn Jkall appsar m 
its primitive Bfouty, and Man regain the Perft^ionof Ai>am M 
his immediate Ckmrnamom wkh God ; and tkat^ in this gleriotts

The French Church ^t the &avoy was very miK:h concerned at 
the (preading of fiAch Oeluikxns, (whereof they knew that their 
CpuntryaieD were the original Authors) ainl made a publick A^ 
as fplloweth : 

** The EHreflors of the French Church of the Savoy^ being 

*^ grieved to hear that the pretended Prophets from the Cevennes 

<< continue to impofe upon the Publick by their counterfeit InfpU 

*^ rations, did appoint Deputies to makQ a ftri£fc Enquiry into 

*« this Afeir. The Deputies having reported that the T hree 

<^ Cevemioisy notwithflanding the Submiffion they protei^ed thej 

** would have for the Minifters of our Church, refufed to ap^ 

*^ pear before them, to anfwer to certain weighty Matters tlutt 

«^ were to be propofed to them \ having confidered the Infor«-

^^ the Agitations of thefe pretended Prophets are only the £f*- 

*' fe£l of a voluntary Habit, of which they are entirely Mah>

•* rior Caufe. Many Perfons, who have feen them in thefe 

** Symptoms, have difcovered that they had them at Command^

^' mies, which are the more dangerous in that hereby a Way is 

** opened to all the Errors which thofe, who colledi thefe pre- 

*' tended Infpirations, may foift into them, in which they can!- 

^^ not be contradicted by thofe from whom they come origi- 

^< nally, fihce, by a new Way of pfophefying^ they declare t&t 

t^ they do not at all remember what they mi in their Agitata- 

. ** ons. 
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** ons. The Confiftory ordains this A& to be regiftcred, boA 
•• to prevent the Reproach which thofc of the Romtjb Communm 
*• might caft upon us, That, not being content with the Wri- 
*• tcrs which the Holy Spirit has truly infpired^ we make unto 
•* ourfelves new Prophets, and to teftify to the Nation in whofe 
•* Bofom we have the Happinefs to live. That we have done 
•* what lay in our Power to prevent this great Scandal." ♦ 

Now iho' 'tis very evident thefe three rrmchmen were no En- 
thufiafts, but mere Impojtors j yet the great Number, which diey 
profelytcd to their Opinion, having, by a kind of Contagion, 
catched the Diflemper in their Imagination, did conceit thej 
were Prophets indeed ; among whom were (bme Perfons oif 
Diftinction \ the moft noted are. Sir Richard Bulkley, and 

John Lacy, Efq; The former was a learned Gentleman, 

but of a very weak Judgment, and too eafily impofed upon bf 
a fpccious Appearance ; as Cervantes makes his Don ^mxit 
to be, in all other Refpeds, a Perfon of tolerable good Scnfe, 
but, as to Knight' Errantry^ he was loft to all Intents and Piir- 
pofes. Thus our Knight Itkewife could argue very well on tm- 
men Topicks^ yet upon this, his darling Subjed, he was quke be- 
wildered. Befidcs feveral other fmall Frads, he wrote an ^ 
logy \n behalf of tlie Prophets^ where he anfwers feveral Objec- i 
tjpns, and concludes by feveral Criterions they were true Pr^ 
phetSy the chiefeft of which is, and on which he lays the greateft 
Stress, that they knew the Secret of a Man's Heart. / mjftlfj 
iays he, am an In fiance of this^ for my moft fecret Thoughts bavt 

hetn revealed to me by fome of the infpired Perfons, The Knight 

by this lets the World know that he had a ftrong Faith. 

The Government having taken Cognizance, at laft, of thefe 
mad Proceedings, the three French Rogues were profecuted for 
raifing Difturbance and Commotions in the Kingdom ; whidi 
caufed fuch an Emotion of Spirit in the Knight, that he had 
the Impudence to iiccoft the Lord Chief Juftice, and tell him, 
Afy Lord J if you will condemn thefe Mcn^ you will he no lefs guiltj 

than the Jews when they crucified our Saviour, To what 

Lengths of J' oily will a heated Imagination hurry a Man ! The 
Sallies of an ICnthuiiallick Zeal of all others are the moft imp^ 
tuous and ur.'.'iovernuhlc. 

I fhall dwell fomcwhat more largely on John Lacy, Efq; 
who, perhaps, was the greateft Inftance of Satanical Delufioo 
that can Ix; prodtirrd in any Age, and fcarce to be parallelled bat 
on the firll /\ppcar;nicr oi ^wiiterifm. Being a Man of a flex- 
ible Difpofition, und rome\Mhat of a melancholy Temper, he 
was eafily wrought upon by the above-mentioned fly Seducers,

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the MethvSjls of that Age. He pretended to real Infpiratioiw^ 
and to utter fcveral Prophecies in the Name of the Lord, wheft.

the Spirit. I (hall here Subjoin his own Words : The BodSy Im^ 
frejftons were grddually increafing upon me Uiliihe Effe^ was ptiHi 
ducedj viz* the opening my mouth to fpfak. They began by ti pret 
ternatural Courfe of breathing ; Then my Head came to be agiteit/S 
erjhaken violently and forcibly ^ and with a very quick Motion hori^ 
zontally^ or from Side to Side : Then my Stomach had Twitches not 
ntuch unlike an Hickup : Afterwards my Hands and Arms wen 
violently Jhaken : At length a Struggle in ths fflndpipe, ahdfomer 
Hft^s a Sort of Catching all over my Body ; dnd^ for about a Weel 
kef ore my Speakings I obferved my Tongue wasnow and then moved 
involuntarily^ as were alfo my Lips and Mouth. — r- And I do- affirm^ 
tvithout the Uoji Doubt ^ that my Agitations and Words in the Extacy 
nr^rproduced by a Supernatural Agent ^ and are independent of me 
any further than that I do noty nor dare^ ^t^fi^ hjit to remain 

altogether pajffivBJ^ In another Pamphlet he fpcaks 'of his 

Agitations with fome Addition, thus ; '' That the Agrtatioris 
*' proceed from:ii Supernatural Caufe, and of an Agent feparate 
*' and diftirift j from mc, I cannot be ignorant, afterafiiU 

*' Year's Explr-iencc. Under this foreign Influence I felt 

*' my Fingerss I -forcibly contra<fted and moved * to write 
«' thofe Words in p. gg. of the firft Book of my Warnings, -f 
*' Under this Influence my Body was renioved lo or ii Foot, 
** without any concurrent Mixture of my Agency : Under thii 
*' Influence the Refpiijition of my Breath hath, for fundry 
*' Days, beat various Tunes of the Drum, fometimes fix Hour5 
** in a Day, without my- voluntary Operation, or thinking ol 
*' it, nay, fometimes'-ivithout beingable to ftifle it: Underthis

The bloomy 'Squire does often declare that he knew very 
little of Latin j yet, in his Trances and extatick Fits, he often

Scrap or two of Greek, How far the Agency or Power of an 
evil Spirit may reach in fuch a Cafe 1 know not, but fliall add 
a very remarkable Story from the learned and pious Dr. Woo'^* 
WARD, very pertinent to this Subjeft. I have ^ fays he, partt^ 
cular Acquaintance with. a Gentlewoman now inthisCity^ f London] 
who hady in fome Part of her Life^ frequent Appearances of a Spi- 
rit to her in a glorious tranfparent Brightnefs, and with a pleafifig

Spirits We have fundry other lu^k^-Aryc^Q^^ jays the Do^gr^ 

both in Sacred and common Htftory in which the Devil puts on 
the AiantU of the Prophet as his moft likely Way to deceive.* 

As to what the 'S<]uire mentions of his being lifted up in the 
Air, there is a parallel Inftance in Ignatius Lovola, the 
Founder of the Jefuiis^ as Orlandikus in his Life does atteft^ 
as I find him quoted by the moft learned fiifhop Stillu^g- 
FLEET. One John Pascal, faith he^ faw him ruifed up f-Qm 
the Ground in a dark Night j ht4t^ that being a fufpicioLis Circum- 
flancet he adds^ that the Room at the Janu Ti/ne luas f lied with et 
great Light f. And, as to the terrible Agitations that the 
^Squire fpealcs of as Preparations to hts receiving the Spirit, the 
firft fakers had as violent ConciiiEons and Uiitortions of Bod^ 
to the full, as was before f elated in the Hiilory of their Enthu- 
liafm ; and there is no doubt that the f^me Spirit a6ted in both. 

I fhall not rake into his fcvcral Difcourfes whiift under the 
Operation of the Spirit^ tho' t have an Heap of them now before 
nie; yet I cannot but take Notice of onc^ where, in the Height 
of Blafphemy and Enthufiafm, he introduces the Almjtrhty thus 
addrefling him, *' My Child, thy Comnuffion is fclcd^ and 
*' fhall be delivered thee in a few Days* When thou opened it| 
*i the Kingdom ihall be afloni(hed, it is fo large. 1 will give 
** thee Abilities to convince and lilcnce all Oppofers> I'hoti 
*' Oialt have, my Child, the Gift of Healing- 1 will open to 
** thee the Scriptures, according to thy Prayers* l*hy infidel 
*' Friends ftiall be confounded, ticcauic they have fo reproached 
*^ my Spirit under Pretence of good Advice to thy Pcrfon.*'

No^^ 
sdtho', by this Conceflton^ the Event did (hew they were En- 
thuiiafts, yet they would not be convinced of it. 

Befides the Failure of this PredifHon, (whidi they gave out 
tB a Criterion to judge of their behig true or feHc ProphefeV 
tthere fell, in the Interim, a very remarkable Incident, wfaica 
was a Dcmonftration to all the Worid (but themfelves) to ttttl^ 
fy whofe Inftruthents Aey were. There was one whdm they 
tall Dr. EMKSi a great Stickler for the Party, who died J^ 
ember lij tjcrjj and was buried in Bunhill-fields the 2Sth ditto. 
The evil Spirit fo far deluded them as to fet them on prophecy- 
ing that this Dh Emrs would raife from die Grave with a neW 
JLitfe in a glorious Body bn the 251*1 Day of May^ 1708. Ani 
Sir R. BuLKLET was fo loft to ail Reafon, and intoxicated with 
Enthufiafm, that he publifhed to the World that this £m£$^ 
Would be raifcd from die Dead on the faid 25 th of May ; whicli 
idierefore he calls a decifive Proof and a Touch-flone of th^ 
Prophets whether they were true or falfe, and concludes in thefc. 
t^markable Words, / am commanded^ (aith he, by a Mejfage de* 
tivered tome by one of the Infpired under the Operation of the Spi* 
tit in the following fFords^ *' Be not alhamcd to declare to th6 
*^ World the Grounds on which thou belie veft this Voice to 

*^ be mine in railing Dr. Emes from the. Dead. 'Tell tht 

** World that open Miracles and publick Atteftations from Hca- 
•* ven fhall be given this City before May next, otherwife thou 
•* wilt own that the Lord liath not fpoken by this Voice, ^V." f 

There were no lefs than teri pretended Infpirations by fo many 
of the Prophets not only fpoke in their Publick Aflemblie*?, but* 
alfo publifhed to befool the World into a Belief of this miracu- 
lous Refurrecftion. On the Day that he was buried, one J» 
Potter thus addrefled his Audience in the Prophdtick Stile, / 

will work ^ and nothing Jhall let The rejloring of the Blind ^ the 

dealing of the Sicky the raifing of the Deady Jhall decide It after

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Jome Months being interred. By the fame Power that * I have rat- 
fed Jesvs, will I raife that Body now afleep^ and more fat and 
more fair than ever he had been. It Jhall not be known by his 
Friends that he hath fafied fo many Months, Tes.y the fame Body^ 
the fame Face^ tho^ more lovely, 1 fhall add but, cme more, de-

*' Days in the Grave. I commanded that the Stone that lay 
'* upon it Ihould be rolled away. But you and tlie Inhabitants 
** of this City fliall, in a few Months, fee my faithful Servant^ 
«* who has been buried, raifed in the Prefcnce of ali Men. My 
** Children, he fhall come out of his Grave without the Earth 
*^ being taken away that lies upon him. He fhall come forth in 
*' the Prefence of Men, and fhall unty his Shrowd in which he 
*' is now wrapped. This fhall not be in fecret, but in publick." 

There is no manner of Doubt that Bunhill-fields was fuffici- 
jcntly crowded on the 25th of May^ in expeftation of fuch a 
miraculous Sight, as fome Thoufands of People now living may 
very well remember. But, notwithflanding all the Prophecies 
in his Favour, there was no Refurreclion, nor any the leaft 
Symptom of it. Upon this fo grating a Difappointment, all the 
World in Reafon might expeft that thefe miferable deluded 
People would be convinced and acknowledge their Error. 
But fo flicky and tenacious of its Hold is the Spirit of Enthufi- 
afm, that fome pretended they had Counter- orders from the 
Spirit, that, becaufe of the Unbelief of that wicked and incre- 
dulous Generation, God had revcrfed his Grant. Sir Richard, 
nothing at all daunted, wrote an Apology^ wherein he endea- 
vours to prove. That a true Prophet may receive a Meffage from 
Almighty, God^ which God, at the fame Time that he delivers ity 
' dothpurpofe not to bring to pafs. Now^ faith he, the Prophet is a 
true Prophet in this ^ becaufe he delivers what, he received from God, 
— — But, then, alas! (as Dr. Woodward well obferves) how 
is God /r«^, when he puts Words of Fa Ijhood into the Prophet's 
Mouth ? 

And JoHN^ firnamed Lacv, was inflexible, and fo zea- 
loufly attached to his Hypothefis, that, notwithflanding, by his 
own Principles and Declarations, he was felf- condemned and 
convift of being a falfe Prophet, yet he would not own it. Ai.d 
he likewife fet forth an Apology^ in which (among other Things 
abundantly too tedious here to tranfcribe^ he daringly aflcrts, 
TFe have^ faith he, fever al Reafons [notwithjlanding this fingle In- 
fiance of our being deceived) to believe Ji ill that the fupernatural A- 
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gent over-ruling us at Times is from God^ and not of the Devil. To 
fupport this he does impioufly wreft feveral Texts of Scripture ; 
but that which he lays the greateft Strefs upon is Jer. xx. 7. O 
Lord^ thou haji deceived me ^ and I am deceived. 
' This unhappy Man at laft, when the Heat of his Brain had 
fsorchedyx^ his Judgment, (as it did all the while h^a£ied the 
"PtQphet) inftead of taking Shanoe upon himfelf, and humbling ^ 
himfelf before his God for his Sins, more efpecially of Pride and 
filafphemy, quitted all Senfe of Religion, and turned out a Rake . 
and Bibertine.* 'So cafy a Tranfition is the Sink from a crack- 
brained Zealot to that of an Atheift ! 

P. S. The three pretended French Prophets, after they had 
gained fbme Credit, but more Pence, by their Legerdemain 
jyicksy grew infolent, and threatened no lefs than Deftrudion to 
^1 that oppofed them. They pretended to have' Vifions ajiid' 
Revelations, '* That, in three Weeks- Time, they fhould go 
•• wet-fhoed iii'the Blood of their Enemies ;'V and,, no doubt j- 
that was the Wilh of their Heart. And Mr. Lacy particularly 
ivas fo elated at the Thoughts of this general MafTacre, that he' 
^was heard to fay to one of his Intimates, " That, if thefe 
** Events did not come to pafs according to the Time afligned,' 
^* he could not entertain a good Opinion of them," viz. the 
French Prophets.— FT-How natural a Tendency has the Spirit of* 
down-right Enthufiafm to third after the Blood of all that op*-' 
pofe it ! This, in the Enthufiaftical Cant, is doing the Lord's 
"Work effefiually, to deftroy the Wicked, that the Saints alone- 
might reign* ^ .

judiciousWritcr) is only twipe ufed thro'out the hfcwTeftamoit^ 
viz. Eph, iv. 14. and vi. 1 1. erf '< rnr Mi 9o<r»(xr, & ^f o< HiMwi 
'n ^/clCo\v [Ms jo<r«fle, Artcs, Circumvcntio, Infidia*, Steph. LeL 
fub vo^.] In the firft of tbefe Texts the Word WLtio<Mx, or Afr 
tk^odifnty is tranflated lying in wait to deceive, or Watching to 
take an Advantage of any one ; and, in the other, it is rendered 
by the Word IVilts^ or Stratagems ; and, in both Places, de- 
notes that cunning Ciaftine(s whereby ^vil Men, or evil Spirits, 
lie in wait to deceive. 

1 would lay no further Strels,yifyx wj Author^ on this Remark 
t'lan only to intimate to thefe Gentlemen, and their FoIIowen, 
\ lat, in a blind and over>hafty Zeal, they bave unfortunatclj 
Itumbled even at the ThrefhoJd, and, inftead of contentii^ 
themfelves with being called by the general Nam^ of Cbrj/HiKSt 
have taken an AppclUtipri, perhaps thro' a judicial Inadvertence, 
or Infatuation, whi^^ the Spirit of God has peculiarly sqppropri- 
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atcd to the Adverfary of Mankind, and to thofe who arc kagued 
with him in Enmity to the Intereft of Rlghteoufncfi and true 
Holinefs, * 

Metbifdifm at its firft Appearance (more efpccially m difplaycd 
Vy Mr, Whitef lELD^ in conjunftion with the Moraviam) is 
the Revival of Antimfm&nijm in the Grofs^ and of the f^ioie 
Stamp with ^akerifm in equal Prctenfions to Infpirations and 
fudden Impulses. 

** The Msraviam came from Mdravi^^ a Country of Gcr- 
■' many of that Name; and thither alfo feveral of our M^ihodtjfi 
** have gone in Perlbn, toacqUfiint the mfelves with the Prind- 
^' pies and Praflices of that Pcuplc. — — In their Teachings cbey 
** are did to reft the Whole of Religion upon the fingle Point 
*' of Believing, and to difcbim the Msral Law as no Part of 

*' the Chriftian Difpenfation- They are alfo faid to decry all 

" Human Qyalifications for the MiniRry^ and all Human Helps 
** and Preparations towards the Converfion and Conviflion of a 
" Sinner \ fo that they fhtiyld feem to refolve all into the imme- 
** diate Teaching and Working of the Spiritf *" And Mr. J, 
Weslev, who knew their Tenets as well as any Man, give* 
them ftiill a worfe Chara<fler, That they judged ^^tj mean of all 
the Ordinances of Religion , SacramcntSj Prayers, Thankf* 
givings, reading ^the Bible, ^f||- And, in another Place, bo 
accufcth them of fubftltuung an uncertain premrkus inward 
potion in the Place of the plain written Word, M B* Hc^ 
was once a great Admirer of them j but at laft they quarrelled, 
and then the Truth came out. 

They endeavoured after the State of ^khfm^ fo as to be 
calm and undiflurbed to wait the Illapfes of the Divine Spirit^ 
Tvhich, they f*iy» is the only pofEble Way to attain Saving 
Faith- According to the Dcfcriptton Mn Addison gives of 
the Pietlflsy I am pcrfuaded that our Msravlsm^ in Matters of 
Religion at leaft, are the Defcendents of that Enthufiaftick' Sect 
in Swiizeriand and fome Parts of Germany. Inhere is a new Si£f^ 
fays he, fprung up in Switzerland « which fprtadi very much in 
thi Proteftant Cantons* ^hi Pr^/effhrs of it call tbimfdviS Pi- 
ctifts, and^ as Enthufiafm carria Mm gmerally to the like Extra^ 
^agandeSj they differ but Httie frQm fiveral Si^aries ef ^thir Cnun^ 
tries* Thsy pnhnd in general tQ great Refimments^ and t& ^h/erve 
ibejhliswing Ruies ; T^fink ihemfevei int$ mi entire Repojt and 
Tranquility of Mind \, in this State 9/ Silence to attend thejeveral 
Iliap/a of the Hcly Ghofi^ that may fill their Msnds with Confix 
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btton and Raptures \ to favour all his fecret Intimations i to gm 
up themfehcs entirely to bis Conduct and Dire^ions, fo as neither t9 
fpeak^ movey or ail^ but as they find his Impulfe on tbcir Souls \ 
to make a Covenant with their Senfes^fofar as to Jhun the Smell 9f 
a Rofcy or a Violet^ and to turn away their Eyes from a beautify 
ObjeSl ; to avoids as much aspojjtble^ what the World calls innocent 
Pltafures^ lefl their AffeSiions Jhould be diverted from the Lvve^f 
him who is to be the only Comfort j Repofe^ Hope^ and Delight^ of 
their whole Beings, 

This Se£f prevails very much, fays Mr, Addisom, among the 
Prote/tants of Germany, as well as thoje of Switzerland. Tbt 
Profeffors of it are accufed of all the ill PraSiices which may feem 
to be the Confequences of their Principles ; as that they afcribe the 
wor/l of AeiionSy which their own vicious Tempers throiv them up- 
on^ to the Dictates of the Holy Spirit j that both Sexes^ under Pre- 
tence of devout Converfation, vifit me another at all Hours ^ and hi 
all Places^ without any Regard to common Decency ; their mating 
Religion a Cover for their Immoralities ; and that the 'uery htfi, of 
them are pojfejfed with Spiritual Pride ^ and a Contempt ofallfiub 
as are not of their own Se^.* 

This feems to mc to be the Source and Spring-head from 
tcrbich Methodifm originally flowed ; and, however that 
Whitefield is generally reputed to be the Author and Fa- 
ther of the Seft, yet many are of Opinion that the Moravians 
ought to (hare in the Honour. I am informed that the Mora' 
vians have wrote a great deal in a peculiar Jargon and mjrftical 
Cant, more efpecially the famous Count Zinzendorf, who 
wrote feveral Sermons and Hymns. A Specimen of the latter b 
the following Stanza, which I the rather tranfcribe, becaufe it 
bears a very near Affinity in the Cadence and Metre to fome 
very antient Odes of the old Britifh Bards, f 
Chicken bleffed and carejfed^ 
Little Bee on Jesus' Breafl^ 
From the Hurry and the r lurry 
Of the Earthy thou'rt now at Reft. 
AsIoNATii/5 Loyola was undoubtedly the Founder of the 
Jefuits in the Roman Communion ; fo it is generally betieved diat 
WHiTEFitLiJ isalfothc Kounderof the Afc/Ao^^jin the Eng- 
lijh Communion, notwithftanding the Moravians may jiiftly 
claim a Sliarc in the Tranfaftion : I fliall now trace him a litdc 
in the fcvcral (Gradations that he has made towards it. Whetbff 
it was in ImiMtion of John Lacy, Efq; who has publifhed a 
Pamphlet of (j(ju*i Dtalings with him (as was before related in 
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the Hiftory of the French Prophets) I know not, but, in h8t^ 
he wrote alfo, when very young, two Pamphlets, entitled^ 
God'i Dealings with G. wh. The firft, (in the Judgment 
of a very eminent Divine of the Epifcopal Dignity) befidcs a 
-deep Tindure of Superjiitiony Enthufiafm^ and Fain-gJefy, i$ 
fuch a boyifli, ludicrous, and fhameleis Relation of himfelf a^ 
quite defiles Paper, and is fhocking to Decency and Modefty.* 
And yet he aflUres the World in his Introduction, *^ That jie 
*' was much prejfed in Spirit to publifli it The Holy Spirif 
*' bringing Things to his Remembrance.— He had for three 
*« Years prayed for Strength to write it, and at laft had Potuer 
*' given^ and was affifted in it.'' What any Man in his Sen/n 
would be ajhamed to own is by him afcribed to the H. Ghoft ! 

His &ec(Mid Dealings (as the fame learned Author noteth) i$ 
fuch a thorough and fulfome Strain of Vain-glory and Boafiing^ 
Self-conceit, Self-applaufe, and Self-fufficiency, as fhews Spi- 
ritual Pride in full Length, and its true Colours. The fame 
Spirit runs thro' all his Journals ; and I verily believe it hath not 
its Parallel in the World. Many have been fo bloated with a 
Conceit of their own Perfefiions, as highly to be delighted with 
the moft naufeous Flatterers : But fuch an Inundation of Com^ 
mcndation from a Man's own Mouth is furely unexampled. No 
Man ever fo bedaubed himfelf with his own Spittle. 

Throughout his 'Journals he oftentatioufly difplays the Ap- 
plaufes. Acclamations, yea, and the HoJanna\ of the giddy 
Mob. " I carry'd high Sails, fays he^ a Thoufand and Ten 
*^ Thoufands came to hear me; 1 was crowded, admired, fa*. 
*' luted. Hands kiffed, hugged." Had he not then Reafon to 
boaft that the Tide of Popularity ran v^xy high ? And Mr. J. 
Wesley (notwithftanding generally he is much more uponhi^ 
Guard) difcovcrs alfo a vaft deal of rride and Vain-glory. *' As 
•* I came to the Society-room at Brijhl^ ^fays he) jufl: after 
*• my Brother had done his Sermon, fome fhoutcd, the reft fang 

*' Praife.' Art thou come, fays another, thou Beloved of the • 

*^ Lord f ?" If fo much Luciferan Pride domineers in the 
Life and ConducS of the gifted Rabbies, how naturally do their 
Followers catch the Contagion, and eafily pufF thcmfelve^J up 
with a fancied fupcrior Knowledge, Gifts, and Graces ! 
Whitefield does moft intolerably profane Scripture in ap- 
plying feveral Faflages to himfelf that are peculiar to Jesus 
Christ. " At my firft fetting out I grew in Favour both with 

*' God and Alan j""^ fpokcn of Christ. *^ In preaching my 

** Heart was full of God, and \fpok$ a^ one having Author ity^^ 

**Had 
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" Had the Plcafure of feeing my Audience incrcafed no lefs tli*ii 
c« Xwenty Thouf-rnd prefcnt. BieffH are the Eyes whkh fie 
** the Things which wefteJ* Words peculiar to thofe only who 
faw Jesus Christ intheFIefh, Lukex. 2^, And can it be any 
Wonder to fee the Spawn of this Enthufiaftick Tribe, the petty 
Exhorters that ramble from Place to PJacc, pervert tht Scrip- 
ture, as their Predeceflbrs did of o]d« ufjto their §wn De^ru£fhn t 
2» P^* iij". 1 6, Whatever crude, nonfcnfical, heretical, or even 
fclafphemous, Opinions they vent, it is fure to be fwalJawred by 
the gaping Multitude. 

I have mentioned above that WhitefieLD, by the Hdp qf 
hk Moravian Friends, (whatever was contributed from another 
Quarter) fet up S§lifidianifm^ or the Grofs of the Antimman 
Do£lrine, and was a great Stickler of the following Five Arti- 
cles of the Synod of Durt, 

ART, I, God, by anabfolute Decree, hath eleded ^ 

.Salvation a very fmaJI Number of Men, without any Regard to 
their Faith and Obedience whatfocver, and fecluded from Saving 
Grace all the reft of Mankind, and appointed them, by the fame 
Detrce, to eternal Damnation, without any Regard to their In- 
fidelity or Impcnitency. 

ART. IL That Christ Jesos hath not fuffered for 

any other but for the Eleft only, having neither had any Intent, 
nor Commandment of his Father, to make Satisfaction for the 
Sins of the whole World. 

ART, III.* That, by Adam's Fall, his Pofterity loA 

their Free-will, being put to an unavoidable Neceffity to do, 
tir not to do, whatfoevcr they do, or do not, whether it be 
good or evil ; being thereunto predcftinated by the eterna] and 
effe£lual fecret Decree of God. 

ART IV. That Gdd, to favc the Eleftfrom thecor- 

i"upt Mafs, doth beget Faith in them by a Power equil to that 
whereby he created the World and raifed up the Dead ; info- 
much that fucb, unto whom he gives that Grace, cannot rejciS 
it, and the reft, being Reprobate, cannot accept of it, 

ART V, That fudh, as have once received that Grace 

by Faith, can never fall from itiinally, notwithllanding the moft 
t^normous Sins they have committed, * 

Thefe are the diftinguiibing Tenets that Wh* did cordially 
efpoufeand propagate. But when MefT, the Weslevs embarked 
in the Caufc of Methodifm, they ftrongly oppofed theie Articles, 
and, indeed, taught the very Rcverfe of them. Hence it is 
that they accuft* each other of teaching damnable DoL^trincs, 
Doftrines elTcntially erroneous, Mr, Wesleit charges Mr, 

Wh. 
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Wh, with horrid Blafphemy In his rigid Doflrlnc of abfolute 
Reprobation | and he partly owns the Charge* and fecniihgly 
mrafls : BtJt it h obfcrveable, '* That, in their Tev^tal An- 
" fwers and Defences, a Strain ofyefmikai Sophillry, Artifice 
** and Craftj EvaTion, Referve, Equivocation, and Prcvari- 
** cation, is of conftant Ufe*/' Hence \i is» that moft of 
their firft Admirers ^nd Followers, feeing the Heats and Divi- 
fions among them, reciprocally damning each other, [Wes- 
ley damning Whttefield and his Dodrlne, and White- 
field damning Wesley and his Doflrine) were perfedlly be- 
wildered, and deferted both Teachers^ and turned Ai&ravians^ 
or Libertines, or Deifts, or Papifts, orQualcers. 

There is yet a third Branch that hold Principles quite defttuc- 
tive of Chriftianity ; fot, bcfide the Antimmian Errors in the 
Grofsj atid a profefled Libertirtifm^ they revive the SahiiUa^ 
Hcrefy, and maintain there is no Diftinftion of Pcrfons in th^ 
cver-bleflcd and holy Trinity, and fo are Ann -trim tar tarn and 
P^tripajfianu *Tis true^ both !¥ejfhyani and WhUifkUiam 
difclaim and quite difown this impious Party j yet a great many 
of the petty Kxhortors are infedled with this damnable Herefy, 
and are fupported by fome clandeitine Fund^defigned to ftibvert 
Chrlftianity, or at leaft the Religion profefled among Protectants. 

But notwithftanding their direft Oppofition in Judgment and 
Doifirine, and damning each other, yet they accord in the fam^ 
Opinion concerning Imprcllions and Feelings- They lay equal 
Claim to extraordinary Revelations, Infpirations, Special Direc- 
tions, Miflions, Calls, Extafies, Vifions, and Communlcatiotis^ 

with God. Of the two, it muft be owned that Whitefield 

is moft luxuriant in Enthufiaftical Rants, *' The Lord, fays 
*' he, gave tne the Text I preached on juft before the Meeting, 
** dire(5ed me Co a Method as I was going up the Pulpit-ftairs, 
*' and enabled me to difcourfe with dn unaccountable Clcarn^fsi 
* * Freedom, and Po werf / * And, in another Place, he acquaints 
his Friends, That^ ont Morrnvg, he talhd with the Lord in a 
Cardsn ai a Man talhah whh his Friend ]] ; with abundance 
more of fuch Enthtifiaftick Flights too fulfome either to relate or 
tranfcribe- And Mr. Wesley, notwithftanding he is generally 
more upon his Guard, difcovcrs alfo a vaft deal of Vanity and i 
Prefumption in boafling fo highly of his and his Brsther*^ Abi- 
Jitiest He cgn alfo call Names to (omz Purpofe, Some Perfons 
of Diftih<3ion that oppofed him are worfe (as he expreffes it) 
than the Scum of ComwaH^ the Rabble of Siifim and Darhjinn^

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the win Bealts of TF&!fcl^ and the Turnkeys of Newgate* 

I fhall now trac€ them a while beyond isea in their Peregrina 
tloiis to Anurka^ where the fame Strain of Jintbufiafm was fttH 
afcendaiit. Caelum j nsn animum^ mutmni qui trans man nMant^ 
Mr* Chancy, a Prefbytcrian Minifler of NewEngland^ in 
fet Difcourfc upon that Subje*St, makes a terrible Complaint of 
the Confufion and tumuhuous Proceedings carried on by th« 
mw Alfj/i&fuiria and Followers in that Part of the World, He 
remarkii that, as foon as any was made one of their Difclples,

The fame Author relates of Mr. James Davekport, one 
of the fiery Zealots, (of whom Mr. Whitefield makes fuch 
an honourable Mention in his yourmhj who, having pretended 
to receive a Command from the Spirit to dcftroy every Ornament 
and bodily Drefii that any one mo ft delighted in, thereupon iffued 
out an Order to enjoin all to pay Obedience to the Di£tatcs of 
the Spirit, Upon which (fuch is the Power of Enihufiajmt 
every Man and Woman brought into his Chamber their bcJf Ap- 
parel and Ornament, ^till the Room could hold no more,-— Xhea 
was publiflied a Second PrHlamamn^ to bring unto him fuch 
Books as lie thought fit to prohibit, and, amojjnr the reft, the 
Jil2§ii Duty of Alan^ and Bijbop Be v E B i dg E *j Tlyougbts ^n Re-

This Rof$' crucian Phibfopher, Jacob Behmen, was a 
High-German^ who held Principles In Religion very much a-kin 
to thofe of the Family of Lme^ as equally abfurd, ajid as et|LtaIly 
uninteHigible, As he was naturally of a gloomy and mehm- 
choHcfc Temper, fo he maintatned fevcral odd Whimfies, both 
in Philofophick Matters, and in Divinity ; for he would fain 
be a Dayber in both* He had a high Pretence to the Know- 
ledge of the Language of Nature^ and to interpret the very 
Eflence and Nature of all Things, animate and inanimate j by 
the particular Name that each Individual was called in High- 
Dutch^ his native Language j for he was ignorant of any other^ 
^otwithftanding his Name, as well as that of George Fox, 
is prefixed to feveral Pamphlets tn Latin \ hut that was beyond 
his Skill. What he himfelf wrote is an affected Jargan and 
^Bombaff, fcarce apprehended by any that are ufcd to fober and 
intelligible Senfe, though his Admirers pretend they are much 
edified by it. This terraqueous Globe we live upon he calls 
the Mixed Out-fForld; the Kingdom of Darknefs, the DarJi^ 
^ir€-W§rld \ and the Kingdom of Glory he names the Holy^ 
'Light-World : And yet he declares that thefc lie in one amther^ 

that Heaven is in Hell^ and Hell in Heaven *|| This grand 

'EothufiafI likewife (as is common to the Tribe) pretends to 
"have a Communication with the Deity, and tells a very fiUy 
'Story of an old Man, who, upon Pretence of buying a Pair o( 
Shoes of him, read him his Defliny j and, upon receiving fome 
good Inftrudiions from him, concludes that he was an holy 
Angel fent from God to be his Guardian and Dircflor of hi^& 
Life. He does not fay that the old Man vaniQicd, but Girricd

the Shoes along with him ; and how he could infer that he wai 
an Angel is beyond the Apprehenfion of any, but of a rd 
Enthuliaft, whofe Fancy is fufceptible of any Impreffion. — 
It is more natural for a Stranger to conclude, from this idle 
Story, that Jacob Behmen, as well as George Fox, was 
of the gentle Trade oif Crispin, or, in other Words, a SM^ 
maker or a Coblcr. 

Having thus given an Hint of the Chara£ler of the PerfoH 
whom Mr. Law is plcafed tocalltheBlefled JacobBehmek, 
I (hall now return to animadvert on fome unheard-of Peculo- 
ritics in the Writings of his great Adnunr, He feems to make 
Hell, the Place of Torment as commonly underftood, to be 
.nothing clfc but a Chimera ^ for, whatever he meaneth, this 
he writes : ^^ All Sin, Death, Damnation, and Hell, is oo- 
;** thing elfe but the Kingdom of SELF,*" And, in another 

Place, Hell is Nature dejiitute of the Light. He makes the 

New-birth, or Regeneration, to be a Privilege of Heathos, 
.remaining as fuch, as well as of Chriftians ; for he lap, 

* When the Defire of the Soul is turned to God, though is 

* Souls that never heard either of the Law or Gofpel,— then 

* the New-birth in Christ is wrought in thofe that never 

*. heard of his Name.f He makes the Creation of the F 

World abundantly more fantaftick than even Dr. ^3uRNETin 
his Theory ; for thus he writes, * That the Place of this WoiU 
' is the very Place, or Region, which belonged to Lucifei 

* and his Angels ; and that every thing that we fee in this 

* World, all its Elements, the Stars and Firmament, tfr.are 

* nothing elfe but the invifible Things of the Fallen Worid 

* made vifible in a new and lower State of Exiftence :' Or, a 
he exprefles it elfewhere, * This World was raifed out of the 

* Materials of the Fallen Angels' Kingdom.' || 
Adam, he fays, was created an Human Angel in Paradife. 

He had this Angelick Nature united to a Life and Body taken 
from the. Stars and Elements. Then he adds, in a myffial 
Jargon, Tkat^ as Paradife overcame and concealed all the iVrd 
of the Stars and Elements ^ and kept that Evil ivbich is called tk 
Curfc from beihg known and felt ^ fo Adam's Angelick Htaveij 
Nature (which was the Paradife of God within him) kept ba 
cuite ignorant of that Earthly Nature that was under it § : The 
Meaning; of which very probably the Difciples of the illuminatei 
Jacob Behmen and the Rofi-crucians do comprehend. 
But now, to proceed to the moft wild and Enthuiiaftick No-

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tlon that ever poflefled any Mortal before, (far beyond the 
Reach of any of the Heathen Poets, or even the Cabalijis 
among the yews) he peremptorily maintains, that Adam, in 
cafe he had perfifted in his State of Innocence^ might have been 
a Parent of a numerous Offspring without the Ufe or Conjunct 
iion of any Female \ for, when he mentions the Text, It is not 
good that the Manjhouldbe alone^ Gen. ii. i8. he thus comments 
upon it, " This fliews that Adam had alterfed his firft State, 
*' had brought fome Beginning of Evil into it, and had made 
** that not to be good which God faid to be good when he 
*' created him j and therefore, as a lejfer Evil^ and to prevent 
*^ a greater^ God divided the firft perfed Human Nature into 

'* Two Parts, into.a Af^fc and />;wc/^ Creature. It was at 

** firft the total Humanity in One Creature, who fhould ia 
** that State of Perfeftion have brought forth his own Like- 
*' nefsout ofHIIVISELF, as he was brought forth by God/' * 
And this not a fudden Thought, but the Difcovery of a Secret 
after a long and ferious Confideration, which he often inculcates 
with Variety of Circumftances, all tending to prove (if you 
take his Word for it), that, if Adam had contii;iued in his prir 
mitive State of Innocency, he might have been the Parent of 
a numerous Offspring out of himfelfy without the Ufe or En- 
joyment of Woman; And, to make his Meaning as clear as 
Words can exprefs, he delivers himfelf thus : Had hnAmJlood 
in his firft State of PerfeSiion as a Birth of Divine Love^ this 
Love would have been it f elf the fruitful. Parent of an Holy Off- 
fpring : No Eve would have been taken out of him, nor any Male 
or Female ever known in Human Nature-^, But fays he, yffter 
he warped once, and let in an adulterate Love into his Hearty 
the Divine Power had no Strength left in it of bringing forth a 
Divine Birth from himfelf. lihis State of Inability is that which 

is called in Scripture his falling into a deep Sleep. What a fan- 

taftick and diftrafted Commentary is this upon the Creation 
and Fall of Adam ! What could bewitch the Man to hit upon 
fuch a roving Fancy ? Since he was in the Humour of grant- 
ing fuch a generative Power to Adam alone, it would have 
been kind in -him to let us know in what Manner this numerous 
Offspring fliould be produced, whether hy fpitting them out of 
his Mouthy or blowing them out of his Nojlrils : But in thts 
Affair our cautious Author has left every one to his Liberty to 
guefs and think freely as he judges moft proper. Here is. now 
a Match fpr Lucinafme ConcubitUyOvAy with this vaft. Difference, 
That the Author of that ludicrous Piece does it in a Kind of

Sagacity and prolifick Brain ; the Difcovery of which, hethinb, 
is of great, very great Service and Importance to the Cauferf 
KeHgion. 

He has fcvera! other very odd Notions, peculiar to hrmfelf^ 
on the Subjeft of the Fall of Adam ; as when be (ays, " God

did not create the Tree of Good and Evily but the Cuffe of 
•• the Earth, fince Adam loft the Reftitude of his WHl;" 
which, with fome Variety of Expreffions, he dwells upon very 
<iften, as another favourite Notion. He (peaks with great 
Contempt, and arrogantly, of God's Prohibition of the forbidden 
Fruit to Adam, as a Trial of his Obedience ; for thus be 
writes, " That, if you confidcr the Fall of Man as a Jh^ 
•* -^ of Difobedicnce to a pofitive arbitrary Commani of 
^ God, this is to make all the Confequences of the Fall vn- 
•• explicable ; for, had the firft Sin been only a fingle Aft of 
•* Difobedicnce, it had been more worthy of Pardon than Mf 
•* other Sin, merely becaufe it was the firft, and by a Crtatiiit 
•* that had no Experience." * { 

I (hall not trace him any further in his wild Enthufiaftidc 
Rants, but only remark, that what any Body die (that had In- 
tervals of Sobriety) would have been really afhamed to have 
cnrhed lie prides himfelf and glories in ; for thus he introduces 
one of his Dramatis Perfonay or one of the Speakers of his 
Dialogues, and give bis Verdift in the Behalf of bts Ncw-fanglcs, 
'// ii one of the bejl Do£frines I ever heard in my Life ; // givtt 
Jo goad a Senfe^ fo found a Meanings to every Afy/lery of tbe 
Ho/pelf. And again he brings one of his Speakers to declare 
liimfelf tbus^ Trufyy 5/r, there feems to be fo much Light ad 
Scripture for atlthis Account that you have given of theft AiatterSy 
0s mujf force one to confent to it. || How the Man does glory ifi 
his Dreams and lllurions ! And yet this is the Man that has 
wrote a Treat! fe on Chrijlian Perfect on ^ as if to be elated wiA 
Pride and Self-conceit was a Cbaraderifticlc and Badge of it. 

I fhall obferve but one Thing more, and that likewife as Chi" 
MKrical as any of his crude and finifter Notions ; and then* take 
Leave of our vifionary Enthufiaft. This is a very material Point; 
*tis no lefs than the Means and Way to attain to a Spiritual 
lAky or a perfe£l Regenerate State. And, according to him^the

their Sciifes, inftcad of bringing them into their Senfes f Ari 
Inhabitant of "Tanfiildy (a 1*own in RuhmmdJUtn) who had re- 
ceived a Senfe of the Lsvi sf Gad a few Days before, (as is al- 
ledged) came riding thro' the Town^ hallooing and Ihoutirlg^ 
G^had uld him be Jhould he a King^ andjhuid tread his Entmia 
under his ivfif , 

An itinerant Preacher in his Seririon aflured the Hearers, 
^hat the IVorld Wiuid be at an End onfuch a Day. Thereupon 
an Old Man gave fuch Credit to that Prophecy, as to negleiSl 
fats Fences^ turned his Cattle into his growiug Corn, and made 
no Preparation for -aiUy Tillage tor the enfuing Year, as being 
wholly taken up in fitting binifeli for the Day of Judgment j the 
Expe&tion of which giving the Man arid his 1^1 fe no fmall 
Anxiety 5 one Morning an Apprentice who lived in the Family 
informed the Man, that he had had a Vifion in the Night, which 
told him thatj if he would fubmit to it^ his Sins fhould be ex- 
piated by Scmrging^ and that he himfelf was deputed by the Vi* 
Jion to inl!i(£t that Pun ifhment lipon him. The Old Man com- 
piied I and the Apprentice gave him Forty Stripes fuve one on 
the bare Buttocks with a Bundle of Wlllow-rods.

ThcvG is no attending the Progrefs of Methodifm without

Hiftory of this ftrange SedV, which is indeed but the Revival oi 
feycral iLnthuliaftick Notions, and mad Pranks, among the 
fevcral Se<9*ries of the laft Century ; fuch as their Crying out. 
Screaming, Roaring, Groanings, Trembling, YeHing, Con- 
vulfions, SwQoning, Blafpheraies, Curfes, dcfpairing Agonies, 
and Variety of Tortures in Body and Mind. 

Qi all thefe Mr. Wesley and Mr. Whitefield give par- 
ticular Inftances fcattered throughout thqir Journals. * A Wo- 

* man fudcjenly cried out (fays Mr. Wesley) as in the Ago- 
^ njes of Death, continued fofor Ibmc Time with all the Signs 

* of the (h^irpeft Anguifh*. One felt, as it were, the 

* Piercing of a Sword, and could not avoid crying even in 
^ the Street-r-One cri^d out aloud with the utmoft Vehe- 

' * n^ence, ,even as. ih.the Agonies of Dejith-— Two others cpn- 

* ftr^ined to roar, feized with great Pain — Another as out of 
. ^ the£elly of Hell — A young Man, fuddenly feized with 'a 

* violent Trembling all over, funtdown to the Ground. — 

* They dropped, dawn an every Side. as Thunder-flruck/— — 
Wljth a great .deal rhore of the fame Stamp. 

And Mr. WfliTEFiBLD follows .in tjie fame Strain. * As I 
^ was preaching, (fays he) Four Perfons funk down almoft in

, Probability, as the Event did demonftrate. — — Beddes many 
other orthodox and eminent Divines that I could name, the 
judicious and learned Mr. Lesly has a Remark very pertinent 
to this our Subjed: // is ohfeived^ fays he, that mither the 

. Apoftles, or any other recorded in the Holy Scriptures, were con* 
verted to Chriftianity by fuch Violence and monjirous Sort of Con- 

. vulfions in their Bodies, Tfjefe are the Tranfports of Furies : 

: But the Spirit of the Gofpel is ^// Mceknefs, Sobriety, and 
Gravity*. N. B, Here are Three different Se£ls, lately 
fprung up, viz. the ^akers^ the French .ProphetSy and the 

. Methodijh^ unanimous in. their VerdiS, that violent AgitationSy 
Screaming^ &c. arc the EffecSl of the Divme Spirit in working 

• Converfion^ &c. But I am really perfuaded, that the Single Tefljl- 
mpny of fuch a good Judge of the Matter as' is Mr. Lesly 

.V ill abundantly over-balance the Enthufiaftick Conceit of 9II 
. Three. . / 

Mr. Whitefield indeed, at firft, had fome Objeflions 
againft thefe unnatural Contortions and Screaming, yet at laft, 

• being convinced by Mr. VVesley's Arguments, is afterwards 
. full of the fame dreadful Cries, Convulfions, and other Bodijy 

..Tortures, attending his Sermons. Arid Mr. Wesley (not- 
. withftanding his being for fome Time fomewhat upon the Re- 
; ferve) does very often make his Boaft, that by the Interceffion 
. of bis Prayers thofe Diforders were removed. Devils" difpof- 

fefled ; and many of his Cures are faid by him to be inftanta- 
. neous^ relieved in Body and Mind in a Moment : And he does 

arrogantly afiumeto himfcif the Name of a Prophet; for thus 

• .he writes, ** That, a Woman who was a Sinner' having lent 
** him a convenient Place for Preaching, he thus declares unto 

': *' her, Thou hajl received a Prophet in the Name of a Prophet, 

** and art found of him that fent him\\ Yea, he gives feveral 
-, Inftances of wonderful and extraordinary Signs done by him ; 

* -As I was expounding, fays he, the 12th of the A£ls^ a Toung 
,^Many with fome others, rufhed in, curfing and fwearing 

* 'Vehemently, and fo diflurbed all near him, infomuch that 
\r^ tb^y turned him out'of Doors. I obferved it, and called to 
. f * let him in^ that our Lord might bid his Chains fall off. As 
j • icon as the Sermon was over he declared he was now re- 
: . * folved to have the Lord for his God,\' In another Place he 

gives the foUov/ing Inftance of his exorcifing the Devil out of 

one

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one pofTefled : * A certain Man of a regular Life,' (whom he

* quaintance that the Methodijls^ falling into ftrange Fits at 

* the Societies was a Delufion of the Devil. We were going 

* home, when one informed us that the faid Man was fallen 

* raving mad. It feems he had been at a Sermon on Salvation 

* by Faith alone; on which he fell from his Chair, and began 
^ to fcream terribly, &c. I came in, and found him on the 
*" Floor; the Room full of People, whom his Wife would' 

* have kept out, but he cried with a loud Voice, Noy let them 

* all come in^ let all the JVorldfee the juji 'Judgment of God. 
^ Then, fixing his Jiyes upon me, (fays our Author) he cried, 

* Ah L this iT he who I faid was a Deceiver of the People ; hut 

* God has overtaken me. We betook ourfelves to Prayer, his 

* Pangs ceafed, and both Body and Soul were fet at Liberty.' * 

This is a notable Story, by which we may obferve of what 
dangerous Confequence it is to ofFend the Method ifts, and that 
no Regularity of Life, or Attendance on the moft Sacred Ordi- 
nances, will fatisfy them, if one fliould raflily judge that Me- 
thodifm is a Delufion. 

It were abundantly too tedious to copy all the Inftances our 
Author is pleafed to acquaint the World with of his difpofleffing 
the Devil, and healing all Manner of Diforders by his prevail- 
ing Prayers. Yea, he makes the Devil to be fo fliarp-fighted 
as to efpy him at a Diftance : / was fent for to Kingfwood, 
fays he, to one that was in great Agonies. A ^violent Rain Began 
juJl as I fet outy fo that I was thoroughly wet in a few Minutes, 
^he Woman^ then Three Miles ojf^ cried out ^ Yonder Wesley 
comes galloping as faft as he can. In the mean time the Devil 
tormented her beyond Expreffion^ fuch as iVords cannot defer ibe ; 
but after Prayer, and exorcifing the evil Spirit, both Body and 
Soul were healed f. By this it Is apparent that Mr. Wesley 
does, or very late did, aflume a Power of Healing, and to caft 
out Devils, as much as any Primitive Apoftle. 

It is a controverted Point among the Method ifts, WhetheV 
Bodily Concuffions and Screaming are the EfFeft of the Bhffed 
Spirit^ or the Bufietingsof Satan. Mr. WhiTefield feems 
to maintain, that it is the Operation of Satan ; and Mr. Wes- 
ley contends, that it is the wholfome Effe^S of the Spirit of 
Grace: But the Two Antagonifts (if they are reafly fuch) yet 
contrive the Matter very well} for it is neceflaryyi/^f/zV/rcrj tliift 

S 2 the 
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theBleflcd Spirit fliould be the Caufe of thefe violent Agita- 
tions, that thofe who are weak might not be ofFended ; and it 
i^ equally neceflaryyi;w^//;«>i alio that the evrl Sprrit foould be 
the Caufe, to (hew what an Enemy he is to Methirdifm^ in thus 
difparaging God's Work, and defigning to afFright People from 
it; and efpecially it muft be the Devil's Work, that Mr. 
VVesley might have the Hortour of eje^ing him, and g^in a' 
Reverence for his miraculous Cures. ♦ 

But the boifterous Manner of Delivery fo much aflfeflcd by 
the Methodift- preachers, as the Sons of Boanerges, may vrith 
great Juflnefs and Propriety be aidjudged the principal Caufe of 
all thefe Diforders, viz. their Roaring, Yelling, bodily Con- 
cuflions and Agonies. Let no one be ftartled ; I fay again, 
t'hey are the Caufe, the inftrumental Caufe, of all thefe Pertur- 
baiions and amazing Symptoms : And indeed they make it a! 
IWatter of high Boafting and Exultation ! And it is obfervcd, 
that when one falls into /V/j, or /creams^ it afffe^s the reft by 
Sympathy ; or quickly one after another^ a^ ft were by Conta- 
gion. The Two Journalijis are full 6i fuch Accounts, more 
replete with fuch Stories indeed than evert (jEoroe For his 

Journal about the the Progrefs of ^takerifm. ^It hath been 

conftantly obferved of Superftition and Enthufiafth, more efpe- 
cially the latter, that they are very catching^ and infeSfraus^ 
' i-unning like Wild fire from Bofom to Bofom.— — Nor is it 
ftrange that this fliould be the Cafe, when the Company are of 
the fame Caft and Conrplexion, of the fame Turn of Mirid, 
the fame Temper and Diftcmpef. f 

Perfons of bad Principles will be fond of mingling with art 

£nthufiaftick Se<3:. As for Inftartce, HypddrHes^ who, laying. 

hold of devout Affearances^ and high Pretenfions to Religion, 
are defirous to pafs upon the World for Saints, in order t6 

deceive more effediually. Perfons of a vain and ambitious 

Mind,, who love to hQ Seme- body in anew DHpenfation that 
jmakes a little Noife in the World, and knowing how unable 
they are to make a Figure elfewherc, moft needs be at the Head 
of a feparating Party, or a Se£t ; or elfe from mere Conceited- 
nefsvfiW fet up to be Teachers, or Expounders. H-^ — Mr. Wes- 
ley, from a feeming Renunciation of Miracles at his firft fetting 
out, yet in fa6l makes a full Claim to them, as is evident from 
the above Particulars quoted out of his Journals : Some of hfs 
Cures are plainly declared to be miraculaus, and other repre- 
fented with fuch a miraculous Air as can't fail of getting Be- 
lief

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IJcf among hk credulous Followers. If Mr. Wesley hath 

adlually performed fome miraculous Cures feemingly fo, and re- 
moved from many of hb Followers the moft horrrble Dilorder&> 
as he IS pkstfed to rebce, let him remeitiber that he brought 
thefe Cal'^mities upoa them himfelf (unlcfs Satan bear a Part) 
by the Force of his boifterous Eloquence in bewildering thi 
Judgment. 

They make Rsgineratlon, or the New-birth, to be Two-fold^ 
iL leffer ind a ^eater. Regeneration in the higher Senfe of tha 
Word is a thorough itiward Change, by the Love of God (bed 
abroad in the Heart : In the lower Senfe it is obtaining Re- 
miiTioh of Sin.-i— *-Now, before one does arrive to a Pertedtion 
in this blefied State, he muft undergo a very fevere Trial ; for» 
iccofdifyg to their Defcription of the Matter, the Pangs of the 
New-birth are Doubts and Feiirs, and ftrong Temptations ; 
Ferments and Agonies like of a Woman in IVavail. They 
iQt\ Terrors, E>cfpondencies, Spiritual Defertions ; yea, they 
feel as it were the Pains of Hell. But as to himfel f, Mr. Wbs- 
JLEV makes but a fhort Work of it ; for he fays, " he was in a 
** violent Agony for about Fsur Hours^ and then began to feci 
*• that he was born of God.*" But, in the general, it is ac- 
companied with a horrible Dread, Defpair, and Perturbations 
of Mind, for a long Continuance. Hence Mr. Wesley de- 
fcribeth the ftvcral Cryings-out, Roaring, Yelling, &c. with 
unutterable Agonies of Mind and Body.— -Thus, among the 
Papijisy S. Tere^s A was placed in Hell by our Lord to fee the 
Torments of the Damned. The Entrance is a narrow, dark 
Furnace. All the moft acute Pains that the Devils could invent 
were as nothing to the Agonies {he did undergo at her Rege- 
neration : Her Legend fays exprefly that {he felt a defperate 
and torturing Difcontent and Difguft before the Work of Re- 
generation was complete, f 

They are reprefented to undergo feveral Purgations and 
I^uftrations 'e're the New-birth is quite formed. Mo{l of them 
feel as it were a burning Fire within them; and fo Mr. Wes- 
ley interprets the Text, Pit, iy. 12. concerning the /^ryTr/V?/, 
to the Agonies and Torments that burn within them like Fire 
in forming the New- birth, and not meant of Perfecutions, as 
fome ignorant Commentators expound ||. When this fevere 
Penance is at an End, then indeed they have the Favour of 
being told by their Teachers that they are then regenerate and 
imorruptibU 'y and thofe that have the {Irongefl Fancy, the

Sometimes we are told, that they have Intervals and Viciffi- 
tildes of Light and Oarknefs, alternate Ri/ings and Fallings^ 
Spiritual Joy and Defertions ; fometimes they are (aid, in high, 
figurative Exprefltons, to ridi triumphantly with Christ b his 
Chariot, then move heavily when he taketh ofF his Chariot- 
Wheels ; one Time are carried up to Heaven, and down again 
to Hell : But, after a great Struggle and Combating with dm 
alternate Courfe, then the Matter begins to mend, and they 
£itt into Extacies, Vifions, and Revelations. 

This fo extraordinary Apparatus may be parallelled by nu- 
0Terotis Inftances among the Popijh Saints and Saintefles, more 
e^cially the Founders of the fevcral Orders ; and, which isalfo 
pretty remarkable, it anfwers very nigh, as Face to Face in a 
Mirror, to the Description given of the New^birth by the furl? 
and morofe Zealots that were fo ftanch for the Kirk and Cove- 
nant in Scotland : And it is likew'tfe almoft the (ame in Subftance 
with what the moft Reverend Dr. Sharp, Archbifhop of /Iri, 
gives of the rigid Prejbyterians^ their Defcendants, in Englmi 
I fhall here annex the Defcription in the Words of his Grau: 

* There is nothino; more ufual, among thofe that delight to Jay 

* down a great Number of Marks of Converfion, than ta 

* frame a (blemn Defcription of the Manner of it, and to de- 

* liver the particular Way and Method in which it proceeds 

* And here ufually they firft bring in a Soul very carelefs and 

* and regardlefs of his Eternal Intereft, and very fecure in hb 

* own Way, though it be a bad one. Afterward they mah 

* this Perfon, either by feme convincing Sermon he hath heard, 

* or fome rcafonable Advice he hath had from fome pious 

* Friend, or by fome Affliction or Judgment that God hath 
•■ been picafcd to vifit him with, or, laftly, by fome extraordt- 

* n»ry Providence in fome other Way, I fay, by iome or all of

* Vj fct homo to Wh Spirit, that he can find Comfort no where; 

* and, thoiJth he turn himfelf all Ways imaginable, yet ftill 

* lio in M formrn, mifcrablc Creature. After he hath lain fome 

* 'V\n\^ tmdcr (hrfc Terrors and AfFrightments, and even upon 

* the Uiiiik of iJdpcration, it pleafeth God at lengthy by his 

* Spi- 
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Spirit, to break through this Cloud, and to Jart foiue Be^ms 
of Light and Comfort into hts Confctence, Finding himfclf 
to be loft every otlicr Way, he is at laft direiJtcd to fix lipon 
Jesus Chris r as the only Anchor of hh Hope; to dofe 
with him, to apply his Merits and Righteoufners to himfelf : 
And, iipon this, he hys hold on the Promifes; and^ re- 
nourrcing all his own Works, and all his own Rightm>urncfs, 
and perfectly going out of himfelf, he relies and depends up^m 
Jesus Chkist, and him only: And this cloflng wkb, and 
refting upon, Jesus Chkist, js that julHfying, taving Faith 
upon account of which God accepts and approves of him. 
^ 7'his is the ordinary Proccfs of Converhon, as yuut Come- 
times find it delivered in Books. I do not reprefent it with a 
Defign to <;xpofc it i for really this is fometimes the Method 
by which Men are converted. But yet this 1 fay. That, if 
this Kind of Proceeding be fet down either as a ncceflary 
Mark, or as a certain Mark, whereby Men are to judge of 
their Regeneration, itwiil fail in both thefe Refpe^Sis, ^nd be 
found no Mark at all ; for it wlil either difcover too jnnch or 
toohtde : For it is certain a great many very pious and reli- 
gious Perfons never canie to that good Fftatc they are now ia 
by any fuch Methods as we have been now fpcaking of; I'hey 
were never cxercifed in fych a boilfcrous Manner with tlie 
'Terrors of the Law j they were never In fuch a dtfpairing 
Condition i and that Satisfa^ion sind Peace i>f Mind tlity 
now enjoy ^ and that good Hope they have of G<jd *s Favoi.ir-i 
never arrived to them in fach a Way and Method as I have 
been defcribing.

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This is lli:\t eminent Divine, then but Rector of St. Gilti\ 
who (amon;^ a prcat many ofh^rs) in the Rci^n of K. James 
II. made f;jch a nohlc Stand againft Popery, when a furbus 
Attack, hke an impetuous I'orrcnt, was making upoa oyr 
Rights, Civil and Relir.imis ; while in the o^^p Time the 
Prejbyterinns fawned upon that arhicrary Prince WAth the higheii 
Strain of Rlictorick.

The pretended Infpiration of the 
Quakers, ^«^e?/Af^7/izwANTHONiETT A Bourignon, 
Several Inftances of pretended Infpiration^ and of the 
Power oj working Mracles among the Scotch Cove- 
nanters. 

THE Methods whereby God Almighty has beenpleaferfto 
difcover himfelf to Holy Men of old are very different; 
fometimes by an external Voice, fometimes by an Ajk 
pearance to the Senfes and Imagination, and fometimes by iiB- 
mediately affeding and influencing the Soul and Underftanding. 
——Of the firft Kind we Have feveral Inftances in Holy Writ : 
Among the reft is God's calling audibly on Samuel, when 
yet a Child, when it was foretold him concerning the Fate and 
Deftiny of Eli the High Prieft. Some do- fuppofe that the 
Voice which Samuel heard was not like the natural Voice 
of Eli, when he got up and went into his Apartment in Ac 
Night-time: But, when it is faid, thzt Samuel did not knvu> thi 
Lordy the Meaning is, he was not yet acquainted with die 
Method whereby God was pleafed to reveal himfelf to the 
Prophets ; when (as fome of the Rabbins inform us) 
** certain Apparition, or the Image of a Man or Am 
'* prefented itfelf to their Imagination ; fometimes i 
•' with a Voice, and that either ftrong or vehemen^of elfc 
" foft and familiar*." What Truth there is in this jSfftimcal 
Tradition I know not ; but the Hebrew Dodlors^wleve it : 
But, as to the other Opinion, That, whenever tKi^lnughty 
docs vouchfafc to fpeak to Man, the Voice is then peculiar, and 
has no RcTcmblance with the Human, the moft learned Bifhop 
Patrick fccms to be of another Mind; for in this very In- 
ftancc he fays, // /; probable the Voice was like that of ELlf- 

Of the occond Sort of Communion with God (to omit 
others) was the Vifion that appeared to Paul in the Night; 
for there Jlood [as fccmed to him] a Man of Macedonia ^ and 
prayed him^ fiyiff^^ Come over into Macedonia and help us, 
Adh [xvi. 9. And thci) the Apoftle^ without any Manner 
of HcfltHtion, rcfolvcs to' make V Journey thither, affuredly 
gathering, that the Lord had called him to preach the Gofpel in

they prophefy according to the Will &/ Man ; that is, when 
they would at Command j but ihey fpake by the peculiar Inftinft 
and Impulfe of the Holy Ghoft- 

Now, in this la ft Acceptation of the Word Infpirathn^ it 
may be defined to be a ** Divine Influx on the Soul, wherein 
*' the Perfon is wholly paffive; the Blefled Spirit working upon 
■* his Underilanding irrefiftibly and authoratatively, carrying 
" along with it its own Demonltration/' 

There is no Manner of Doubt of it, but that a great many, 
more efpecially of the Gmjii^ks^ pretended to real Infpjracioa in . 
the Apoftolicai Age, notwithfianding they were in fa<5t but mere 
Impojhru Hence it is that St, John the Divine gives a Caution 
to all the Chriftians of hrs l*ime (and indeed to all Chrifti:ins 
of the fucceeding Ages) to take Heed of being fed need by fuch 
asihould pretend to be infpired by the Holy Spirit of God, faying^ 
Biisvid^ heiieve mt every Spirit, ifut try the Spiri^i^ w bet her 
they are ef Godf bicaufe many fdlfe Pn^phets are gone inta the 

World. 1. John, iv, r. From which Words that Great 

.Man, Archbrfhop Tjllotson^ very naturally makes the 
following Inferences* (l») ^ Thai Men way, and aften do, faljly 

* pretend to Injpirathn^ And this is the Reafon upon which the 

* Apoftle grounds this Exhortation ; Becaufe many fa! fe Prophets

^ are to be believed. (4.) That tbtre isfomi Way to difum ftun 
^ Pretenders to InfpiratioH from thofe wh§ are truly euii diwnefy 
^ infpired. And ihis is neceflarily implied in the Apoftle's bidding 
^ us to try the Spirits whether they are of Go^\ for it were in 
^ vain to make any Trial if there were no Ways to difcem be- 
^ twcen pretended and real Ini'pirations/ ^ 

N. B. Mr. BuRKiT, (who was certainly a very good Man) 
in his Annotations on theNcw-Teftament, does borrow all thefe 
Obfervations, and tranfcrtbes them with very little Variation, 
(unlefs foinetimes a Curtailing of them) without any MentioK 
of the Archbifliop ; as indeed he generally does upon eveiy 
. ^ext of the New-Teftament in fo many expvefi Words that 
his Grace pitched upon for a SubjeA of his admirable Difcourles, 
as any one by comparing both may eaiUy difcover. Is it not 
then a Wonder that Mr. Whitefield, who pays fucb a Defe- 
rence and Refpcd to Mr. Burkit^ yet, in his rain and intempe- 
fate Zeal, does efteem the good Archbifhop no more a Obnfo 
dian a-Ti/r^;from whom, notwithftanding, Mr. QuRKxrdoK 
borrow the very heft of his pious Remarks ! But I fup|>ofe hems 
Ignorant of this, notwithftanding all his Pretence to Infpiratioo, 
vea to extraordinary Infpiration, as we have too many Infiaooes 
pf it in his vain-glorious and fantaflick Journals^ 

What raifed the Anger apd Inveteracy of the Metheiijb 
againft this admirable and pious Divine I am not able to deter- 
mine: I know he is generally perfccuted ; and I heard (bmeof 
them fay that he was no better than an Atheiji ; wl^di has tte 
fame Refcmblance of Truth that the PrefhytertesMs caft on his 
quondam PredcccfTor Archbifhop Laud, that be was altog^diff 
a Papijl, But the excellent Writings of the one and the odior 
do fufficiently clear them from this foul Calumny. But it b a Pait 
of fome Men's Religion (at leaft of their Pradice) to revile and 
traduce Men of an eminent Station, who are infinitely thdr 
Superiors, as well in Point of Learning and Knowledge as att) 
fn Authoritv nnd Jurifdidlion. 

But, if 1 may offer my Conje£ture, I do imagine that 00c 
principal Rcnfon (befidcs his exalted Station in the Churdr) 
Why Archbilhcip'riLi.oTSON fell under the Difpleafute of our 
Modern KntliufinO^ was fuch Poitions as thefe in his Sennoff

' * foever in themfelves, and pernicious in their Confequencej^ 
f did not only prevail very much in Girmmiy a little after th^ 

* Beginning of the Reformation, but have fmce got too much 

* Footing in other Places, and been too far entertained and 
^ dierifiied by feme good Men, who were not fufficiently 

* aware of the Error and Danger of them/ This, in all Like* 
I lihood, and fome other like found and orthodox Divinity ^ gave 
^ Offence to Whitefield, fo as to maintain in Print, and aguia 
f to vindicate his Affertionj that Archbifliop Tillotson knew 
^ jio more of Ghriftianity than a Turk or a Mahmetan. 

But to return fo my more immediate Subje£l of Infpiration. 
I " In the Ciafs oirml and divine Infplration there is no Doubt 

hnt that the primary Rank is due to the holy Pnphets of oId| 
i and the Jps/ilei of our Biefled Saviour* Nor were the extraor* 
dinary Gifts of the Spirit confined to the Apoftks and their firft 
I Converts j but the fucceeding Ages (whilft Chriftianity remained 
^ pure and uncorrupt) were abundantly biefled with the like Di- 
vine Favour, not much inferior to that of the firft Chnftians^ 
as is very evident from the early Writers of the Primitive 
Church* The late Dn Con vers Mioleton (as his Manner 
was to h^Jinguiar in mod Things) would fain obtrude upon 
the World that Miracles and the extraordinary Gifts of the 
Spirit intircly ceafcd after the Apoftles* Days ; and, to make 
good his Allegation 5 his Method is to afperfe and calumniate the 
Fathers of the Church, that they were weak and filly People, 

too credulous and apt to be impofed upon* It is a hard 

Matter indeed to prove a Negative ; and therefore, be fides his 
Ipji dixit y Ridicule and Banter is his only Proaf* — And, further 
H to depreciate them, he boldly afTerta, that the fevemi A^dogiei 
W wvreii in Defence §f ClmjUamly were mean Performances^ and 
F unHkcly ever to ke perufed by the Roman Emper&n^ to whom 
^H ^ley are dedicated i at unHkeiy^ fays be, ffl bi regarded ^^ if <i^«

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of wr Mcthod'ifls JImdU wnie an ^pobgy^ and dedicate it i9 the 
King ^ England.^— -The Dodlor fhould know that thisRepit- 
fentation is entirt:ly falfe ; or elfehe did abominably prevaricate, 

and ftifle the Truth. Justin Martyr wrote two Apo- 

logics, the firft dedicated to Antoninus Pius and the Rmi 
Senate, and the other to M. Antoninus Verus ; and he 
had fo good Success, in dating the Cafe before the Emperor and 
fienatc, as to put a Stop to the Perfecution that was then y& 

breaking out againft the Church. And Quadratus, 

Bilhop of Athem^ in an excellent Apology that he prefented \o 
the Emperor Adrian, (who was the immediate Predeceffor of 
M. Antoninus Pius) had fo good £fie£fc, that the Empcw 
fcnthis Refer ipt to all Governors of Provinces, commanding J 
Stop to be put to the Perfecution againft the Chriftians*. Tto 
is a fu/ficient Evidence that Dr. Midleton did wilfully pre- 
varicate ; for it is not to be fuppofed that a Man of his Readisg 
did it ignorantly. 

If any of the Heathen World may put in a Claim to tte 
fpecial Privilege of Infpiration, we may fuppofe that the Sikjlsy 
and the devout Socrates, bid the faireft for fuch a Divitf 

Gift. The Sibyls were thought to be infpired in the Age 

they lived in, and by moft of the Primitive Fathers of tk 
Chriftian Church.—— The original Volume of their infpiiwl 
Writings pcriftied (it muft be allowed) at the burning of the 
Capitol ; but a few Tranfcripts, or at leaft Ibme Fragments, 
were copied notwithftanding by the Curious^ and preferved, 
before that fatal Accident : And, in Procels of Time, all tbcfc 
Remains were collated with great Care and exaftnefs. Taci- 
tus fays cxprefly, that the College of Priefts were appointed 
ly the Senate to revife and diftinguifh between what was dx 
genuine Work of the5%/f and that which was the counterfat\ 
who did, as he fays, quantum humanaope potuijffinty as carefuBf 
and exadly as poflible, weigh this Pointf . Yea, and as late as 
the Time of Augustus, becaufe that many Oracles were pre- 
tended to be in divers Hands, he decreed, that a geneni 
Scrutiny Ihould be made to examine into the Matter ; when, 
in a folcmn Convention, above 2000 of the ipurious and 
counterfeit Kind, that had no Stamp of Antiquity to voudi 
for their Credit, were ordered to be burnt, and thofe only to 
be prcfervcd and lodged in the Capitol that were adjudged tok 
ihe true and genuine Sihylline Oracles. || 
They are without Difpute of very great Antiquity, as being

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prefented to Tar^in firnamed the Proud, who was the 
Seventh King of Rome after RomuijUS, the firft Founder of 
that famous City : Yea, and fome maintain, that they are ftilf 
fomewhat more andent, and that Sibylla Cum^ka made a 
Prcfent of her Performances to TARquiNius Priscu$*." 
The moft eminent of the Antient Heathens looked upon thefef 
Oracles as extraordinary and fupernatural : 1 he Primitive Father^ 
of the Chriftian Church alfo had them in great Veneration; 
and often quoted Pa£&|es out of thorn in Confirmation of 
Chriftianity; particulany Lactantius, who was Tutor to 
Constantine the Great his Son. Among other remarkabld 
Exp^-efllons he argues thus : The Heathens^ when mnplujfed witB 
tbefe Juthorities^ have Recourfe to this Subterfuge^ that thefe A#r- 
fes were not true Sibylline Oracles^ but forged by us Chrtflians f 
which certainly no Man can fancy who diligently conftders what 
Cicero and Varro, and other jtntients^ have faid of Eav- 
THRJEA and other Sibyls, from whom we extraSi our Rotations ^ 
who were dead before the Birth of our Saviour, f • 

Our Modern Criticks are very much divided in their Senti- 
ments : Some deride this whole Affair as falie and fpurioife ; 
while dthers, quite as grave and learned, are of a clean contrar^ 
Opimon. Of this latter Clafs I fliall content myfelf with whaf 
the ingenious James Howell, Efq; and Mr. Arch-deacoif 

EcHARD, deliver about this important Point. ^ In theftf

As to Socrates, the wife jtthmmn^ I fhall take the Free* 
rfoin to borrow what I hare to fay upon that Stibjeia from the 
Ingeniotjts EJfdy upm IkJ^traihn^ wrote by the Rev, Mr. Baylt, 
late Re<fVor of St* yanm\ m Brtjh!* AH Antiquity inlxjrms uS| 
Jkith my Authw^ that Socrates profeflcd a Sort of Infpiration^ 
to be attended with a familiar Spitit, or Dmnm^ thatibrewarned 
him, upon f^m& certain Occafiort?, of Danger to himfelf and 
ether*, or forctoH.him Things to come: And this was by a 
Sort of Voice he heard » or pretended to hear. What^siVf this 
#aa, whether any Thing really mthmt him, or only inutnai 
to his Mind, hath been a Matter of Difputc and Enqtiiry 
among Antitnts snd Modern. Some of the latter are of Opi- 
nion, that thert was nothing Supernatural in it, and that this 
P'mci W^ nothing elfe but the laft Rcfult and Conclulian of his 
Uiirderftanding touching any Thing ot Adion that his Mind 
tPa^ convlerfant about i and this, yi?/ f^^f, was common amon^ 
thePhilofophets, to call that Faculty of the Mind, which diredlcd 
artd governed the Man and his Adlions, Part qfihe Divinity. 

To this my Author rejoins, that neither *EEnoFnon not- 
PtATO, who were acquainted as well as any with Terms in 
tJfc among the Philofophcn, and their Dotftrine of the Sou! 
thst it was Part qf the Dhinity^ never in the leaft imagined 
that SocRATfes meant no more hf his Damn than his own 
Natijral Undcrftanding, And befidds, the Things attribited 
to this Dmmon will not confift with fuch an Opinion ; for th6 
Dire (3 ion of this V&ice^ or D^mon^ was generally Deh&rtatory^ 
i* e. ne^er advifed him to do any Thing by Way of Command^ 
but only to refrain of deft ft from any Purpofe on WhicH 
Uanger or ill Succefs would fdlow. Sometimes he heard A 
yhiie which was a Warning to him to defdt, and, when It 
regirded othetSj to caution them like wife againft any furihet 
Proceeding, If h^ beard not the Fme^ he judged favourabiy 
of the A(f!ion he was upon, and proceeded without any 
I3r6ad of Danger.— ^— When the F&ice was prophetick, it wds 
clear and exprefs, and not at all equivocal ^ and the Evert! 
^fways verified the Prediction. All this vims above GuefTes am! 
tofijeftures J and thereupon my Author concludes that thii 
Jf^dicf^ or D^rmn^ was beyond the Ken of Humaa Reafoa c^ 
Prudence^ or the utmoft Sagacity of Judgment. 

No Man anion g the Heathens can in any Meafure compare 
with SocEATES cither for the Juftncfs of his Sentiments m 
xegard to Virtue and Divine Things, or for Exaflaefs and 

U Ex^ 
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Exemptarinefs of Ltfe,-^— Under hb Inftruflions were fbrmed 
a great many eminent Men, partictjlarly JflNOPHoN and 
Plato j in whofe Writings are to be feen the moft beautiful 
Stroke? m Morality, the Sum and Pcrfedion of the Hciithen^ 
Senfe and Eloquence j and from which Cjcero not only de- 
rived his choiceft and moft admired Paflagcsof a God, a Pro^ 
videncej of Human Duties, of Laws, Government, Occo- 
nomicks and Politicks ; but by which he adjufted and formed 
his very Language and Stile, and derived into his Dialogues 
much of the Eafe, and Fluency, and Graces, wherewith they 
fhine and charm all Readers who have a Tafic of the Sublime. 
No Chriftfan, of the moft exemplary Life and Talents, need 
at this Day be afliamed of being the Author of thofe excellent \ 
Difcourfes that Socrates delivered to his Pupils on the Being* 
of a God and Providence, as recorded by Xenophon and 
PiATo, and DioG£K£5 Laertius; for he wras too modeft 
to publiflx any Thing himfelf. How admirable are his Reafons 
for endeavouring at confiimmate Virtue and Perfection I which 
he makes 10 coniiit in a Likenefs and Similitude of Godf and a 
Participation of the Divine Nature* Finally, how admirable 
indeed is his Notton as to the Principle and Origin of Virtue ! 
that it is neither natural nor acquired, but derives itfelf from a 
higher Caufe, from a Supernatural Influence of the Deity, — - 
Now, upon thefe Accounts, my Author does, I think, very 
Juftly infer, that Socrates had a Supernatural Affiftance to 
guide him : There is, fays he^ no Herefy at ail in fucb an 
Imagination* * 

The very Reverfe to this Divine Chara«5ter is thai of the 
Heathen Oracles^ (o famous of old, and fo often mentioned by 
the moft antient Writers, particularly by Herodotus, whom 
Cicero names tht Father oi Hiftorians, There is aDiverfity 
of Opinion among the very Heathens touching the Veracity of 
the Anfwer delivered by the Oracks to the Perfon that confulted 
them. Til at Se6t of Philofophers diftinguifticd by the Name 
of Stouks do all maintain it was Supernatural and real Infpira- 
tloni particularly Chrysippus made a large Collection of 
their Difcoveries and Prediftions ; but this voluminous Traft 
is now loft, and wc know nothing of it but fome Fragments 
preferved in the Writings of others. CicERo derides and 
makes a Jeft of this Performance, and avers that it contained 
nothing but a Rhapfody of uncertain Predictions, either ob re yne 
or ambiguous ; or, if any hit the Mark^ it was by mere Chance 
and Conjeduref p Yea, and long before Cxci^ao, that Knot 
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of Philofophcrs that were denominated Atatiemich gave no 

Manner of Credit to their pretended Infpiration, and exploded 

' them altogether as mere Impofture and Prieftcraft. Some of 

the Fathers of the Chriftian Church concur alfo in the laft 

Opinion j but many are at a Stand whether to impute the 

Oracular Anfwer altogether to Artifice and Cunning, or ia 

Conjtmfiion with the Suggeftions of an Evil Spirit, The Arn« 

J biguity and equivocal Anfwers are i^ndced a fufficient Indication 

ithat the whole Management was nothing elfe but Impollure 

Tand Collufioa of Priefts and Pricftefles : Yet fome Predidions 

(and Difcoverics arc of fuch a Nature that a great many grave 

land learned Men do adjudge they can be nothing lefs than the 

*>i6:ates of an Evil Spirit. In a Word, when the Oracles 

|(as was the Cafe fomecimes) commanded Human Sacrifices, 

^ea, and occafionally to order the Perfon conlulting to ficrifice. 

bis own Child, this favours more of DiahUcai than Human 

iCraft. 

The only Objeflion of any Weighty that fome of our Mo- 
' dcrn Criticks do alledge againft the Suppofidon that the Devil 
afled a Part in thefe occult Tranfa<ftionSj is this* That Provi- 
dence would not permit Mankind to be thus abufed. But (fays 
a very learned Writer) did not Providence permit particular 
Men to be pofle/Ted ? Let them reconcile this to their Scheme 
of Providence if they can i I am fure the one is as difagrceable 
to their Apprchenfions of it as the other ; at leaft the Polleflion 
of particular Men being admitted will make way !or the eafy 

Belief of the other, 1 think all Men muft confefs, 'that, in 

Delivery of thofe Oracles by which Idolatry was fo much con- 
firmed, there was a very great Abufe fome\^here; and one 
would admire why it ihouldbe more confiltcnt with Providence 
to permit the World to be abufed by evil Pfiefts than by evil 
Daemons. * 

I mufl now take a long Stride from the Heathen Oracles to 
fome Modern Enthufiafts, of the prefent and laft Century; 
who pretended to Infpjrations but hitherto have produced very . 
ilender Evidence of fuch a bold Claim. The Tranfition indeed 
is odiou5, fince thiji call themfelves ChrljJtam ; yet, fmce we 
cxprefly read that fa!fe Prophets fliail come in the latter Davf , 
and deceive many under a Pretext of Godlincfs, they muft bcj 
ranked under their proper Clafs.^— '1 have fpoken of the 
^ahrs^ and their Idle Pretences to Revelation* in a diftindl? 
Chapter already J wherein I have made it evident, even from 
the Authority of iheir own Writers^ that their firft Appearance 
ill the World was in the Year 1649, or 1650; when the Ufur- 
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patioii of the CoinmQnweakh, fouiKle4 on the M^d^ir of 9i1 
excellent Kbigj became the Parent of numberlefs Evils both 
to Church and State : At what Time (fays Mr. EcH AKp) rjever 
was greater Lictnct: and Extravagance in Spiritual Matters j

trude Notions and Nonfeafe, wliich yet he i^ plea fed to call 
%ubiime Truihs, 

It ift from the fame infpired Writings of Mrs. Eouricnom 
that he borrowed the Plan of his Chrljiian Psrfi^ihn^ which 
inlifts upon fuch Aufterltie^ and MortiEcations of Life as to 
make fuch a Scheme impracticable to ordinary Chriftians. This 
^*has been compared by fome to fome Puhlui Mamgirs^ who, 
l^hen they have a Mind to undermine a BtU<^ inftead of op* 
poiiBg will join in it, but then carry it to fuch Heights (wJiich 
is called Lauding of it) as to make it look ridiculous and im-<

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hi that See, who wrote the Hiftory of the Church of Sc&tland, 
Our Author obferv^s, that ihh wicked Man (as he in the Spirit 
of Eittemefs h pleafed to eall him) ^Id^ in a more fubtil Way 
than his Prcdcceflbr, endeavour to overturn the Difcipline and 
JLribenies of the Kirk ; and for his Perfidy, as he faysj he was 
made an eminent Example of the Judgment of God j for he 
was excommunicated from the Kirk, and fled into Efigiand^ 

and there died in great Mifery. And all this came to pafs 

for his Warping and Defedion from the Covenant, and ta 
fulfil a Prophecy, which one of their furious Teachers Aid.

There are a great many more Miracles recorded of thb 
Mafter J* Welsh \ b»*t thefechfcfljr reganl his Divine MrflSon^ 
his wonderful Succefs in the Miniftr}'^ his great Autliorit)-' with 
Princes, their extraordinary Rcfpcft unto him, and his Propht-* 
tick Spirit: And indeed there h rc:irce one lingle Occurreftce 
in Life but he is endued with a Spitit of Pfophccy, which! 
have not the Patience to tranfcrihe* But there is one remark- 
able PaiTage at his Death, vi^hercby <^ur Author does repi-effertt 
him as over-charged with Divine f avouis, and begs that God 
would not be over*Iiberal to him, for that he cmild contain nts 
more: Lt^rd^ fays he » bdd thy Hand ^ his efiQu^h -^ thy Servant 
is a Chy-vtffd^ andean hold m m&n.

* Curates^ u e. the Epifcopal Clergy**' In fine, it appears 
from their Writings, but clearer ftili from their Pra^ftice, that, 
let a Man be ever fo good a Chriftian, yet out of Principle anti 
Confcience he refufes to take the Covenant^ he is certain to be 
perfecuted with the utmofl Rigour, and is looked upon little 
better than an InfidcL And it may be aBirmcJ, with a great 
deaJ of Truth, that the Ecclcliaftical I'yranny of the Kirk is 
altogether as fevere ag^inft the Epifcopalians as the Inquifithn 
in Spain is againft any one fufpcfled of Herely : The one is as 
mercilefs Mif^ Anti-chriilian as the other, favc that the Kirk* 
Perfecution does not burn at a Stake, but otherwife expofes the 
poor SufFerers to all the Miferies that the keencft Rancour can 
invent. The Epifcopal Divines werci by Force of Arms dra- 
gQumditova their Churches, for no other Crime than their At- 
tachment to the Apoftolica! Government by Bifliops, and a 
Publick Liturgy in the Service of God. And, fuppofe they 
were miftakcn, they adted on a Principle of Confcience ; which 
the very Prefbyterians in their Qtvm Cafe admit as a fufficient 
Plea,^^A little after the Acccffion of Q. Anne there was 
an A 61 made t^ prevent the dijlurhing &f thofe uf the Epifcopai 
C&mmunicny in that Part of Great- Britain caikd Scotland, iit 
the Exercife of their Rdigims Worjhip^ and the Ufe of the Li- 
turgy of the Church of England* This A£t gave fbme Relief 
for a Seafon j but in a few Years the enraged Zeal of the Fac-

As to the Antiquity of a fet Form of Prayer in the Publick 
Worfhip, I fliall tranfcribe a PafTagc out of the excellent Dean 
Prideaux his Connet^ion, which docs fully determine the 
Matter, would Men wear off the Prejudice of Education and 
an Attachment to Party, right or wrong. When that verr 
accurate and learned Antiquarian had recited at large the feveral 
Forms of Prayer made ufe gf in the Jcwifli Church in our 
Saviour's Time, he then fuhjoim the following Remark, which 
is home to ihc Purpofe * * Since our Saviour fparcd not freely 

* to tell the Jews of all the Corruptions which they had in his 

* Time run into, and cii all Oircaiiijns reproached them there- 

* with J had it been contrary to the WiU of God to ufe fct 

* F&rmi of Prayer in his Publick Service, or bad it been dif* 

* plcafing 10 him to be adJreficd in fuch mean Forms [fuch as 

* af e mentioned before, and fet down at large] when much better 

* might have been made, we may be fure he would have tuJd 

* them 

^ Preface r^ the chc tM% «f Bifhop BtdcU 
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thentof both, and joined widi them in neidier: Bat lie 
having never found Fault with them for ufing fet Forms, bst 
on the contrary taught hb own Difeiples a fet Form to praj 
by, nor at anr Time exprefled a Diflike of the Forms dm 
in Ufe becauie of the Nleannefi and Emptinefe of them, ht 
abvays joined with them in their Sraagogucs in the Fonn 
above recited, this may fatb^ our Diffmttrsj if any Thiag 
can fatisfy Men fo perverfely bent after their own Way9^ dm 
neither our ufing fet Forms of Prayer in our Publick Worihip, 
nor the ufin^ of Rich which they think not fufficiently edifying 
can be Objedions fufficient to join us in them ; for tiu^ 
have the Example of Christ in both thefe diredly zaiak 
them. The Truth is, whether there be a Form or noftx% 
or whether the Form be elegantly or meanly comp^ 
nothine of thn availeth to the recommending our Phijeo 
unto God : It is the true and fincere Devotion of the Hest 
only that can make them acceptable unto him*- . T his we 
ought to brine with us when ever we come into the Houftof 
G^ to wormip before him ; and with this, in any For* 
which is of found Words, we may pray acceptable untohiiB» 
and none can ever do fo without it : But whether any Fona 
of fuch found Words can be well preferved in thofe exteoh 
porary Eflfiifions of Prayer which ibme delight in, whedier 
this doth not often lead them into indecent, and fometiiBei 
blafphemous Expreffions, to the great Difhonour of God, aid 
the Damage of Religion, it behoves thofe, who are for dv 
Way, ferioufly to confider/ *

WHEN the Church of Rsme^ to our Sorrow, hit on thiir 
lucky Expedient to divide this Nation into fo many 
Factions in Point of Religion, the Firft Emiflaries 
did affume the Shape of Puritans^ FrcfiyUrians^ Independents^ 
and Antimmiam^ as has heen before related ^ ^nd they gained 
their End thereby, which was to demolifhtlie eftabliftcd Epif- 
copal Chtircb j and to murder an excellent religious King, who, 
iinder God, was its chief Supporter - And, being thus fuccefsfu! 
in that Work of Iniquity, thevnhen projeded more Milchief j 
for, to make the Name of Pmeftant more odious ftill, the 
MilTionaries' Commifiion was more extcnltve, to propagate 
AmbapUfm and ^akmfnu Of the latter I have ipoken ake^idy 
*iii a diftinfl Chapter on that Subject ; and I am to enlarge 
fomewhat on the former. 

It would be an endlefs Piece of Work to enumerate tlid 
feveral Inftances that Popiih Priefts in Difguife have fnached 
among the Jnahaptijis in order to ferve their accurfed End, tc* 
foment Diviiions: lihall only add the following true Story 
for a Sample of the reft. *' jinm. i6j2, there clianced to 
** come unto Colonel Richard Lawrence, then Governor 
tf* o( Wdic^fard^ under Oliver Cromweli., one Nugent, 
p* whofeemedto be a fair-conditioned Man, and fowashried 
*^ by the C^knei to work in his Gardens^ but, knowing ihii 
** 1 emper of his Mafter and Prtnciple5 in Religion^ he It rove 
** to pleafe htm all he could. Thus he continued with the 
*' Csknfl for feveral Years- At laft it chanced that Jufiice 
*' John CookEj who waa executed for the late King's 
** Murder, took a great Liking to this Nugjint for his rart; 
*^ Gifts, and feegged of the Q^imiel for to let hirji go over with 
him to Englat}d\ which was etfily granted* Nug£5*t:, 
ftaying for awhile with Juftice Cookk, returned into hf- 
iand^ where he continued praying and expounding 'ti!) the 
Refloratioa i and then of a fudden he became the Pypili:

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Whereas they pretend to fay that they have the Gofpel Au- 
thority for their Warrant in baptifing only the Adult, this is ftill 
perverting the true Meaning of the Gofpel Difpcnfation. The 
Apoflles had their CommliTioh to teach all Nation^, and bap^ 
tife them in the Name of the Father, Sdn, and Holy Ghoft. 
All the World, at that Conjunfture of Time, were either Jews 
or Gentiles, or Pa^an Infidels; and the Gofpel muft needs be 
preached to fuch when grown in Year^, and (Capable of under- 
fianding. Now^ had our Blefled Saviour intended to exclude 
Infants from the Sacrament of Baptifm, he itiuft have enjoined 
it particularly not to admit them, but to receive only the Adulc 
into the Bofom of the Chriilian Church, for this plain Reafon. 
becaufe it was the conftant aild univerfkl Cuftom of the Jewijh' 
Church to' receive Infants into Church-memberfhip by Circum^ 
cjjion^ which was now aboliihed, and Bapttfm fubuituted in its 
Place : And^ Tmce there was no Prohibition^ the Apoftles eould 
do no otherwife than admit the Children of Chriftian Parent?, 
fuch is they had converted, to the Ordinance of Baptifm, as It 
was, as I mentioned, the univerfal Pi'afliceof the %tt;(^ Church 
to circumcife Infants. And not only CirCumcinoti, but Bap^ 
tifm^ was an old and antient Rule pra£tifed all along in the 
Jewifli Church to admit Profelytes : And, if any fuch had Infint* 
Children, they were, at the Defire and Requeft of fuch Parents^ 
ifeceived Members of the Church by Baptifm, as is well knowa 
to every one that Is but moderately converfant in Jtwtjh Anti* 
quitiesj infomuch that Dr. LigHtFOOT writes, "The Baptifing 
if Infants was a Thing as well known in the Church of the Jewt 

as ever it has been in the Cbrijlian Church* Hor. Hebr. on 

Matth. iii. 6. 

Suppofe a Commiflion had been grante(J by the Church of 
England to fend a Number of Miffionaries into a Pagan Country^ 
(as is the Cafe of a great many Parts of the World to this ver/ 
Day )^to preach the glad Tidings of the Gofpel to fuch Heathens as 
ftt ftill inDarknefs dnd the Shadow of Deaths ?L O/W. ic* Why, 
after labouring fome Time in that bleffed Work, their Report 
would be, as in the A^s of the Apoftles, that they converted 
a great many, and baptifed fuch as they had converted into the 
Faith of Christ. But can any one think that fuch Miffiona* ' 
ries would refufe iht^Childrenoi {\xch Converts, and debar them 
from Baptifm ? Not by any means, becaufe it Was the general 
Cuftom of the Church that fent them on that EmbalTy to ^dmit 
Infants into the Sacred Inftitutiort of Baptifm.— The fame 
holds good to all Intents and Purpofes in the Cafe of the 
Apoftles' iirft preaching the Gofpdi among all Nations, and of 
the Account of their Succefs.

Notwithftanding their Toleration and kind Ufage, they, as 
well as other Sectaries, indulge themfelves (as if it was an ef- 
fential Part of their Religion) in mod ahufive and unchriftian 
Language againft the eflablifhed Church. Who can read, 
without fome Emotion of Spirit, fuch Language as this from a 
leading Man amongft them ? ** The Church of England at 
•' this Day, and for many Years together, not being made by' 
** baptifing Believers, [fo he exprc&s it] but by flefhly Wafli- 
*• ing of Infants upon Confeffion of Sureties for them, there- 
** fore they have not put on Christ by a Gofpel Profeffion, 
** but are in God's Account as the worft Pagans, Egyptiansj 
*5 Sodomites, Babylonians, Gentiles, a Habitation of Devils, a 
^^ Church of all unclean Spirits ; in plain Terms, a Cage 
^' of every unclean and hateful Bird. Revel, xviii, 2. as aUb alt 
*^ that feparate from her do confefe." This is wrote by one 
J. Morton ; and his Book has been feveral Times reprinted, 
^ni is in great Vogue among the Anabaftifts to this very Day; 
and, to imke the Firft Edition feem to he providential, it h 
flpd in the Title-page, The Copy of this Book was found hid in an 
old Wall near Colchefter, in Effex. * 

Let this fuffice as a Specimen of their Rancour and prevailing' 
Difpofttion of Spirit ; tho' it muft be granted that there are noc- 
a few well-meaning Men among them, honeft, good Men, 
that behave welK But, as concerning their Teachers, they 
could fcarce ever have taken a furer Method to convince the 
World that a Fanatici Spirit is their governing Principle than 
that wild and extravagant Notion which they hold, that Human 
Learning quencheth the Spirit, and is altogether ufelefs, yea 
and hurtful to the Fundtion of a Minifler of the Gofpel. There 
is a Sermon of one How, a Cobler, that lias been fevet^ 
Times reprinted, and is carefled by the Party as a choice Piece* 
of Divinity, that is a fufficient Proof of this, and bears the 
Title of The Sufficiency of the Spirit* s Teaching without Humatr 
Learning. Fronting the Title-page is a Copy of Verfes in 
Commendation of the Cobler ; which (becaufe they are much 
valued by the Party for Poignancy and Smartnefs) I Ihall here 
fubjoin :«• 

I0?at How ! how now I hath ttovrfuch Learning found, ■ 
To throw Art's curious Image to the Ground? 
Cambridge and Oxford may their Glory now 
Vail to a Cobler, if they knew but How :

The Generality of their Teachers in Englani and Wales arc 
for the moft bart a very noify and au ignorant Set of People, 
very often Mcchanicks, and broken Tradefmeh, that under- 
ftand nothing but their own Mother Tongue, and that but very 
cojirfely : But, to fupply that Defeft, Aey pretend, as How 
the Cobter did, to h^ gifted Men, and illuminated by the Spirit, 
on whom thejr father all their crude Notions, and Deliriums, 
and wrefted tnterpretation of Scripture, which in its Confc- 
qucnce is the groffeft Enthufiafm, if not direft Blafphemy. 
They fliould have confidered, that, had not Men of the efta- 
bliflied Church, aflifted by Human Learning, tranflated the 
Holy Bible into Englijh and fVielJh*^ they, poor filly Mortals ! 
would not have been able fo much as to read it, much lefs 
to underftand it. But there is in Holy Writ a vaft many PafTages 
(not to infift on Chronology and Geography) that are quite 
beyond the Capacity of ordinary People to apprehend at this 
Diftance of Time ; and to a Nation fo remote froih Judaa^ 
where their Cuftoms, the very Idiom of their Language, Pro- 
verbial Sayings, Manner of Expreffion, and Style, are quite 
different from our's. To inftance but in St. Paul's Epiftles, 
(where fo many incidental Controverfies and Difputes wirii 
jews and Gentiles are handled) unle6 one is made acquainted 
with the Nature of thefe Matters, and the true State of the 
Cafe, it is morally impoflibie to know his Meaning to any 
tolerable Satisfadion. His Meaning was perverted even in his 
own Life-time; for, as St. Peter obferves, in his Writings 
fome Things are hard to be underfiood^ which they that are unlearned 
.and un ft able wrefl^ astheydoalfo the other Scriptures ^ unto their 
own DeflruSiion, 2. Pet. iii. 16. And to fay, as the Anabaptifls 
do, that they have the Teaching of the Spirit, is rank Enthu- 
fiafm 5 this is to expert a Miracle when ordinary Means wHl 
avail, (fuch as Application to Hiftory, and Human Induftry) 
which in Scripture Language is to tempt God : And let the

they all unanimoufly judge that they then are more efpedall 
well employed, and make a very commendable Ufe of the 

' Tajents, when they fsJfify Authorities to prove that Iniiur 
Baptifm is a very novel Inftitution unknovirn to the Primith 
Church. Among others one Col. Dak vers, (as theyflilehui 
has wrote a Trtatije en Baptifm^ wherein are fuch frauduki 
Dealings, fo many wilful Prevarications, fo many vile Forgdc 
that an Appeal in Print was made to his own Papty that the 
ought in Confcience to renounce him as a moft (buidaloii 
Writer, one who has no manner of Reg^^-d to Xmth and lo 
tegrity.— — But, notwithftanding all this, he is ftill inbigl 
Efteern, making Profely tes. One will fee in him a vail Rbf 

. fody of Quotations heaped thick together, whereof the gicd 
Part is wilful Forgery; or Names of a modern Date, of s 
manner of Authority, fuch as TwisK, Sepastian FiAKt 
with abundance more which ferve only to blind the Eyes of ¥ 
norant People, who, feeing fuch a Variety of ftrange Names, 
take all upon Tryft. But furely a lying Tongue^ and a f4

Therp is another ftam Writer who is in very great Rcfn* 
among them, one Delaun, Author of an angry PampUtt 
frallcd A Plea for the Non^onfornufis. In this forry PerfbrmanB 
all the Errors, and Blunders, and Forgeries, of Danveks, 
are copied verbatim ; and it has been reprinted feverai Time 
and much boafted of as ^finijhed Piece. But, had the Matte 
been fifted to the Bottom, it is rather a Scandal than any Cidi 
to the Caufe, as having its Foundation laid upon notorion 
Untruths. Thefe Two, viz. Danvers and Delaun's, a 
being loaded with Quotations, fuch as they are, are haode 
about with great Induilry ; and they much gjory in them \ kd 
in Fafl and in Reality, they glory in their ^haoie. 

There is one Thing that I am in a more particular Manne 
concerned in ; and that is, to vindicate th^ old Britons froin 
national Reflexion that Oanvers has thrown upon then 
and, as J think, Delaun likewife; for it is a great inao 
Years finpe I read his Pamphlet : And the falfe Report is, tb 
the Antient Britons knew no fuch Praftice as Infant-Bapdfm'ti 
Austin the Monk brought it, among other Corruptions ftofl

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Rome^ towards the Clofe of the Sixth Century, In order to 
prove this Piece of fecret Hiftor/, he quoies one Fabian, a 
LmimiT^ that lived inKingHENRY tht^m}mth\m Time, near 
aThoufand Yea r^ fi nee the coming of the fald Austin into 
England. Now Venerable Bede, who wrote the Church 
Mijhry §f the Englifli Natim about the Year 730, and who 
muft needs know beftj does give the following Account of the 
Conference between Austin and Seven of the Briufti Bilhops. 
He tells us, that, after he had made fome Progrefs in planting 
Chriftianity among the Saxms^ he made a Propofai to the 
Briims^ defi ring them to join in Communion with him and 
his new Converts : But, whereas the Britonstieldand pra^ifed 
fome Rites and Traditions in many Things different from the 
Church of Rtfme^ht infifted that they fhould leave ofFtheit own, 
and comply with his Ceremonies znd Cuftoms- And, after 
many Alterations, he had at laft made them this final Propofa], 
thus tranflated by Stapleton, for I have not at prcfent by mc 
the Original Lmin : Ahhmgh^ dmr Brethrm^ in fmny (fiber

celdraie Eajhr in dui Time^ io accomplljh the Office ^f Baptifm 
(by ivhich we are horn again io God) recording to the Manner of 
the holy Roman and Apofiofuk Churchet, and, laft of all, to preach 
with us to the Engiijh Nation^ all ymr other drenwrnes^ RJtes^ 
Fajhlom and CuJhmSy though ihcy he contrary to our^s, yet we will 
willingly fuffef them^ and be content to bear them* But they

Thi^ Paflage is quoted by a great many of our Engiip Hifto- 
rians, and, among the rell, this Fabian in his Chronicle of 
England. In the firft Edition of his Hittory (as Dn Wall 
obferves, for I have not feen it, it being very fcarce) he recites 
this Paffage in the fame Senfe that Bfde has It 3 but in another 
Edition, either thro' Inadvertency, or an Erratum oi the Prefs, 
thefe Words, according to the Manner of the Roman Church, 
jare omitted. Now behold the Subtilty and bold Afluriince of 
Dan VERS ! From the Omiflion of thefe Words in One Im-

And, to makek 
have the Face of Truth, he quotes Fabx Afr, whom an ordinaij 
Reader knows nothing to the contrary, but that he might beas 
antient as Bed e himfelf, notwithftanding that he lived near a 
Thiufand Years after ! TVhatJhall te done unto thee^ thou frilt 
Twgue ? Pf. cxx. 3.— Such is their fcandalous Dealing witfa 
Things Divine and Human ! 

Such another Attempt was made by the Kirk-party, in Sal- 
landj for the Honour of Prejbyterian Government ; TTiat the 
Primitive Church in that Part of the Kingdom was governed, 
<)uring the purcft Ages of Chriftianity, by a Parity of Mioifieis 
diftinguiQied by the Name of Qtldees ; and therefore, when 
they abolifhed and threw out Epifc9pa€y^ they did but refim 
the antient, true, and Evangelical Government, fuch ai is 
fettled there at prcfent. Now, all this Model is built ona&j* 
ing, or Dream rather, of one John, a Monk of Ford»n^ who 
lived in a dark Age, viz. the 14th Century, abovje a Jlmfai 
Years fince this imaginary Government was fet up. This&p 
did with a View to advance his own Order, as being origiiullf 
of the fame Authority as the higheft Power in the Church ; aoj 
he lived in an ignorant Age, fo that nobody could contraA'd 
him. And, when the Covenant was fet up, they could pitch 00 
no better Authority to fupport the Caufe than the bare Tefti- 
mony of this filly Monk of Ferdw. Not only Hectm 
fioETHius, and all the Scottijh Writers fmce, but even tbs 
Great Mr. Selden and Blondel, with all their Reading, 
could fix on no Corner of the Globe to fettle this Klind of a 
National Church-government but among the Guldens in Scctkady 
and that on the bare Word of the Monk of Far don. But it is 
a known Rule, as Dr. Wall very juftly obfervcs in another 
Cafe, ' That any modern Writer, affirming any thing of an- 

* ticnt Hlftory without referring to fome antient Author, is 

* not at all to be heeded.' The very learned Dr. William 
Lloyd, Bilbop of S/. Ajaph^ and afterwards K^Wor^efier^ has 
altQ2:cther difproved this Legend, and has fufiiciently confijted 
tliat modern Fi6lionof a Sr^///)^ Ordination by mere Prefbyters, 
wbich^ (as his Lordfhip obferveth) being formed by PopiQi Monks 
for the Honour of their IVay^ has been catebed up by fome amo^fi 
us to give a Colour of Antiquity to their Innovations,* 

But, to return to the Subjeft in hand, I had forgot to men- 
tion (which is very material in this Cafe) that Pelagius, a 
Briton bprn, a great Traveller, and named in his own Country

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Morgan^ becaufe he dt mcd OnV^W Sin, was fuppofai t& 
den^ the NeceJJtfy of B^pitfm to Infants ; yet he fHiblickly dc- 
cfercs, that, tho* he had travelled over raoft Parts of thtt 
Chriftian World, he never knew nor heard of any Cbiifitim^ 
Cathikk^ er Stifary^ that dmied Infant- Baptifm^. U zuy 
tfiing !eB than a Miracle wcHiM fatisfy Men^ this would do it ^ 
^utj when Men are obftinatety bent agatnflr the cleared Proof, 
*tis a Sign they are refolved againft any Convidtion* 

I fliai! conclude with a Sketch of their Rife and Progreft; 
which I fliali do In the Words of Dc. Wall, the faireit Ad- 
tcrfary they ever had to deal with, every where exa£l and fm*^ 

partial, a Man of great Judgment and Moderation. No 

fooner had the Reformation begun by Luther, ^aw^ 1517, 
taken good Footing in S^xof^y^ and fome other Parts of Gervwtjy^ 
f great Numbers of People, and fome Princes, (who were at 
this Time generally weary of the Abufes and Corruptions of 
Pcpiry^ and longed for a Rifatmaihn) greedily embracing it] 
but that, within Five or Six Years, ttiere arofe a Sort of Mca 
that pretended to refine upon him* One Nicholas Stork, 
and Thomas Muncer, preached that the Baptifm of Infants 
was alfo an Abufe that muft be reformed : And diey baptifcd 
over again /uch as became their DifcipIeSi They ^dcd aJfa 
cither Things i That it was not fit, nor to be endured in the 
Kingdom of Jffus Chrijf^ that fome Should be fo rich^ and otherii 
fo psfor I or that the Ears fliould beheld to fuch burtbenfome 
Cervices by their Landlords. Abundance of People flacked to 
them \ and the more for that there had been before Difcontents, 
and fame InfurreiSionof tho fe poorer Sort of People, becaufe 
of their fa id flardfliips. 

There was this Uifferente between Luther's Method and 
thirds ; That he and his Aflbciates preached up ObcdieiKe ed 
all lawful Magiftrates in Temporal 1 hings, hut they carrie<4 
Things with a higher Hand, in Defiance of Magiflracv ; And 
Mltncer called himfelf 7k£ Sword of the Lsrd^ wtd QfGidemt, 

LuTH ER and the PtQltftantt entered their Prottfilacion againfl: 
their Proceedings, as bringing a Scandal on the ncir-bi 
Reformation: But they, notwithftanding this, went on in i.j ., 
Proceedings, and after fome Time {ereat Numbers of diior- 
^erly People joining wicli them) became terrible, made a isurt 
•cf Army, and cctnmitted great Ravages on the Kftates of rich 
Men wherever thcfy marched. And at Ktft, Ann§ 1534, a Mrrxij^ 
Party of tliis Sort of Men coming moltly tVom H^Akind^ ftrrztrd 
on theCftv t^i Munjter^ where one John Becold, citmmfjuiy 
called John of Liydm^ being advanced to be dieirXing^ ihcy

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pretended to Prophecy and Revelation, and did, under the 
Name of Christ*s Kingdom^ pra^ifc feveral Tyrannies 
and Enormities^ whence a great deal of Mifchicf and Confu- 
sion did enfue. 

Some Regular Troops being brought againft thcm> they were 
fubdued : And the Xing^ John oi Leyden^ and fomeofthcRing- 
-Icadcrsj being put to Deaths the reft were difperfed into feveai 
Parts oi Germany i and a great many fled into the Low-CQttntrus^ 
where there were already great Numbers of them ; and from 
thence they had a fhort :ind eafy PaiTage to England. A few Yeai^ 
after the Sedition raifed by the Anahapiijii m Munjltr^ and the 
Difperfion that followed that Defeat^ fome ftraggling Dutcbfmn 
began to vent this fingular Opiuion la England j but it made but a 
very flow Progrefs, or fcarce any Progrcfs at all, during the 
Reigns of King Edward, and his Sifter Queen Elizabeth, 
But what the plegmatick Dutch, who heartily and fincerely 
cfpoufcd the Caufe, were unable to carry on, a few fly Jifidtt 
in Difguifej by preaching, and difperfing of Books wrote by 
thcmfclves againit the Lawfylnefs and Validity of Infant- Bap^ 
tjfm, brought efffedually to bear* : And to them it is owing, 
as the prime Managers in the Caufe, that Antiptdohapujmh;^ 
the firft fure Footing in England. 

The following Story being fo remarkable an Inftance of 
y^iVfVi?/ Cunning, to ferve the Ptirpofe of iS^/n^, 1 fli all here 
jnfert it^ as being a further Proof of the Cafe in hand. AmiB 
1656 the Reverend Divine Dr. Hammond being one Day in 
a Book- feller's Shop, and reading the Works of St. Ambrose, 
a Red'Coat (or a Common Soldier] cafually came in, and looked 
over this Divine's Shoulder, and there read the Latin as perfeft 
as himfelf ; which caufed the Dq^qv to admire that a Red-coat 
fhould attain to that Learning, Then, fpeaking unto him, he 
demanded how he came to that Science : The Red-coat replied, 
£y the Hcly Spirit. The Dodor hereupon replied, / wUi try 
thei further % and fo called for a Greek Author, which the Red-^ 
coat not only read, but conftrued. The Do6lor, to try him 
further, called for the Hebrnv Bible, and fo for feveral other 
Books, in which this Rid^caat was very expert. At laft the 
Do(5^or, recoil e fling with himfelf, [a lucky Thought !] caUed for 
a lyeljh Bible, and faid, If thou beejl infpired^ read me this Bmk^ 
mtdconjirue it : But the Ked-esat^ being at laft catched, replied* 
J havi giveJt thee Sat isf all kn enough, I 'will mt fatisfy the fur~ 
ihif % fur thou wilt not heit£ve^ ihaugh an Angei cami from 
Heaven to convince thet* VV hereupon the Do£tor, fufpe£ling 
him for a Cheat, caufed him to be apprehended^ and his Cham- 
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ber fearched, where there was found a Trunk full of Popijh 
Books, and in one of his Books a Parchment Bull^ or Licence, 
granted unto this Impoftor, under feveral Names, to aflume 
what Fun6lion or Calling he pleafed. * / 

*Tis true, there is no particular Mention in this Story that 
his Inftruftions were to deny Infant- Baptifm : But in another 
jemarkable Inftance, of Heth the Jefuit, in the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, there is exprefs Mention that in his Trunk 
were found feveral Books, wrote by Order of the Fraternity 
of Jesus, with Arguments againft the Baptifm of Infants, 
which novel Dodrine he had in Charge, in the Bull or Licence 
from Rome^ to fpread with all poffible Induftry, and to re-bap- 
tife his Profelytes. The whole Story is well worth the Read- 
ing, f Hence we may obferve that, whereas the prefent 

jlnabaptijis endeavour to maintain that Infant-Baptifm cannot 
be proved by Scripture Authority, but only by Tradition^ they 
herein borrow their Arguments from the Papijis, It is a poli- 
tick Turn of their's, and it ferves them in a Two-fold Defign : 
One is to puzzle the Protejiants in general, who maintain that 
the Scripture is a fufficient Rule ; the other is, to foment Di- 
vifions, and to encourage a Separation from the Eftablifhed 
Church, which they look upon with an envious Eye, as being 
(as it is indeed) the ftrongeft Bulwark in Chriftendom againtt 
the Attacks of Rome. 

N, B. The firft Puritans only exprefled a Diflike againft fome 
Ceremonies, and Mal-adminiftration in the Spiritual Courts, 
.yet did not proceed to a total Separation. But about the Year 
1567, fome what in the Beginning of Q^ Elizabeth, there 
fucceeded them (as Mr. Fuller exprefles it) another Generation 
ef a^ive and zealous Non-conformijls, Of theje Coleman, 
Hallingham, <7«^ Benson, were the Chief ^ accounting every 
thing from Rome which was not from Geneva. No body fuf- 
pe<Sted to the contrary, but that they were really fuch as they 
pretended, viz, Proteftants Puritanically inclined : But, about 
an Hundred Years after the T^ime that thefe Men muft have 
been dead, it was difcovered, by the Sagacity of that Great 
Man, and univerfal Scholar, Biihop Stillingfleet, that 
all Three were Jefuits in Difguife. || 

But, to return once again to the Subjedt in hand, In King 
James his Reign the Number of the Jnabaptijis in this King- 
dom was very inconfiderablc ; and fo it was in the Beginning of 
good King Charles his Reign: But, as the grajnd Rebellion

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broke out, more cfpecially during Oliver's Ufurpation, they 
made a very confiderable Figure. In that Time they boafted, 
in an Enthufiaftick Strain, that the Prophecy was now fulfilled, 
Many Jball run to and fro^ and Knowledge Jhall he increafed^ 

Dan. xii. 4. Oliver had a very great Regard for thefe 

Men, as being generally Enthuftafts like himfelf. They had, 
many of them, Places of Truft and Profit j as Captains, Co- 
lonels, Major-generals, Committee-men, Sequeftrators, &c. 
In which feveral CommiiEons, during the Ufurpation, they 
afted fo bloodily againft the perfecuted Church of England and 
Royalifts as if it had been a JVork of Merit fo to do. But, 
notwithftanding all thefe Favours and Marks of Diftin6tion, no 
fooner was the Ufurper dead than they began to court the Rifing 
Sun J and befpatter Oliver (whom formerly they fo much 
adored) to all Intents and Purpofcs ; for in an Addreis to King 
Charles the Second, prefented to him at Brr^g-w, they caU 
Oliver, (now he was dead) a grand Impojidr^ a detejiable 
Traitor^ a loathfome Hypocrite^ a Prodigy of Nature^^ and by 
all the odious Names they could think of. They can trim 
as well as fome others. ■ And, ever fince, they increafe and 
multiply apace.

WE may obferve, of all the Sefls that affume the Name 
of Chriftiansj That, notwithilanding their different 
Way of Thinking, yet every difthd Party does cUim 
the Truth to be on its Side, in Contra-diftindbn to others. 
Thus the jfrriam^ who deny the Divinity of the Saviour of the 
World J pretend to have the Truth on their Side of the Queftion i 
and Mr. Whiston is pleaied to teftow no better Language on 
tile Do&inc of the Trinity, as believed and explained by the 
Church of Engkndy than that of Jthanafian Berefy^ vvhich 
heavy Charge is interfperfed almoft every vi^here through the 
^Jlwkal Pnfaatc^ the Four Volumes of his Primitive ChriJU- 
mnitf^ and in the Memoirs of the Life of Dr. S. Clarke, 
N, B, By Primitive Chrifttanity he always and conftantly 
nieans the Arrian Doflrine, He tells us, ever and anon, that 
the Truth is fo glarings on their Side of the Queltion, thnt all 
the Primitive Fathers of the Three Fir ft Centuries had the ilinie 
Belief as the Arriant in refpeft to the Dodrineof the Trinity.— 
But I would humbly propofe One Query : If Matters were fo, as 
Mr. Whiston every where reprefents the Cafe, to what Pur- 
pofe was it that the Great Council of JV/V^ was convened by the 
Emperor Constantine, A, D. 325, to examine in::o the 
Opinion of AltRlus, where his Opinions were condemned 
and anathimatifiiy if he held the fame Do£lf ine with the Cacho- 
lick Church ? I am apt to think that, if Mr. Whistom 
himfelf was yet alive, he would find it fomewhat difficult to 
render a fatisfa£tory Anfwer to this plain Queftion* 

The Antimmi&m will tell you, in a fcrious Mood, that they 
contend for the Truth. The ^ahrs argue for the JruiL 
And to name no more, and to come nearer the Subject lall in 
hand, the Anahaptifts are as confident as ;iny that they hold the 
Truths yea, and none but ibfyfilely^ There is one George 
Ham M ON, (a Teacher in his Time of great Repute among 
them, and a Man, as appears by his Writings, of a fierce and 
turbulent Spirit) who every where dccUres that he ts Orivtng 
for the Truth, yea, that he has found it, the Spirit bearing 
Wjtnefs thercor : And yet this Man pleads with Might and 
Main againfl Original Sin ; has Eight Reafons, fuch as they are, 
to prove that the S&ul is mortal and extinct with the Body when 
it dies J that the vulgar Notion of the S^ul*^ Immortality is a 
ond Conceit of the Hmthcn Paeti^ from whom the Chiit* h of 
Rsme borrowed it, and the Church of England from the Pi.i{^ijit \ 
i^ Z 2 ^ 
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or, at bcft, that the Soul is in a State of utter Infenfibility *till 
the Refurreclion. He docs every where moft abominably per- 
vert Scripture in favour of his wild and Enthufiaftick Rants; 
and, among other Paradoxes, he argues that, when Christ 
took up the little Children in his Arms^ and bleffidihemy Marl 
X, 16. it was no more than to cure them of fome Bodily Di- 
ftemptr, fuppofe the Rickets, or a Breaking^out, or the Worms. 
And yet all this, with a great many other Extravagancies^ 
muft be accounted the Truth ! And to this daring Fecforinance 
he gives this pompous Title, Truth and Innoatuy fnvailhii 
againjl Error otid Infolcncy, Lond. i66o. : 

But, notwithftanding they feverally maintain quite contrary 
and oppofite (Opinions and DoSrine, and all pretend to Trarf, 
yet all the Modern SeSfs^ of what Denomination focver, do 
unanimoufly combine againft the Three Orders in the Chriffian 
Church, and plead ftrongly for a Parity of Minifters without 
aiiy Super- intendant, or Overfeer, or Bifhop, to prefidc; 
which Government they brand as Tyrannical and Anti-chriiHan, 
and with all other odious Names that they can think of. To 
convince them of this their common Error is very nightix 
next Door to Impoflibility, their early Prejudice being foftrong 
and radicate ! Non perfuadehis^ etiamfi ptrfuaferis. But, to 
fet this Matter of Importance in a clear Ligiit to others who 
may be dubious, I (hail here fubjoin the Xeftimony of the 
Holy Martyr S. Ignatius, w1k>, as fome of the Antientsfup- 
pofed, was that very Child whom our-Saviour took into his 
Arms, and fct i:i the Midft of his Difciples, as the moft lively 
Inflancc of li r.occncy and Humility, Mark ix. 36. But tli 
moft learned Dr. Cavk gives no Credit to that Suppofition*. 
Undou[)tt.cuy l;c was brought up, in his younger Years, under 
Apoftolical Inftrudion, bcina; intimately converfant widi the 
ApoftJcs, and a Pupil of St. John ; and indeed he copies after 
his beloved Mafter's Example, arguing every where againJ 
Hercfies which fap the Foundation of Chriftianity, and with a 
Divine Zeal recommending Unity and Concord, and a Pert 
verancc in the Faith. 

He made a noble Profeflion of his Faith before the Emperor 
Trajan when he made a Progrefs into the Eaji.^ and, bccaufe 
of his Conftancy, was condemned to be brought in Chains, a 
very lon<r tedious Journey, from Antioch^ in Syria^ to fuffe 
Martyrdom at Rome\ and whilft he tarried, in his Way thi- 
ther, for fome 7'ime, in Smyrna^ he wrote feveral Epijlis^ 
the Churches, to confirm them in the Paith, left the Perfecu- 
tion then raging againfl the ChriiHans (hould make them flirifli 
from their Holy Profeflion. His Words, which are for m/ 
Purpofe, are as (oWow. li 
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' In his Epiftle to the Epheftans he writeth thus : S^KeTflt^ore 

p9^dlM.iv«> ttW«<. Do you. Beloved, be obedient to the Bi&op, 
and your Prelbyters, and your. Deacons; for he that is fubjeft 
to them is obedient to Christ who has ordained them. 
.In his Epiftle to the Magneftam he thus expreffes himfelf :

In his Epiftle to the Romans there is no Mention made of this 
Subje<S. In his Epiftle to the Tralliani he puts them in mind 
to reverence the Bifliop, who is the Reprefentative of the 
Lord ; to be fubje6t to the Preft)yters as his Sanhedrim ; and in 
every thing to pleafe the Deacons, who are the Attendants of 
the Myfteries of Jesus Christ ; and then concludes, "E^f^^a-g 

T]^z7CvTi^of^ }y Toii ^tAKovoti, Fare ye well in the Lord jfjESUs 
Christ; be obedient to the Bifhop, and fo likewife to the 
Preft)yters and Deacons. 

In his Epiftle to the Philadelphians he cxprefics himfelf after

Words. 

This Apoftolical Teftimony is of ineftimahU V-Am^^ Vwv^ 
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being (a often refMrated is, ooc wmild thinks a Demonftratka 
fiifficiant to filcnce all Cavils^ and put in End to the OiffMUe; 
But, if Men wilt be obftinate apuift tbe dcarcft Coimdioi^ 
kt the Sin lie at their own Door. N, B, There are othef 
Epiftks fathered on this blefled Martyr, but arc rcje£le4» 
ipurious: But thtfe Six arc his undcHibted gtfiutne Work, and 
acknowledged as fucb by the ableft Critidb of the Cfariftiao

Dr. John Ei5 wards, in his Free Difcourfi 
mnctTning Truth and Error ^ pag- 481, fays, 

* God is the yi///i^r of all divine Truth, and of 

* the Difcovery of it made to us. An inward 
' Enlightning and Irradiating the Mind by the 

* holy Spirit, is abfolutely ncccfl'ary for the 
' apprehending of the divine Mylleries which^ 
' arc contained in the Doilrines of the Gofpel/ 

^ Archbifliop Tillotsoh, in his Sermons on 
ike Gift of the Holy Gho/l, which are N^ 12 
and II of the loth Volume in S^^- pag. 3^2, 
fays it fignifies * A fpecial Power and Prefcnce 

* of tiie Holy Ghoft with Believers, or the 

* immediate Operation and Aiiiltancc of the 
■ divine Spirit communicated and imparted to 

* them. — It doth alfo fignify and comprehend 

* in it, a more ordinary and gentle Influence of 

* God*s Spirit upon the Minds of Men, to all 

* holy and good Purpofes ) by which I mean, 

* an 
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^ an immediate Operation and Afiiftance of tbe 

* holy Spirit afibrded to Men, to relieve the 

* Weaknefe and Impotence of human Nature, 
*' to help and ftrengthen ns to the Performance 

* of what the Gofpel requires of us/ — After 
which» he opens the ^fature of it, and the 
Neceffity of it, to enable us to perform die 
Condition of the Gofpel Covenant, and ' That 
^ thb Povirer does continually dwell and refide 
^ in all true Cbrijiians^ if wc do not grieve the 

* SfHrit of God, and provoke him to withdraw 

* it from us/ — But for the blefled EfFedts there- 
of, and its Extent as to Perfons and Things, 
We muft refer the Reader to the faid two Ser- 
nlons, which arc well worthy his perufing; 
juft ohfcrving that he fays, * This divine In- 
^ fluence and AfTiftance, was not limited to the 
^ extraordinary Effiifion of the holy Spirit on 

* the Day of Penteco/i^ but that it is to all fuc- 
*'cceding Ages 5* which he fully proves from 
Scripture. 

And in the firft of thofc Sermons are the 
following excellent Words, * But after all this is 

* done for us, we are ftill without Strength^ 

* our Nature being depraved and funk into that 

* Impotcncy and Wcakncfs, that without the 
^ powerful Afliftance of Divine Grace^ we are 
' utterly unable to perform thofe moft equal 
' and reafonable Conditions, which the GljfA 
' requires of us, being, as the Scripture expreffes 

* it, dead in Trefpajfes and SinSj and eftranffi 
^ from the Life if God t trough tbe Darknefi 

'that 
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that IS in Us^ and the Blindmfi of our Hearts, 
Being enjlaved to vitious Habits^ and having a 
carnal Mind^ which is Enmity to God^ and 
renders us incapable to receive or relifh Divine 
and Spiritual Things : So that noiwithftand- 
ing all that our blelTed Saviour hath done and 
fuffered for us, and all the merciful Overtures 
of Pardon and Haffinefs^ which the G&Jpel 
makes to uSj all this will fignifjr nothing to 
our Benefit and Advantage, unlefs our 2mpo^ 
tency be relieved, and new Life and Strength 
be conveyed to us, to awaken and excite us 
to that which is good, to enable us to mortify 
and fubduc our evil and corrupt Inclinations^ 
to break off our vitious Habits^ and to walk 
in the Ways of God^s Commandments \ for we 
are not fufficient of ourfelves, as of ourfelveSj 
for any of thefe Things, bat our Sufficiency 
is of God : Without Chrift we can do nothings 
and it is only through him flrengthening of 
us, that we are able to do all thefe Thing?, 
which are necefliry to be done by us, in order 
to the obtaining that Happinefs and Salvation 
which the Go/pel has pro mi fed, and our Sa^ 
'UiWr hath purchafed tor us. And therefor© 
our merciful Redeemer^ that he might not 
leave his Work imperfefl^ hath fent his bleffcd 
Spirit into our Hearts, to enlighten the Eyes 
of our MindSj and to open and difpofe pur 
Under {landings, for to receive of divine and 

■ ^ fpiritual Truths^ to conquer like wife the Per- 
ft ^ verfnefs and Stubborn nels of our Wills ^ and- 
B * lo.fct us at Liberty from the Slavery of our 

■ D ' Lujs 
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Lufli^ (for where th Spirit nf God ii^ u %i 
Paul tells us, there is Libertf) to renew oar 
Natures, and to purify our Hearts, to mortify 
our corrupt AfFedlions, and to alTifl us td 
every good Word and Work, to llrengthcH 
m again ft Temptations, to fupport us undd 
Suflerings and Perfecutions, and in a Word, 
to keep ui by the mighty Power of God, aad 
gracious Affiftancc of his Holy Spirit, thro* 
Faith unto Sahation." 



I heartily wifli the foregoing Hints might 
engage the ferioas Attention of all, into whofe 
Hands they may drop ; becaufe, from vthi 
little Remarks I have been capable of makm|, 
the moll pious Men, in all Ages, have efteetD* 
ed it of the greateft Importance, to be m- 
quainted with the Teachings of the Grace of 
God, in order to arrive at the ikving Know* 
ledge of his Will concerning them, that tbef 
might be Chrifiiam indeed ip his Sight, fuchiQ 
whom Chrift by bh Spirit tabernacles with j 
for we arc aflbied, that if ke is mi in us^ (no** 
withftanding all our Pretences to Religion) ^i 
sre Reprobates^ 2 Cor, xiii* 5* And, if we imi 
mt the Spirit of Cbrijl^ we are mne ^bis^ Rcrta* 
viii. 9«
